34 And he hath put in his heart that he 
may teach, both he, and Aholiab, the son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wisdom of 
heart, to work all manner of work, of the 
_ engraver, and of the cunning workman, 
and of the embroiderer, in blue, and in 
purple, in scarlet, and in fine linen, and 
of the weaver, even of them that do any 
work. and of those that devise cunning 


work. 


CHAPTER 36. 


1 Workmen receive the offerings. 
work goes on. 85 The veil. 
HEN wrought Bezaleel and Aholiab, 
and every wise hearted man, in whom 
the LORD put wisdom and understanding 
to know how to work all manner of work 
for the service of the sanctuary, according 
to all that the LORD had commanded.

5 { And they spake unto Moses, saying, 
The people bring much more than enough 
for the service of the work, which the 
LORD commanded to make. 

6 And Moses gave commandment, and 
they caused it to be proclaimed through- 
out the camp, saying, Let neither man 
nor woman make any more work for the 
offering oi the sanctuary. So the people 
were restrained from bringing. 

7 For the stuff they had was sufficient 
for all the work to make it, and too much. 

8 ¥ And every wise hearted man among 
them that wrought the work of the 
tabernacle made ten curtains of fine 
twined linen, and blue, and purple, and 
scarlet: with cherubims of cunning work 
made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was twenty 
and eight cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: the-curtains were all 
of one size. 

10 And he coupled the five curtains one 
unto another: and the other five curtains 
he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain, from the selvedge in 
the coupling: likewise’ he made in the 
uttermost side of another curtain, in the 
coupling of the second. | 

12 Fifty loops made he in one curtain, 
and fifty loops made he in the edge of the 
curtain which was in the coupling of the 
second: the loops held one curtain to 
another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, and 
coupled the curtains one unto another 
ae the taches: so it became one taber- 
nacle. 

14 § And he made curtains of goats’ 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle: 
eleven curtains he made them. y 

15 The length of one curtain was thirty 
cubits, and four cubits was the breadth 
of one curtain: the eleven curtains were 
of one size. th ee 

16 And he coupled five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon the 
uttermost edge of the curtain in the 
coupling, and fifty loops made he upon 
the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the second. 

18 And he made fifty taches of brass to 
couple the tent together, that it might 
be one. : 

19 And he made a covering for the tent 
of rams’ skins dyed red, and a covering 
of badgers’ skins above that.

20 | And he made boards for the 
tabernacle of shittim wood, standing up. 
21 The length of a board was ten cubits, 
and ae breadth of a board one cubit and 
a half. 

22 One board had two tenons, equally 
distant one from another: thus did he 
Loa for all the boards of the taber- 
nacle. 

23 And he made boards for the taber- 
macle: twenty boards for the south side 
southward: / 

24 And forty sockets of silver he made 
‘under the twenty boards; two sockets 
under one board for his two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board for his 
two tenons. : 

25 And for the other side of the taber- 
nacle, which ts toward the north corner, 
he made twenty boards, ‘ 

26 And their forty sockets of silver; two 
sockets under one board, and two sockets 
under another board.

28 And two boards made he for, the 
corners of the tabernacle in the two sides. 
20 And they were coupled beneath, and 
coupled together at the head thereof, to 
one ring: thus he did to both of them in 
both the corners. 

30 And there were eight boards; and 
their sockets were sixteen sockets of 
silver, under every board two sockets.

6 And he shall bring his trespass offering 
unto the LoRD for his sin which he hath 
sinned, a female from the flock, a lamb 
or a kid of the goats, for a sin offering; 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
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for him concerning his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a lamb, 
then he shall bring for his trespass, which 
he hath committed, two turtledoves, or 
two young pigeons, unto the LORD; one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering. i 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which 7s for the 
sin offering first, and wring off his head 
from his neck, but shail not divide 7 
asunder: 2 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood of 
the sin offering upon the side of the altar;

out at the bottom of the altar: it 7s a sin 
offering.

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of the 
beast, of which men offer an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD, even the 
soul that eateth it shall be cut off from his 
people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no manner of 
blood, whether it be of fowl or of beast, 
in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul iz be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

28 4 And the LORD spake unto Moses,

29 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, He that offereth the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings unto the LORD shall 
bring his oblation unto the LORD of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, the 
fat with the breast, it shall he bring, 
that the breast may be waved for a wave 
offersns before the LORD.

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is 
clovenfooted, and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not eat 
of them that chew the cud, or of them that 
divide the hoof: as the camel, because 
he cheweth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he zs unclean unto you. 

5 the coney. because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he zs 
unclean unto vou. 

6 And the hare, because he cheweth 
the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he is 
unclean unto you. 

And the swine, though ‘he divide the 
hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet he cheweth 
not the cud; he zs unclean to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and 
their carcase shall ye not touch; they are 
unclean to you. 

9 ql Packs shall ye eat of all that are 
in the waters: whatsoever hath fins and 
scales in the waters, in the seas, and in 
the rivers, them shall ye eat. 

_10 And all that have not fins and scales 
in the seas, and in the rivers, of all that 
move in the waters, and of any living 
thing which 7s in the waters, they shall 
be an abomination unto you: boos 

11 They shall be even an abomination 
unto you; ye shall not eat of their flesh, 
but ye shall have their carcases in abom- 
ination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales 
in the waters, that shall be an abomina- 
tion unto you. ; 

13 {And these are they which ye shall 
have in abomination among the fowls; 
they shall not be eaten, they are an 
abomination: the eagle, and the ossifrage, 
and the ospray, : 

14 And the vulture, and the kite after 
his kind; pee! 

15 Every raven after his kind; 

16 And the owl, and the night hawk, 
and the cuckow, and the hawk after his 


kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cormor- 
ant, and the great owl, ’ 

18 And ihe swan, and the pelican, and 
he gier eagle, 
ats had the stork, the heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon al 
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four, shall be an abomination unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every flying 
creeping thing that goeth upon all four, 
which have legs above their feet, to leap 
withal upon the earth; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat; the 
locust after his kind, and the bald locust 
after his kind, and the beetle after his 
kind, and the grasshopper after his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping things, 
which have four feet, shall be an abom- 
ination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be unclean: 
whosoever toucheth the carcase of them 
shall be unclean until the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 
the carcase of them shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even. ' 

26 The carcases of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and 7s not cloven- 
footed, nor cheweth the cud, are unclean 
unto you: every one that toucheth them 
shall be unclean. ; 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his paws, 
among all manner of beasts that go on 
all four, those are unclean unto you: 
whoso toucheth their carcase shall be 
unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carcase of 
them shall wash his clothes, and be un- 
clean until the even: they are unclean 
unto you. 

29 4 These also shall be unclean unto 
you among the creeping things that creep 
upon the earth; the weasel, and the 
mouse, and the tortoise after his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, 
= the lizard, and the snail, and the 
mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among all 
that creep: whosoever doth touch them, 
when they be dead, shall be unclean 
until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of them, 
when they are dead, doth fall, it shall 
be unclean; whether it be any vessel of 
wood, or raiment, or skin, or sack, what- 
soever vessel it be, wherein any work is 
done, it must be put into water, and it 
shall be unclean until the even; so it 
shall be cleansed. 

_33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever 7s 
in it shall be unclean; and ye shall break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, that 
on which such water cometh shall be un- 
clean: and all drink that may be drunk 
in every such vessel shall be unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon any part 
of their carcase falleth shall be unclean; 
whether it be oven, or ranges for pots, 
they shall be broken down: for they are 
unclean, and shall be unclean unto you. 
‘36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there ts plenty of water, shall be 
clean: ‘but that which toucheth their

creeping things that creep upon the earth,, 
them ye shall not eat; for they are ant 
abomination. 
_43 Ye shall not make yourselves abom-- 
inable with any creeping thing that creep-- 
eth, neither shall ye make yourselves; 
unclean with them, that ye should be: 
defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the LORD your God: ye? 
shall therefore sanctify yourselves, andl 
ye shall be holy; for I am holy: neitherr 
shall ye defile yourselves with any man-- 
ner of creeping thing that creepeth upon.

45 For I am the LORD that bringeth you 
up out of the land of Egypt, to be your 
God: ye shall therefore be holy, for If 
am holy.

CHAPTER 13. 
Signs and treatment of leprosy. 
ND the LORD spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, saying, : ; 

2 When a man shall have in the skin 
of his flesh a rising, a scab, or bright 
spot, and it be in the skin of his flesh 
like the plague of leprosy; then he shall 
be brought unto Aaron the priest, or unto 
one of his sons the priests:

4 If the bright spot be white in the skin 
of his flesh, and in sight be not deeper 
than the skin, and the hair thereof be 
not turned white; then the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the plague seven 


days: : 
5 And the priest shall look on him the 
seventh day: and, behold, if the plague 
in his sight be at a stay, and the plague 
spread not in the skin; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days more. | 
6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the seventh day: and, behold, if 
the plague be somewhat dark, and the 
plague spread not in the skin, the priest 
shall pronounce him clean: it is but a 
scab: and he shall wash his clothes, and 
e clean, 
Bs But if the scab spread much abroad 
in the skin, after that he hath been seen

11 It zs an old leprosy in the skin of his 
flesh, and the priest shall pronounce 
unclean, and shall not shut him up: 
for he is unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy break out abroad in 
the skin, and the leprosy cover all the 
skin of him that hath the plague from his 
head even to his foot, wheresoever the 
priest looketh; | 

13 Then the priest shall consider: and, 
behold, 7f the leprosy have covered all 
his flesh, he shall pronounce him clean 
that hath the plague: it is all turned white: 
he is clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth in 
him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be unclean: 
for the raw flesh 7s unclean: it is a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, and 
be changed unto white, he shall come 
unto the priest; | 

17 And the priest shall see him: and, 
behold, if the plague be turned into 
white; then the priest shall pronounce 
him clean that hath the plague: he is 
clean. ; } 

18 9 The flesh also, in which, even in 
the skin thereof, was a boil, and is healed. 

19 And in the place of the boil there 
be a white rising, or a bright spot, white, 
and somewhat reddish, and it be shewed 
to the priest; : j 

20 And it, when the priest seeth it, 
behold, it be in sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white; the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it 7s a plague of leprosy broken 
out of the boil. ; E 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairs therein, 
and 7f it be not lower than the skin, but 
be somewhat dark; then the priest shall 
shut him up seven days: ‘ 

22 And if it spread much abroad in the 
skin, then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a plague. ia. 28 

23 But if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not, it 7s a burning boil; 
and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

24 | Or if there be any flesh, in the 
skin whereof there is a hot burning, and 
the quick flesh that burneth have a white 
bright spot, somewhat reddish, or white; 

25 Then the priest shall look upon it: 


and, 
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and, behold, if the hair in the bright spot 
be turned white, and it be in sight deeper 
than the skin; it 7s a leprosy broken out 
of the burning: wherefore the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it zs the 
plague of leprosy. | ; 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it be no lower than the 
other skin, but be somewhat dark; then 
the priest shall shut him up seven days: 

27 And the priest shall look upon him 
the seventh day: and if it be spread much 
abroad in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it 7s the plague 
of leprosy. ‘ Orr 

28 And if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not in the skin, but it 
be somewhat dark; it is a rising of the 
burning, and the priest shall pronounce 

im clean: for it 7s an inflammation of 
the burning. 

29 4 If a man or woman have a piague 
upon the head or the beard; 

30 Then the priest shall see the plague: 
and, behold, if it be in sight deeper than 
the skin; and there be in it a yellow thin 
hair; then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a dry scall, even a leprosy 
upon the head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the plague 
of the scall, and, behold, it be not in sight 
deeper than the skin and that there is no 
black hair in it then the priest shall shut 
up him that hath the plague of the scall 
seven days: ; 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague: and, behold, if 
the scall spread not, and there be in it 
no yellow hair, and the scall be not in 
sight deeper than the skin; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the scall seven 
days more: : 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the scall: and, behold, if 
the scall be not spread in the skin, nor 
be in sight deeper than the skin; then the 
priest shall pronounce him clean: and he 
shall wash his clothes and be clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much in the 
skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on him: 
and, behold, if the scall be spread in the 
skin, the priest shall not seek for yellow 
hair; he 7s unclean. 

37 But if the scall be in his sight at a 
stay, and that there is black hair grown 
up therein; the scall is healed, he is 
pat and the priest shall pronounce him 
clean. 

38 { If a man also or a woman have in 
the skin of their flesh bright spots, even 
white bright spots; 


39 Then the priest shall look: and, 
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behold, if the bright spots in the skin off 
their flesh be darkish white; it 7s a freckled! 
spot that groweth in the skin; he 7s clean., 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen offf 
his head, he is bald; yet is he clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen offf 
from the part of his head toward his face,, 
he is forehead bald: yet is he clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald head, orr 
bald forehead, a white reddish sore; it 7s a1 
leprosy sprung up in his bald head, orr 
his bald forehead. 3 

43 Then the priest shall look upon it:: 
and, behold, if the rising of the sore be 
white reddish in his bald head, or in hiss 
bald forehead, as the leprosy appearethi 
in the skin of the flesh; 

44 He is a leprous man, he 7s unclean:: 
the priest shall pronounce him utterlyy 
unclean; his plague 7s in his head. 4 

45 And the leper in whom the plague is,, 
his clothes shall be rent, and his headi 
bare, and he shall put a covering upont 
his upper lip, and shall cry, Unclean,, 
unclean. i 

46 All the days wherein the plague shalll 
be in him he shall be defiled; he zs unclean:; 
he shall dwell alone; without the campg 
shall his habitation be. 

47 J The garment also that the plague? 
of leprosy is in, whether it be a woolleni 
garment, or a linen garment; 

48 Whether zi be in the warp, or woof;; 
of linen, or of woolen; whether in a skin,, 
or in any thing made of skin; 

49 And if the plague be greenish o: 
reddish in the garment, or in the skin, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, o 
in any thing of skin; it 7s a plague o: 
tome and shall be shewed unto th 
priest: 

50 And the priest shall look upon thee 
plague, and shut up 7¢ that hath the plagues 
seven days: 

51 And he shall look on the plague : 


the seventh day: if the plague be sprea 
in the garment, either in the warp, or i 
the woof, or in a skin, or in any work 
that is made of skin; the plague is a fret-- 
ting leprosy; it 7s unclean. 

52 He shall therefore burn that gar-. 
ment, whether warp or woof, in woollen 
or in linen, or any thing of skin, whereint 
the plague is: for it 7s a fretting leprosy: 
fora ip rae in the ea ; 

e priest shall look, andJ 
behold, the plague be not spread in the 
garment, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin; | 

54 Then the priest shall command that 
they wash the thing wherein the plague 
vs, and he shall shut it up seven days: 
more: 

55 And the priest shall look on the 
plague, after that it is washed: andi 
behold, 7f the plague have not changec 
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his colour, and the plague be not spread; 
it 7s unclean; thou shalt burn it in the 
fire; it 7s fret inward, whether it be bare 
within or without. — 

56 And if the priest look, and, behold, 
the plague be somewhat dark after the 
washing of it; then he shall rend it out 
of the garment, or out of the skin, or out 
of the warp, or out of the woof: 

57 And if it appear still in the garment, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or in 
any thing of skin; it 7s a spreading plague: 
thou shalt burn that wherein the plague 
is with fire. : 

58 And the garment, either warp, or 
woof, or whatsoever thing of skin ii be, 
which thou shalt wash, if the plague be 
departed from them, then it shall be 
washed the second time, and shall be 


ean. 

59 This zs the law of the plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or linen, 
either in the warp, or woof, or any thing 
of skins, to pronounce it clean, or to 
pronounce it unclean. 


CHAPTER 14. 


i Law of cleansing lepers. 
eprosy. 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses, 


_& Saying, 

2 This shall be the law of the leper in 
the day of his cleansing: He shall be 
brought unto the priest: 

3 And the priest shall go forth out of 
the camp; and the priest shall look, and, 
behold, zf the plague of leprosy be healed 
in the leper; ; 

4 Then shall the priest command to 
fake for him that is to be cleansed two 
birds alive and clean, and cedar wood, 
and scarlet, and hyssop: 

5 And the priest shall command that 
yne of the birds be killed in an earthen 
vessel over running water: 7 

6 As for the living bird, he shall take it, 
and the cedar wood, and the scarlet, and 
he hyssop and shall dip them and the 
iving bird in the blood of the bird that 
vas killed over the running water: 

7 And he shall sprinkle upon him that 
s to be cleansed from the leprosy seven 
imes, and shall pronounce . clean, 
ind eres the living bird loose into the 
ypen field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed shall 
vash his clothes, and shave off all his 
wair, and wash himself in water, that he 
nay be clean: and after that he shall 
ome into the camp, and shall tarry abroad 
mut of his tent seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh day, 
hat he shall shave all his hair off his 
lead and his beard and his eyebrows, 
ven all his hair he shall shave off: and 
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he shall wash his clothes, also he shall 
ee his flesh in water, and he shall be 
clean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall take 
two he lambs without blemish and one 
ewe lamb of the first year without blemish, 
and three tenth deals of fine flour for a 
meat offering, mingled with oil, and one 
log of oil. i 

11 And the priest that maketh him clean 
shall present the man that is to be made 
clean, and those things, before the LORD, 
at the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation: . 

12 And the priest shall take one he 
lamb, and offer him for a trespass offering, 
and the log of oil, and wave them for a 
wave offering before the LORD: 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in the 
place where he shall kill the sin offering 
and the burnt offering, in the holy place: 
for as the sin offering 7s the priest’s, so is 
the trespass offering: it 7s most holy: 

14 And the priest shall take some of the 
blood of the trespass offering, and the 
priest shall put 7¢ upon the tip of the right 
ear of that is to be cleansed, and 
upon the thumb of his right hand, and 
upon the great toe of his right foot: 

15 And the priest shall take some of the 
log of oil, and pour 7 into the palm of his 
own left hand: _ usenet 

16 And the priest shall dip his right 
finger in the oil that 7s in his left hand, 
and shall sprinkle of the oil with his 
finger seven times before the LORD: 

17 And of the rest of the oil that is in 

his hand shall the priest put upon the tip 
of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his right 
hand, and upon the great toe of his right 
foot, upon the blood of the trespass 
offering: ; 
_18 And the remnant of the oil that is 
in the priest’s hand he shall pour upon 
the head of him that is to be cleansed: 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
for him before the LORD. 

19 J the priest shall offer the sin 
offering, and make an atonement for him 
that is to be cleansed from his unclean-~ 
ness; and afterward he shall kill the 
burnt offering: | 

20 And the priest shall offer the burnt 
offering and the meat offering upon the 
altar: and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him, and he shall be clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot get so 
much; then he shall take one lamb for a 
trespass offering to be waved, to make 
an atonement for him, and one tenth deal 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a meat 
offering, and a log of oil; 

22 And two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, such as he is able to get; and 
the one shall be a sin offering, and the 
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other a burnt offering. | 

23 And he shall bring them on the 
eighth day for his cleansing unto the 
priest, unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, before the LORD. 

24 And the priest shall take the lamb 
of the trespass offering, and the log of oil, 
and the priest shall wave them for a wave 
offering before the LORD: 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of the 
trespass offering, and the priest shall 
take some of the blood of the, trespass 
offering, and put zt upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot: 

26 And the priest shall pour of the oil 
into the palm of hisownlefthand: 

27 And the priest shall sprinkle with 
his right finger some of the oil that ¢s in 
Bes left hand seven times before the 

ORD. 

28 And the priest shall put of the oil 
that 7s in his hand upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot, 
upon the place of the blood of the trespass 
offering: : nie 

29 And the rest of the oil that zs in the 
priest’s hand he shall put upon the head 
of him that is to be cleansed, to make an 
atonement for him before the LORD. 

30 And he shall offer the one of the 
turtledoves, or of the young pigeons, 
suchashecanget; | 

31 Even such_as he is able to get, the 
one for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, with the meat offering: 
and the priest shall make an atonement 
for him that is to be cleansed before the 
LORD... ; 

32 This 7s the law of him in whom 7s the 
plague of leprosy, whose hand is not able 
to get that which pertaineth to his cleansing. 

33 7 And the LORD spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, | 

34 When ye be come into the land of 
Canaan, which I give to you for a posses- 
sion, and I put the plague of leprosy in a 
house of the land of your possession; 

35 And he that owneth the house shall 
come and tell the priest, saying, It seemeth 
to me there is as it were a plague in the 
house: : 

36 Then the priest shall command that 
they empty the house, before the priest 
go into it to see the plague, that all that 
zs in the house be not made unclean: and 
afterward the priest shall go in to see the 


ouse: 

37 And he shall look on the plague, and, 
behold, zf the plague be in the walls of the 
house with hollow strakes, greenish or 
reddish, which in sight are lower than 
the wall; 
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38 Then the priest shall go out of thi 
house to the door of the house, and shu 
up the house seven days: i 

39 And the priest shall come again thi 
seventh day, and shall look: and, behol« 
o the plague be spread in the walls of thh 

ouse; 

40 Then the priest shall command the: 
they take away the stones in which thi 
plague is, and they, shall cast them intt 
an unclean place without the city: 

41 And he shali cause the house to 
scraped within round about, and th 
shall pour out the dust that they scra 
off without the city into an unclean place 

42 And they shall take other stone 
and put them in the place of those stones 
and he shall take other morter, and shag 
plaister the house. f 

43 And if the plague come again, an 
break out in the house, after that he hat 
taken away the stones, and after he hat 
ee the house, and after it is plais 

ereas; 

44 Then the priest shall come and lool 
and, behoid, 7f the plague be spread in t 
house, it 7s a fretting leprosy in the house 
it 7s unclean. 

45 And he shall break down the house 
the stones of it, and the timber thereo: 
and all the morter of the house; and 
shall carry them forth out of the city int 
an unclean place. . 

46 Moreover he that, goeth into 
house all the while that it is shut up shi 
be unclean until the even. 

47 And he that lieth in the house sh 
wash his clothes; and he that eateth i 
the house shall wash his clothes. 

48 And if the priest shall come in, 
look upon it, and, behold, the plague hat 
not spread in the house, after the hous 
was plaistered: then the priest. sh 
pronounce the house clean, because th 
plague is healed. 

49 And he shall take to cleanse the hous 
two birds, and cedar wood, and scarl 
and hyssop: x | 
_50 And he shall kill the one of the birc 
in an earthen vessel over running wate> 

51 And he shall take the cedar woo» 
and the hyssop, and the scarlet, and th 
living bird, and dip them in the blood « 
the slain bird, and in the running water 
and sprinkle the house seven times: 

52 And he shall cleanse the house wit 
the blood of the bird, and with the runnin 
water, and with the living bird, and wit 
the cedar wood, and with the hyssop, ar 
with the scarlet: ' 

53 But he shall let go the living bis 
out of the city into the open fields, am 
make an atonement for the house: am 
it shall be clean. : 

54 This is the law for all manner « 
plague of leprosy, and scall, 
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55 And for the leprosy of a garment, 
and of a house, | 

56 And for a rising, and for a scab, and 
for a bright spot: 

57 To teach when 7 7s unclean, and 
when 2¢ 7s clean: this is the law of leprosy. 


CHAPTER 15. 
Unclean issues and their cleansing. 


aD the LORD spake unto Moses and 
to Aaron, saying, 

_ 2 Speak unto the children of Israel, and 
say unto them, When any man hath a 
running issue out of his flesh, because of 
his issue he 7s unclean. 

3 And this shall be his uncleanness in 
his issue: whether his flesh run with his 
issue, or his flesh be stopped from his 
issue, it 7s his uncleanness. 

4 Every bed, whereon he lieth that hath 
the issue, is unclean: and every thing, 
whereon he sitteth, shall be unclean. 

d whosoever toucheth his bed shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

6 And he that sitteth on any thing where- 
on he sat that hath the issue shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. : 

7 And he that toucheth the flesh of him 
that hath the issue shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himse/f in water, and be unclean 
until the even. ; : 

8 And if he that hath the issue spit upon 
him that is clean; then he shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. : 

9 And what saddle soever he rideth 
upon that hath the issue shall be unclean. 

19 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that was under him shall be unclean until 
the even: and he that beareth any of 
those things shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

11 And whomsoever he toucheth that 
hath the issue, and hath not rinsed his 
hands in water, he shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that he 
toucheth which hath the issue, shall be 
broken: and every vessel of wood shall 
be rinsed in water. , , 

13 And when he that hath an issue is 
sleansed of his issue; then he shail 
aumber to himself seven days for his 
leansing, and wash his clothes, and 
aN ais flesh in running water, and 
shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall take 
o him two turtledoves, or two young 
“igeons and come before the LORD unto 
he door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
‘ation, and give them unto the priest: 
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m men or women. 


15 And the priest shall offer them the 
one for a sin offering, and the other fora 
burnt offering; and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him before the LorD 
Hire gts 

i any man’s seed of copulation 
go out from him, then he shall wash all 
his flesh in water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

17 And every garment, and every skin, 
whereon is the seed of copulation, shall 
be washed with water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

18 The woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, they 
shall both bathe themselves in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

19 { And if a woman have an issue, and 
“ea oe as her acne be blood, she shall 

€ put apart seven days: and whosoever 

toucheth her shall be unclean until the 
even. 
_20 And every thing that she lieth upon 
in her separation shall bé unclean: every 
thing also that she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean. 

21 And whosoever toucheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that she sat upon shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, or on any thing 
whereon she sitteth, when he toucheth 
it, he shall be unclean until the even. 

24 And if any man lie with her at all, 
and her flowers be upon him, he shall be 
unclean seven days; and all the bed 
whereon he lieth shall be unclean. 

25 And if a woman have an issue of her 
blood many days out of the time of her 
separation, or if it run beyond the time 
of her separation; all the days of the issue 
of her uncleanness shall be as the days 
of her separation: she shall be unclean. 

26 Every bed whereon she lieth all the 
days of her issue shall be unto her as the 
bed of her separation: and whatsoever 
she sitteth upon shall be unclean, as the 
uncleanness of her separation. 

27 And whosoever toucheth those things 
shall be unclean, and shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

28 But if she be cleansed of her issue, 
then she shall number to herself seven 
days, and after that she shall be clean. 

29 And on the eighth day she shall take 
unto her two turtles, or two young pigeons, 
and bring them unto the priest, to the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

30 And the priest shall offer the one for 
a sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering; and the priest shall make an 
atonement for her before the LORD for 
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the issue of her uncleanness. f 

31 Thus shall ye separate the children 
of Israel from their uncleanness; that 
they die not in their uncleanness, when 
they defile my tabernacle that 7s among 
them. 

32 This is the law of him that hath an 
issue, and of him whose seed goeth from 
him, and is defiled therewith; 

33 And of her that is sick of her flowers. 
and of him that hath an issue, of the man, 
and of the woman, and of him that lieth 
with her that is unclean. 


CHAPTER 16. 


1 Priestly vestments and offerings. 20 
The scapegoat. 20 Feast of expiations. 


AND the LORD spake unto Moses 
after the death of the two sons of 
Aaron, when they offered before the 
LORD, and died; : 

2 And the LORD said unto «Moses, 
Speak unto Aaron thy brother, that he 
come not at all times into the holy place 
within the veil before the mercy seat, 
which is upon the ark; that he die not: 
for I will appear in the cloud upon ‘the 
mercy seat. 

3 Thus shall Aaron come into the holy 
place: with a young bullock for a six 
offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 

4 He shall put on the holy linen coat, 
and he shall have the linen breeches 
upon his flesh, and shall be girded with a 
linen girdle, and with the linen mitre 
shall he be attired: these are holy gar- 
ments; therefore shall he wash his flesh 
in water, and so put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the congregation 
of the children of Israel two kids of the 
goats for a sin offering, and one ram for a 
burnt offering. é 

6 And Aaron shall offer his bullock -of 
the sin offering, which 7s for himself, and 
make an atonement for himself, and_for 
his house. 

7 And he shall take the two goats, and 
present them before the LORD at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

8 And Aaron shall cast lots upon the 
two goats; one lot for the LORD, and the 
other lot for the scapegoat. 

9 And Aaron shall bring the goat upon 
which the LoRD’s lot fell, and offer him 
for a sin offering. 

10 But the goat, on which the lot fell to 
be the scapegoat, shall be presented alive 
before the LORD, to make an atonement 
with him, and to let him go for a scape- 
goat into the wilderness. 

11 And Aaron shall bring the bullock 
of the sin offering, which 7s for himself, 
and shall make an atonement for himself, 
and for his house, and shall kill the 
bullock of the sin offering which is for 
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enter into the hoy piace 


himself: 

12 And he shall take a-censer full o 
burning coals of fire from off the alta: 
before the LORD, and his hands full o 
sweet incense beaten small, and bring 7@ 
within the veil: Y 

13 And he shall put the incense upon 
the fire before the LORD, that the clous 
of the incense may cover the mercy se 
that is upon the testimony, that he die noti 

14 And he shall take of the blood of thi 
bullock, and sprinkle 7 with his finges 
upon the mercy seat eastward; and beforr 
the mercy seat shall he sprinkle of thi 
blood with his finger seven times. 

15 4 Then shall he kill the goat of thi 
sin offering, that 7s for the people, ani 
bring his blood within the veil, and di 
with that blood as he did with the bloo) 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it upon thi 
mercy seat, and before the mercy seat: 

16 And he shall make an atonement f 
the holy place, because of the uncleanne 
of the children of Israel, and because « 
their transgressions in all their sins: 
so shall he do for the tabernacle of, th 
congregation, that remaineth among ther 
in the midst of their uncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in 
tabernacle of the congregation when 
goeth in to make an atonement in the hob 
place, until he come out, and have ma 
an atonement for himself, and for hi 
household, and for all the congregation 
of Israel. 

18 And he shall go out unto the oe 


that is before the LORD, and make 

atonement for it; and shall take of th 
blood of the bullock, and of the blood ¢ 
the goat, and put 2¢ upon the horns of tht 
altar round about. : 

19 And he shall sprinkle of the bloo 
upon it with his finger seven times, an 
cleanse it, and hallow it from the uncle 
ness of the children of Israel. 

20 § And when he hath made an e 
of reconciling the holy place, and 
tabernacle of the congregation, and th

© And the sabbath of the land shall be 
meat for you; for thee, and for thy serv- 
ant, and for thy maid, and for thy hired 
Servant, and for stranger that so- 
journeth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle, and for the beast 
that are in thy land, shall all the increase 
thereof be meat. 

-_8 ¥ And thou shalt number seven sab- 
baths of years unto thee, seven times 
seven years; and the space of the seven 
sabbaths of years shall be unto thee 
forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trumpet of 
the jubile to sound on the tenth day of 
the seventh month, in the day of atone- 
ment shall ye make the trumpet sound 
throughout all your land.

13 In the year of this jubile ye shall 
return every man unto his possession. 

14 And if thou sell ought unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest ought of thy neigh- 
bour’s hand, ye shall not oppress one 
another: _ 

15 According to the number of years 
after the jubile thou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according unto the num- 
ber of years of the fruits he shali sell 
unto thee: } 

16 According to the multitude of years 
thou shalt increase the price thereof, 
and according to the fewness of years 
thou shalt diminish the price of it: for 
according to the number of the years of 
the fruits doth he sell unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress one 
another; but thou shalt fear thy God: 
for I am the LoRD your God. 

18 4 Wherefore ye shall do my statutes, 
and keep my judgments, and do them; 
and ye shall dwell in the land in safety. 
“19 And the land shall yield her fruit, 
= ye eee ae your fill, and dwell 

erein in safety. 

- 20 And if ye shall say, What shall we 
eat the seventh year? behold, we shall 
‘not sow, nor gather in our increase: 
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21 Then I will command my blessing 
upon you in the sixth year, and it shall 
bring forth fruit for three years. 

22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, 
and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth 
year; until her fruits come in ye shall 
eat of the old store.

25 § If thy brother be waxen poor, and 
hath sold away some of his possession, 
and if any of his kin come to redeem it, 
then shall he redeem that which his 
brother sold. 

_26 And if the man have none to redeem 
it, and himself be able to redeem it; 

27 Then let him count the years of the 
sale thereof, and restore the overplus 
unto the man to whom he sold it; that 
he may return unto his possession. 

28 But if he be not able to restore it 
to him, then that which is sold shall 
remain in the hand of him that hath 
bought it until the year of jubile: and in 
the jubile it shall go out, and he shall 
return unto his possession. 

_29 And if a man sell a dwelling house 
in a walled city, then he may redeem it 
within. a whole year after it is sold; 
within a full year may he redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed within the 
space of a full year, then the house that 
is in the walled city shall be established 
for ever to him that bought it throughout 
his generations: it shall not go out in 
the jubile. ; ; 

31 But the houses of the villages which 
have no wall round about them shall be 
counted as the fieids of the country: they 
may be redeemed, and they shall go out 
in the jubile. ; a 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of the 
Levites, and the houses of the cities of 
their possession, may the Levites redeem 
at any time. i 

33 And if a man purchase of the Levites, 
then the house that was sold, and the 
city of his possession, shall go out in the 
year of jubile: for the houses of the 
cities of the Levites are their possession 
among the children of Israel. i 

34 But the field of the suburbs of their 
cities may not be sold; for it zs their 
perpetual possession. 

35 J And if thy brother be waxen poor, 
and fallen in decay with thee; then thou 
shalt relieve him: yea, though he be a 
stranger, or a sojourner; that he may 
live with thee. ’ : 

36 Take thou no usury of him, or in- 
crease: but fear thy God; that thy brother 
may live with thee. 
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37 Thou shalt not give him thy money 
upon usury, nor lend him thy victuals 
for increase. . : 

33 I am the LorRD your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Canaan, 
and to be your God. 

39 § And if thy brother that dwelleth by 
thee be waxen poor, and be sold unto 
thee; thou shalt not compel him to 
serve as a bondservant: 

40 But as an hired servant, and as a 
sojourner, he shall be with thee, and shall 
serve thee unto the year of jubile: 

41 And then shall he depart from thee, 
both he and his children with him, and 
shall return unto his own family, and 
unto the possession of his fathers shall 
he return. : 

42 For they are my servants, which I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt:

22 I will also send wild beasts among 
you, which shall rob you of your children, 
and destroy your cattle, and make you 
few in number; and your high ways shall 
be desolate. ; 

23 And if ye will not be reformed by 
me by these penines, but will walk con-

24 Then will "I also walk contrary unto 
you, and will punish you yet seven 
times for your sins. 

25 And I will bring a sword upon you, 
that shall avenge the quarrel of my 
covenant: and when ye are gathered 
together within your cities, I will etd the 
pestilence among you; and ye shall be 
delivered into the hand of the enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the staff 
of your bread, ten women shall bake your 
bread in one oven, and they shall deliver 
you your bread again by weight: and ye 
shall eat, and not be satisfied. 

27 And if ye will not for all this hearken 
unto me, but walk contrary unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto you 
also in fury; and I, even I, will chastise 
you seven times for your sins. 

29 And ye shall eat the flesh of your 
sons, and the flesh of your daughters 
shall ye eat. 

30 And I will destroy your high places, 
and cut down your images, and cast your 
carcases upon the carcases of your idols, 
and my soul shall abhor you. 

31 And I will make your cities waste, 

-and bring your sanctuaries unto desola- 
tion, and I will not smell the savour of 
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those who have waxen poor, 


your sweet odours. 

32 And I will bring the land into deso- 
lation: and your enemies which dwell 
therein shall be astonished at it. 

33 And I will scatter you among the 
heathen, and will draw out a sword after 
you: and your land shall be desolate, 
and your cities waste. | 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her sab- 
baths, as long as it lieth desolate, and ye 
be in your enemies’ land; even then shall 
the land rest, and enjoy her sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lieth desolate it shall 
rest; because it did not rest in your 
sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it.

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy 
cometh upon him, and he be jealous over 
his wife, and shall set the woman before 
the LORD. and the priest shall execute 
upon her all this law. : 

_31 Then shall the man be guiltless from 
iniquity and this woman shall bear her 
iniquity.

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before the LorD your God, and ye shall 
be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, .

30 And Moses spake in the ears of all 
the congregation of Israel the words of 
this song, until they were ended.

IVE ear, O ye heavens, and I will 
speak; and hear, O earth, the 
words of my mouth. ‘

5 They have corrupted themselves, their 
spot is not the spot of his children: they are 
a perverse and crooked generation. 

6 Do ye thus requite the LoRD, O 
foolish people and unwise? is not he thy 
father that hath bought thee? hath he 
not made thee, and established thee? 

7 4 Remember the days of old, consider 
the years of many generations: ask thy 
father, and he will shew thee; thy elders, 
and they will tell thee. Pend 

8 When the most High divided to the 
nations their inheritance, when he sep- 
arated the sons of Adam, he set the 
bounds of the people according to the 
number of the children of Israel. 

9 For the LORD’s portion is his people; 
Jacob is the lot of his inheritance. 

10 He found him in a desert land, and 
in the waste howling wilderness; he led 
him about, he instructed him, he kept 
him as the apple of his eye. 

11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings: : 

12 So the LorD alone did lead him, 
and there was no strange god with him, 

13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat the 
increase of the fields; and he made him 
to suck honey out of the rock, and oil 
out of the flinty rock; é 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of sheep, 
_ with fat of lambs, and rams of the breed 
of Bashan, and goats, with the fat of 
kidneys of wheat; and thou didst drink 
the pure blood of the grape. 

15 7 But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered with fat- 
ness; then he forsook God which made 
him, and lightly esteemed the Rock of 
his salvation. : 

15 They provoked him to jealousy with 
strange gods, with abominations provoked 
they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not to 
God, to gods whom they knew not, to 
new gods that came newly up, whom your 
fathers feared not. 

18 Of the Rock that begat thee thou art 
unmindful, and hast forgotten God that 
formed thee. 

19 And when the LORD saw it, he 
abhorred them, because of the provoking 
of his sons, and of his daughters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, I will see what their end shall 
be: for they are a very froward genera- 
tion, children in whom 7s no faith. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy with 
that which is not God; they have provoked 
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me to anger with their vanities: and ] 
will move them to jealousy with those 
which are not a people; I will provoke 
them _to anger with a foolish nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine anger; 
and shall burn unto the lowest hell, and 
shall consume the earth with her increase; 
and set on fire the foundations of the

24 They shall be burnt with hunger, andi 
devoured with burning heat, and’ witht 
bitter destruction: I will also send the 
teeth of beasts upon them, with the 
poison of serpents of the dust. 

25 The sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the young man;

20 I said, I would scatter them into cor-- 
ners, I would make the remembrance of;

27 Were it not that I feared the wrath:

29 O that they were wise, that they:

30 How should one chase a thousand,, 
and two put ten thousand to flight, ex-. 
cept their Rock had sold them, and the: 
LORD had shut them up? 

31 For their rock is not as our Rock,, 
even our enemies themselves - being) 
judges. rie 

32 For their vine is of the vine of Sodom,, 
and of the fields of Gomorrah: their’ 
grapes are the grapes of gall, their clusters; 
are bitter: _ 

33 Their wine is the poison of dragons,, 
and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 Js not this laid up in store with me: 
and sealed up among my treasures? 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, and| 
recompence; their foot shall slide in due: 
time: for the day of their calamity is at: 
hand, and the things that shall come: 
upon them make haste. 

36 For the LORD shall judge his people, 
and repent himself for his servants,. 
when he seeth that their power is gone, 
and there is none shut up, or left. q 

37 And he shall say, Where are their| 
gods, thetr rock in whom they trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their sace: 
rifices, and drank the wine of their drink| 
offerings? let them rise up and help you, 
and be your protection. | 
39 See now that I, even I, am he, and!

there is no god with me: I kill, and I make 
alive; I wound, and I heal: neither is 
there any that can deliver out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven,

41 If I whet my glittering sword, and 
mine hand take hold on judgment; I will 
render vengeance to mine enemies, and 
will reward them that hate me. 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk with 
blood and my sword shall devour flesh; 
and that with the blood of the slain and 
of the captives, from the beginning of 
revenges upon the enemy.

9 Who said unto his father and to his 
mother, I have not seen him; neither did 
he acknowledge his brethren, nor knew 
his own children: for they have observed 
thy word, and kept thy covenant. 

10 They shall teach Jacob thy judg- 
ments, and Israel thy law: they shall put 
incense before thee, and whole burnt 
sacrifice upon thine altar.

and as thy days, so shall thy strength be. 

26 { There is none like unto the God of 
Jeshurun, who rideth upon the heaven in 
thy help, and in his excellency on the sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy refuge, and 
underneath are the everlasting arms: and 


~ he shall thrust out the enemy from be- 


fore thee; and shall say, Destroy them. 
28 Israel then shall dwell in_ safety 
alone: the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also his 
heavens shall drop down dew. 

29 Happy art thou, O Israel: who ‘is 
like unto thee, O people saved by the 
LORD, the shield of thy help, and who ¢s 
the sword of thy excellency! and thine 
enemies shall be found liars unto thee;

hae it came to pass, when all the

CHAPTER 13. 


1 Israel in distress. 8 Saul presumes to 
sacrifice.

2 Saul chose him three thousand men 
of Israel; whereof two thousand were with 
Saul in Michmash and in mount Beth-el, 
and a thousand were with Jonathan in 
Gibeah of Benjamin: and the rest of the 

people he sent every man to his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the garrison of 
the Philistines that was in Geba, and the 
Philistines heard of it. And Saul blew 
the trumpet throughout all the land, 
saying, Let the Hebrews hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philistines, 
and that Israel also was had in abomina- 
tion with the Philistines. And the people 
were called together after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 { And the Philistines gathered them- 
selves together to fight with Israel, thirty 
thousand chariots, and six thousand 
horsemen, and people as the sand which 
zs on the sea shore in multitude: and they 
came up, and pitched in Michmash, 
eastward from Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people were 
distressed,) then the people did hide 
themselves in caves, and in thickets, and 
in rocks, and in high places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went over 
Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. As 
for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and all 
the people followed him trembling.

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither sword nor 
spear found.in the hand of any of the 
people that were with Saul and Jonathan: 
but with Saul and with Jonathan his son

47 {So Saul took the kingdom over 
Israel, and fought against all his en- 
emies on every side, against Moab, and 
against the children of Ammon, and 
against Edom, and against the kings of 
Zobah, and against the Philistines: and 
whithersoever he turned himself, he 
vexed them. ; 

48 And he gathered an host, and smote 
the Amalekites, and delivered Israel out 
of the hands of them that spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jona- 
than, and Ishui, and Melchi-shua: and 
‘the names of his two daughters were

50 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz: and 
the name of the captain of his host was 
Abner, the son of Ner, Saul’s uncle.

52 And there was sore war against the 
Philistines all the days of Saul: and when 
Saul saw any strong man, or any valiant 
man, he took him unto him.

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LORD, but not as the kings 
of Israel that were before him. 

3 4 Against | came up Shalmaneser 
king of Assyria; and Hoshea became his 
servant, and gave him presents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in Hoshea: for he had sent 
messengers to So king of Egypt, and 
brought no present to the king of Assyria, 
as he had done year by year: therefore the 
king of Assyria shut him up, and bound 
him in prison. | ; 

5 4 Then the king of Assyria came up 
throughout all the land, and went up to 
Samaria, and besieged it three years. 

6 {In the ninth vear of Hoshea the 
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Israel carried into captivity. 


king of Assyria took Samaria, and carried 
Israel away into Assyria, and placed them 
in Halah and in Habor by the river of 
ozau, and in the cities of the Medes. 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the LORD their 
God, which had brought them up out of 
the land of Egypt, from under the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had feared 
other gods, : 

8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the LorD cast out from 
before the children of Israel, and of the 
kings of Israel, which they had made. 

9 And the children of Israel did secretly - 
those things that were not right against 
the LORD their God, and they built them 
high places in all their cities, from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 

10 And they set them up images and 
groves in every high hill, and under 
every green tree: - 

11 And there they burnt incense in all 
the high places, as did the heathen whom 
the LORD carried away before them; and 
wrought wicked things to provoke the 
LORD t« anger: y 

12 For they served idols, whereof the 
LORD had said unto them, Ye shall not 
do this thing. ; 

13 Yet the LORD testified against 
Israel, and against Judah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the seers, saying, 
Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments and my _ statutes, 
according to all the law which I com- 
manded your fathers, and which I sent 
to you by my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would not hear, 
but hardened their necks, like to the neck 
of their fathers, that did not believe in 
the LORD their God. 

15 And they rejected his statutes, and 
his covenant that he made with their 
fathers, and his testimonies which he 
testified against them; and they followed 
vanity, and became vain, and went after 
the heathen that were round about them, 
concerning whom the LORD had charged 
them, that they should not do like them. 

16 And they left all the command- 
ments of the LORD their God, and made 
them molten images, even two calves, 
and made a grove, and worshipped all 
the host of heaven, and served Baal. | 

17 And they caused their sons and their 
daughters to pass through fire, and used 
divination and enchantments, and sold 
themselves to do eyil in the sight of the 
LORD, to provoke him to anger. 

18 Therefore the LORD was very angry 
with Israel, and removed them out of his 
sight: there was none left but the tribe 
of Judah only. 

19 Also Judah kept not the command- 
ments of the LORD their God, but walked 
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Other nations in Samaria, 


in the statutes of Israel which they made. 

20 And the LorD rejected all the seed 
of Israel, and afflicted them, and deliv- 
ered them into the hand of spoilers, until 
he had cast them out of his sight. 

21 For he rent Israel from the house of 
David; and they made Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat king: and Jeroboam drave 
Israel from following the LORD, and 
made them sin a great sin. : 

22 For the children of Israel walked in 
all the sins of Jeroboam which he did; 
they departed not from them; 

23 Until the LORD removed Israel out 
of his sight, as ke had said by all his 
servants the prophets. So was Israel 
carried away out of their own land to 
Assyria unto this day. 2 

24 pees the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cu and 
from Ava, and from Hamath, and from 
Sepharvaim, and placed them in the cities 
of Samaria instead of the children of 
Israel: and they possessed Samaria, and 
dwelt in the cities thereof. : 

25 And so it was at the beginning of their 
dwelling there, that they feared not the 
LORD: therefore the LORD sent lions 
among them, which slew some of them, 

20 Wherefore they spake to the king 
_ of Assyria, saying, The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Samaria, know not the manner 
of the God of the land: therefore he hath 
sent lions among them, and, behold, they 
slay them, because they know not the 
manner of the God of the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria commanded, 
saying, Carry thither one of the priests 
whom ye brought from thence; and let 
them go and dwell there, and let him 
teach them the manner of the God of 
the land. : 

28 Then one of the priests whom they 

had carried away from Samaria came 
and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught them 
how they should fear the Lorp. 
29 Howbeit every nation made gods of 
their own, and put them in the houses of 
the high places which the Samaritans had 
made, every nation in their cities wherein 
they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
Succoth-benoth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made A a 

31 And the Avites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites burnt their 
children in fire to Adrammelech and 
Anammelech, the gods of Sepharvaim. 

32 So they feared the LorD, and made 
unto themselves of the lowest of them 
priests of the high places, which sacrificed 
for them in the houses of the high places. 

33 They feared the LoRD, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of the 
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nations whom they carried away from -

thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners: they fear not the LORD, 
neither do they after their statutes, or 
after their ordinances, or after the law 
and commandment which the LorpD 
commanded the children of Jacob, whom 
he named Israel; 

35 With whom the LorRD had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saying, Ye 
shall not fear other gods, nor bow your- 
selves to them, nor serve them, nor 
sacrifice to them: 

36 But the LORD, who brought you up 
out of the land of Egypt with great power 
and a stretched out arm, him shall ye 
fear, and him shall ye worship, and to 
him shall ye do sacrifice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordinances, 
and the law, and the commandment, 
which he wrote for you, ye shall observe 
to do for evermore; and ye shall not fear 
other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you ye shall not forget; neither shall 
ye fear other gods. 

39 But the LORD your God ye shall fear; 
and he shall deliver you out of the hand 
of all your enemies. | 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, but 
they did after their former manner.

every bason; and likewise silver by weight! 
for every bason of silver: 

18 And for the altar of incense refined | 
gold by weight; and gold for the pattern| 
of the chariot of the cherubims, that: 
spread out their wings, and covered the: 
ark of the covenant of the LORD. 

19 All this, said David, the LORD made: 
me understand in writing by his hand| 
upon me, even all the works of this pattern. , 

20 And David said to Solomon his son, , 
Be strong and of good courage, and do if: ' 
fear not, nor be dismayed: for the LORD: 
God, even my God, will be with thee; he: 
will not fail thee, nor forsake thee, until. 

ou, hast finished all the work for the: 
service of the house of the LORD. 

21 And, behold, the courses of the: 
priests and the Levites, even they shall be: 
with thee for all the service of the house: 
of God: and there shall be with thee for ail 
manner of workmanship every willing 
skilful man, for any manner of service: 
also the princes and all the people will be 
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Liberal gifts to the temple. 
wholly at thy commandment. 


CHAPTER 29.

URTHERMORE David the king said 

a unto all the congregation, Solomon 

my son, whom alone God hath chosen, 

és yet young and tender, and the work is 

‘great: for the palace zs not for man, but 
for the LORD God. : 

2 Now I have prepared with all my 

might for the house of my God the gold 
for things to be made of gold, and the 

silver for things of silver, and the brass 

for things of brass, the iron for things of 

iron, and wood for things of wood; onyx 

stones, and stones to be set, glistering 
stones, and of divers colours, and all 
manner of precious stones, and marble 
stones in abundance. 

3 Moreover, because I have set my 
affection to the house of my God, I have 
of mine own proper good, of gold and sil- 
ver, which I have given to the house of my 
God, over and above all that I have 
_ prepared for the holy house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of gold, 
of the gold of Ophir, and seven thousand 
talents of refined silver, to overlay the 
walls of the houses withal: 

5 The gold for things of gold, and the 
silver for things of silver, and for all 
manner of work to be made by the hands 
of artificers.. And who then is willing to 
consecrate his service this day unto the 


LORD? 

6 {| Then the chief of the fathers and 
princes of the tribes of Israel, and the 
captains of thousands and of hundreds, 
with the rulers of the king’s work, offered 
willingly. 4 

7 And gave for the service of the house 
of God of gold five thousand talents and 
‘ten thousand drams, and of silver ten 
thousand talents, and of brass eighteen 
thousand talents, and one hundre 
thousand talents of iron. " 

8 And they with whom precious stones 
were found gave them to the treasure of 
the house of the LORD, by the hand of 
Jehiel the Gershonite. |__| . 

9 Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they offered willingly, because with per- 
fect heart they offered willingly to the 
sata and David the king also rejoiced 
with great joy. 

10 { Wherefore David blessed the LORD 

before all the congregation: and David 
said, Blessed be thou, LoRD God of 
Israel our father, for ever and ever. 

11 Thine, O LORD, is the greatness, 
and the power, and the glory, and the 
victory, and the majesty: for ali that is 
jn the heaven and in the earth is thine; 
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Solomon made king.

16 O LORD our God, all this store that 
we have prepared to build thee an house 
for thine holy name cometh of thine hand, 
and 7s all thine own. : 

17 I know also, my God, that thou triest 
the heart, and hast pleasure in upright- 
ness. As for me, in the uprightness of 
mine heart I have willingly offered all 
these things: and now have I seen with 
joy thy people, which are present here, 
to offer willingly unto thee. 

18 O LorD God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
of Israel, our fathers, keep this for ever 
in the imagination of the thoughts of the 
heart of thy people, and prepare theiz 
heart unto thee: 

19 And give unto Solomon my son a 
perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
ments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, 
and to do all these things, and to build the 
palace, for the which I have made pro- 
vision. 

20 7 And David said to ali the congre- 
gation, Now bless the LORD your God. 
And all the congregation blessed the 
LoRD God of their fathers, and bowed 
down their heads, and worshipped the 
LORD, and the king, ;

25 And the LORD magnified Solomon 
exceedingly in the sight of all Israel, and 
bestowed upon him such royal majesty 
as had-not been on any king before him 
in Israel. : 

26 ¢ Thus David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Israel. ; 

27 And the time that he reigned over 
Israel was forty years; seven years 
reigned he in Hebron, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 
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Solomon asks wisdom. 


28 And he died in a good old age, full 
of days, riches, and honour: and Solomom 
his son reigned in his stead. : 

29 Now the acts of David the king, first 
and last, behold, they are written in the 
book of Samuel the seer, and in the book! 
of Nathan the prophet, and in the book 
of Gad the seer, | Bt hit 

30 With all his reign and his might, and: 
the times that went over him, and over 
Israel, and over all the kingdoms of the 
countries.

CHAPTER i. 


1 The offering of Solomon. 7% His choice 


of wisdom. 18 His wealth and might. 


one Solomon the son of David was 
Strengthened in his kingdom, and 
the LORD his God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake unto all Israel, 
to the captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, and to the judges, and to every 
governor in all Israel, the chief of the 
fathers. . 

3 So Solomon, and all the congregation 
with him, went to the high place that was 
at Gibeon; for there was the tabernacle 
of the congregation of God, which Moses 
the servant of the LORD had made in the 
wilderness. / 

4 But the ark of God had David brought 
up from Kirjath-jearim to the place which 
David had prepared for it: for he had 
pitched a tent for it at Jerusalem. 

Moreover the brasen altar, that 
Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of Hur 
had made, he put before the tabernacle 
of the LORD: and Solomon and the con- 
gregation sought unto it. 

Solomon went up thither to the 
brasen altar before the LORD, which was 
at the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
offered a thousand burnt offerings upon it. 

7 {In that night did God appear unto 
Solomon, and said unto him, Ask what I 
shall give thee. : 

8 And Solomon said unto God, Thou 
hast shewed great mercy unto David my 
sees: and hast made me to reign in his 
stead. 
_9 Now, O LorD God, let thy promise 
unto David my father be established: for 
thou hast made me king over a people 
like the dust of the earth in multitude. 


10 Give me now wisdom and knowledege,, 
that I may go out and come in before this: 
people: for who can judge this thy people,, 
that ts so great? _ 

11 And God said to Solomon, Because: 
this was in thine heart, and thou hast not! 
asked riches, wealth, or honour, nor the: 
life of e enemies, neither yet hast 
asked long life; but hast asked wisdom: 
and knowledge for thyself, that thou 
mayest judge my people, over whom I 
have made thee king: ‘ 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is granted | 
unto thee; and I will give thee riches,, 
and wealth, and honour, such as none of ' 
the kings have had that have been before : 
thee, neither shall there any after thee: 
have the like. 

13. { Then Solomon came from his: 
journey to the high place that was at 
Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Israel. 4 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots and 
horsemen: and he had a thousand and 
four hundred chariots, and twelve thou- 
sand horsemen, which he placed in the 
chariot cities, and with the king at 
Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and gold 
at Jerusalem as plenteous as stones, and 
cedar trees made he as the sycamore 
trees that are in the vale for abundance. 

16 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the king’s 
merchants received the linen yarn at a 
Price. 

17 And they fetched up, and brought. 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six hundred 
shekels of silver, and an horse for an 
hundred and fifty: and so brought they 
out horses for all the kings of the Hittites, 
and for the kings of Syria, by their means.

4A, ND Solomon determined to build an 

: house for the name of the LORD, 

and an house for his kingdom. 


- 2 And Solomon told out threescore and 


ten thousand men to bear burdens, and 
fourscore thousand to hew in the moun- 
tain, and three thousand and six hundred 


-to oversee them. 


3 4 And Solomon sent to Huram the 


king of Tyre, saying, As thou didst deal 


with David my father, and didst send 


_-him cedars to build him an house to dwell 


therein, even so deal with me 
4 Behold, I build an house to the name 
of the LORD my God, to dedicate it to 


_ him, and to burn before him sweet incense 


and for the continual shewbread, and for 
the burnt offerings morning and evening, 
on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts of the LORD our 
God. This is an ordinance for ever to 
Israel. i . 

5 And the house which I build zs great: 
for great is our God above all gods. 

6 But who is able to build him an 


‘house, seeing the heaven and heaven of 


heavens cannot contain him? who am I 
then, that I should build him an house, 
save only to burn sacrifice before him? 

-7 Send me now therefore a man cunning 
to work in gold, and in silver, and in 


brass, and in iron, and in purple, and 


crimson, and blue, and that can skill to 
grave with the cunning men that are with 
me in Judah and in Jerusalem, whom 
David my father did provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, 
and algum trees, out of Lebanon: for I 
know that thy servants can skill to cut 
timber in Lebanon; and, behold, my 
servants shall be with thy, servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in abun- 
dance: for the house which I am about to 
build shall be wonderful great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that cut timber, 
twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand measures of 
barley, and twenty thousand baths of 
wine, and twenty thousand baths of oil. 

11 { Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
Solomon, Because the LORD hath loved 
his people, he hath made thee king over 


em. 
12 Huram said moreover, Blessed be 
the LoRD God of Israel, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, endued with 
prudence and understanding, that might 
build an house for the LORD, and an 
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for building the temple. 


13 And now I have sent a cunning man, 
endued with understanding, of Huram 
my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the daughters 
of Dan, and his father was a man of Tyre, 
skilful to work in gold, and in silver, in 
brass, in iron, in stone, and in timber, in 
purple, in blue, and in fine linen, and in 
crimson; also to grave any manner of 
graving, and to find out every device 
which shall be put to him, with thy cun- 
ning men, and with the cunning men of 
my lord David thy father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and the 
barley, the oil, and the wine, which my 
lord hath spoken of, let him send unto 
his servants: _ 

16 And he will cut wood out of Lebanon, 
as much as thou shalt need: and we will 
bring it to thee in floats by sea to Joppa; 
and thou shalt carry it up to Jerusalem. 

17 ¢ And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of Israel, 
after the numbering wherewith David 
his father had numbered them; and they 
were found an hundred and fifty thousand 
and three thousand and six hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten 
thousand of them fo be bearers of burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to be hewers in 
the mountain, and three thousand and 
six minted overseers to set the people 
a work. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Solomon begins the temple. 6 Its di- 
mensions, architecture, and ornaments. 


/PX\HEN Solomon began to build the 

house of the LORD at Jerusalem in 
mount Moriah, where the LORD appeared 
unto David his father, in the place that 
David had prepared in the threshingfloor 
of Ornan the Jebusite. 

2 And he began to build in the second 
day of the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. } 

3 4 Now these are the things wherein 
Solomon was instructed for the building 
of the house of God. The length by 
cubits after the first measure was three- 
score cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. ; 

4 And the porch that was in the front 
of the house, the length of it was according 
to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was an hundred 
en twenty: and he overlaid it with pure 
gold. 

5 And the greater house he cieled with 
fir tree, which he overlaid with fine gold, 
and set thereon palm trees and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the gold 
was_gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the beams, 
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the posts, and the walls thereof, and the 
doors thereof, with gold; and graved 
cherubims on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to the 
breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and he 
overlaid it with fine gold, amounting to 
six hundred talents. d 

9 And the weight of the nails was fifty 
shekels of gold. And he overlaid the 
upper chambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he made 
two cherubims of image work, and 
overlaid them with gold. : 

11 { And the wings of the cherubims 
were twenty cubits long: one wing of the 
one cherub was five cubits, reaching to 
the wall of the house: and the other wing 
was likewise five cubits, reaching to the 
wing of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cherub was 
five cubits, reaching to the wall of the 
house: and the other wing was five cubits 
also, joining to the wing of the other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cherubims spread 
themselves forth twenty cubits: and they 
stood on their feet, and their faces were 
inward. é 

14 4 And he made the veil of blue, and 
purple, and crimson, and fine linen, and 
wrought cherubims thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house two 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, and 
the chapiter that was on the top of each 
of them was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the oracle, 
and put them on the heads of the pillars; 
and made an hundred pomegranates, 
and put them on the chains. 

1 he reared up the pillars before 
the temple, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left; and called the name 
of that on the right hand Jachin, and the 
name of that on the left Boaz. 


CHAPTER 4

TV] OREOVER he made an altar of 
brass, twenty cubits the length 
thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten cubits the height thereof.

7 And he made ten candlesticks of gold 
according to their form, and set them in 
the temple, five on the right hand, and 
five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right side, 
and five on the left. And he made an 
hundred basons of gold. 

9 4 Furthermore he made the court of 
the priests, and the great court, and doors 
for the court, and overlaid the doors of 
them with brass. i‘ f 

10 And he set the sea on the right side 
of the east end, over against the south. 

11 And Huram made the pots, and the 
shovels, and the basons. And Huram 
finished the work that he was to make 
for king Solomon for the house of God; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the 
pommels, and the chapiters which were 
on the top of the two pillars, and the two 
wreaths to cover the two pommels of the 
chapiters which were on the top of the 
pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; two rows of pome- 
sranates on each wreath, to cover the two 
pommels of the chapiters which were 
upon the pillars. 

He made also bases, 
made he upon the bases; 
ne sea, and twelve oxen under it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, and 
the fleshhooks, and all their instruments, 
did Huram his father make to king 
Solomon for the house of the LORD of 
bright brass. _ 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Succoth and Zeredathah, 

_18 Thus Solomon made all these vessels 
m great abundance: for the weight of. 
the brass could not be found out. 

19 4 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that were for the house of God, the 
golden altar also, and the tables whereon _ 
e shewbread was set; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with their 
lamps, that they should burn after the 
manner before the oracle, of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, and

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the tongs, made he of gold, and that 
perfect gold; 
_ 22 And the snuffers, and the basons, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of pure 
gold: and the entry of the house, the inner 
doors thereof for the most holy place, 
and the doors of the house of the temple, 
were of gold. ‘ ; 


- CHAPTER 5. 


1 Dedicated treasures. 2 Induction of the 
ark into the oracle. 11 A sign of favour. 


HUS ail the work that Solomon made 

.for the house of the LORD was 
finished: and Solomon brought in all the 
things that David his father had dedi- 
cated; and the silver, and the gold, and 
all the instruments, put he among the 
treasures of the house of God. 

2 4 Then Solomon assembled the elders 

of Israel, and all the heads of the tribes, 
the chief of the fathers of the children of 

Israel, unto Jerusalem, to bring up the 

ark of the covenant of the LORD out of 

the city of David, which ¢s Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king in 
the feast which was in the seventh month. 
4 And all the elders of Israel came; and 
the Levites took up the ark. 

_5 And they brought up the ark, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and all 
the holy vessels that were in the taber- 
‘nacle, these did the priests and the 
Levites bring up. 
6 Also king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel that were assembled 
unto him before the ark, sacrificed sheep 
-and oxen, which could not be told nor 

numbered for multitude. |. 
7 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the LORD unto his place, 
to the oracle of the house, into the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
cherubims: 4 : 

8 For the cherubims spread forth their 
‘wings over the place of the ark, and the 
-cherubims covered the ark and the staves 
thereof above. 
© And they drew out the staves of the 
ark, that the ends of the staves were 
seen from the ark before the oracle; but 
they were not seen without. And there 
itis unto thisday. . 

10 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which_Moses put therein 
at Horeb, when the LORD made a cov- 
enant with the children of Israel, when 
they came out of Egypt. 

11 § And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy place: 
| (for all the priests that_were present were 
‘sanctified, and did not then wait by course: 
12 Also the Levites which were the 
‘singers, all of them of Asaph, of Heman, 
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Solomon blesses God. 


of Jeduthun, with their sons and their 
brethren, being arrayed in white linen, 
having cymbals and psalteries and harps, 
stood at the east end of the altar, and 
with them an hundred and twenty priests 
sounding with trumpets:) 

13 It came even to pass, as the trum- 
peters and singers were as one, to make 
one sound to be heard in praising and 
hanking the LORD; and when they 
lifted up their voice with the trumpets 
and cymbals and instruments of musick, 
and praised the LORD, saying, For he is 
good; for his mercy endureth for ever: 
that then the house was filled with a 
cloud, even the house of the LORD; 

14 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud: for 
the glory of the LORD had filled the 
house of God. 


CHAPTER 6. 


I Solomon blesses God. 12 His dedica- 
tory prayer. 
HEN said Solomon, The LORD hath 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
darkness. ’ ‘ 
2 But I have built an house of habitation 
for thee, and a place for thy dwelling 
for ever. A ; 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of Israel: 
and all the congregation of Israel stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the LORD 
God of Israel, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled that which he spake with his 
mouth to my father David, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people out of the land of Egypt I chose 
no city among all the tribes of Israel to 
build an house in, that my name might 
be there; neither chose I any man to be a 
ruler over my people Israel: 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem, that 
my name might be there; and have chosen 
David to be over my people Israel. _ 

7 Now it was in the heart of David my 
father to build an house for the name of 
the LORD God of Israel. 

8 But the LORD said to David my father, 
Forasmuch as it was in thine heart to 
build an house for my name, thou didst 
well in that it was in thine heart: 3 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son which shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house for my name. 

10 The LorD therefore hath performed 
his word that he hath spoken: for I am 
risen up in the room of David my father, 
and am set on the throne of Israel, as the 
LORD promised; and have built the house 
for the name of the LORD God of Israel. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, wherein 
is the covenant of the LORD, that he made 
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with the children of Israel. 

12 § And he stood before the altar of 
the LORD in the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread forth 
his hands: 

13 For Solomon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, and 
had set it in the midst of the court: and 
upon it he stood, and kneeled down upon 
his knees before all the congregation of 
Israel, and spread forth his hands toward 
heaven, 

14 And said, O LoRD God of. Israel, 
there is no God like thee in the heaven, 
nor in the earth; which keepest covenant, 
and shewest mercy unto thy servants, that 
walk before thee with all their hearts: 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which thou 
hast promised him; and spakest with thy 
mouth, and hast fulfilled cf with thine 
hand, as 2 is this day. 

16 Now therefore, O LORD God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David my 
father that which thou hast promised him, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a man 
in my sight to sit upon the throne of 
Israel; yet so that thy children take heed 
to their way to walk in my law, as thou 
hast walked before me. 

Now then, 9 LoRD God of Israel, 
let thy word be verified, which thou hast 
spoken unto thy servant David. 7 

18 But will God in very deed dwell with 
men on the earth? behold, heaven and 
the heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house which I 
have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, O 
LORD my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
before thee:

thou gavest to them and to their fathers, 

26 4 When the heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; yet if they pray, 
toward this place, and confess thy name; 
and turn from their sin, when thou dost

27 Then hear thou from heaven, an& 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and of thy; 
people Israel, when thou hast taught them 
the good way, wherein they should walk;: 
and send rain upon thy land, which thou:

28 If there be dearth in the land, if 
there be pestilence, if there be blasting,

OW when Solomon had made an 

end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices; and the glory 
of the LORD filled the house.

2 And the priests could not enter into 
the house of the LORD, because the glory 
of the LoRD had filled the LORD’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Israel 
saw how the fire came down, and the 
glory of the LORD upon the house, they 
bowed themselves with their faces to the 
ground upon the pavement, and wor- 
shipped, and praised the LORD, saying 
For he is good; for his mercy endureth 
for ever. i 

4 4 Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices before the LORD. |. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of twenty and two thousand oxen, and an 
thundred and twenty thousand sheep: so 
the king and all the people dedicated the 
house of God. 
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God appears to Solomon. 


6 And the priests waited on their offices: 
the Levites also with instruments of 
musick of the LORD, which David the 
king had made to praise the LORD, 
because his mercy endureth for ever, 
when David praised by their ministry; 
and the priests sounded trumpets before 
them, and all Israel stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the mid- 
dle of the court that was before the house 
of the LORD: for there he offered burnt 
offerings, and the fat of the peace offer- 
ings, because the brasen altar which 
Solomon had made was not able to receive 
the burnt offerings, and the.meat offer- 
ings, and the fat. 

8 4 Also at the same time Solomon kept 
the feast seven days, and all Israel with 
him, a very great congregation, from the 
entering in of Hamath unto the river of 
Egypt. | ‘ 

9 And in the eighth day they made a 
solemn assembly: for they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, and 
the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth day 
of the seventh month he sent the people 
away into their tents, glad and merry in 
heart for the goodness that the LORD 
had shewed unto David, and to Solomon, 
and to Israel his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house of 
the LORD, and the king’s house: and all 
that came into Solomon’s heart to. make 
in the house of the LORD, and in his own 
house, he prosperously effected. 

12 4 And the LORD appeared to Solo- 
mon by night, and said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer, and have chosen this 
place to myself for aa house of sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there be no 
rain, or if I command the locusts to 
devour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people; a 

14 If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, and will 
heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears attent unto the prayer that is 
made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and sanc- 
tified this house, that my name may be 
there for ever: and mine eyes and-mine 
heart shall be there perpetually. _ 

17 And-as for thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walked, 
and do according to all that I have com- 
manded thee, and shalt observe my 
statutes and my judgments; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne of thy 
kingdom, according as I have covenanted 
with David thy father, saying, There shall 
not fail thee a man éo be ruler in Israel. 
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19 But if ye turn away, and forsake my 
statutes and my commandments, which I 
have set before you, and shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have given 
them; and this house, which I have 
sanctified for my name, will I cast out of 
my sight, and will make it to be a proverb 
and a byword among all nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, shall 
be an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it; so that he shall say, Why 
hath the LORD done thus unto this land, 
and unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answered, Because 
they forsook the LORD God of their 
fathers, which brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, and laid hold on other 
gods, and worshipped them, and served 
them: therefore hath he brought all this 
evil upon them.

ND it came to pass at the end of

8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the children 
of Israel consumed not, them did Solomon 
make to pay tribute until this day. 


9 But of the children of Israel did|h 


Solomon make no servants for his work: 
but they were men of war, and chief of his 
captains, and captains of his chariots and 
horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even two hundred and 
fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 q And Solomon brought up the 
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daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had builf 
for her: for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the house of David king of Israel, 
because the places are holy, whereuntc 
the ark of the LORD hath come. 

12 { Then Solomon offered burnt offer- 
ings unto the LORD on the altar of the 
pore. which he had built before the 
porch. 

13 Even after a certain rate every day’ 
offering according to the commandment 
of Moses, on the sabbaths, and on the 
new moons, and on the solemn feasts: 
three times in the year, even in the feast of 
unleavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of tabernacles. 

14 { And he appointed, according to the 
order of David his father, the courses ob 
the priests to their service, and the 
Levites to their charges, to praise and 
minister before the priests, as the duty 
of every day required: the porters alse 
by their courses at every gate: for so had 
David the man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the com- 
mandment of the king unto the priests 
and Levites concerning any matter, or 
concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon was 
prepared unto the day of the foundatiom 
of the house of the LORD, and until it 
was finished. So the house of the LoRD 
was perfected. 

17 4 Then went Solomon to Eziongeber; 
to Eloth, at the sea side in the land of

18 And Huram sent him by the hands 
of his servants ships, and servants that 
had knowledge of the sea; and they went 
with the servants of Solomon to Ophir; 
and took thence four hundred and fifty: 
talents of gold, and brought them to king

16 And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David: and 
Abijah his son reigned in his stead.

OW in the eighteenth year of king 

Jeroboam began Abijah to reign over 
Judah. |. f 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusalem. 

His mother’s name also was Michaiah the 

daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. And there 

was war between Ahijah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abijah set the battle in array with 
an army of valiant men of war, even four 
hundred thousand chosen men: Jeroboam 
also set the battie in array against him 
with eight hundred thousand chosen men, 
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being mighty men of valour. 

4 ud Abijah stood up upon mount 
Zemaraim, which is in mount Ephraim, 
and said, Hear me, thou Jeroboam, and 
all Israel; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the LorD 
God of Israel gave the kingdom over 
Israel to David for ever, even to him and to 
his sons by a covenant of salt? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the 
servant of Solomon the son of David, is 
meee up, and hath rebelled against his 
ord. 

7,And there are gathered unto him 
vain men, the children of Belial, and have 
strengthened themselves against Reho- 
boam the son of Solomon, when Reho- 
boam was young and tenderhearted, and 
could not withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the LORD in the hand of the 
sons of David; and ye be a great multitude, 
and there are with you golden calves, 
which Jeroboam made you for gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests of the 
LORD, the sons of Aaron, and the Levites, 
and have made you priests after the 
manner of the nations of other lands? so 
that whosoever cometh to consécrate him- 
self with a young bullock and seven rams, 
the same may be a priest of them that are 
no gods. 

10 But as for us, the LORD is our God, 
and we have not forsaken him; and the 
priests, which minister unto the LORD, 
are the sons of Aaron, and the Levites 
wait upon their business: 

11 And they burn unto the Lorp every 
morning and every evening burnt sacri- 
fices and sweet incense: the shewbread 
also set they in order upon the pure table; 
and the candlestick of gold with the lamps 
thereof, to burn every evening: for we 
keep the charge of the LORD our God; but 
ye have forsaken him, | 

12 And, behold, God himself is with us 

for our captain, and his priests with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 
you. O children of Israel fight ye not 
against the LORD God of your fathers: 
for ye shall not prosper. 
_13 {| But Jeroboam caused an ambush- 
ment to come about behind them: so they 
were before Judah, and the ambushment 
was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, behold, 
the battle was before and behind: and they 


cried unto the LORD, and the priests|h. 


sounded with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a shout: 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it came 
to pass, that God smote Jeroboam and 
all Israel before Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled before 
pugan: and God delivered them into their

17 And Abijah and his people slew them 
with a great slaughter: so there fell down 
slain of Israel five hundred thousanc 
chosen men.)

strength again in the days of Abijah: ang 
the LORD struck him, and he died. | 

21 4 But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat twenty; 
and two sons, and sixteen daughters. __ 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abijah, 
and his ways, and his sayings, are written: 
in the story of the prophet Iddo. 


CHAPTER 14.

Se Abijah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of David: 
and Asa his son reigned in his stead. In: 
his days the land was quiet ten years.

Strange gods, and the high places, and: 
brake down the images, and cut down the:

5 Also he took away out of all the cities: 
of Judah the high places and the images: 
and the kingdom was quiet before him, 

6 § And he built fenced cities in Judah: 
for the land had rest, and he had no wan 
in those years; because the LORD had: 
given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let us: 
build these cities, and make about them. 
walls, and towers, gates, and bars, while: 
the land 7s yet before us; because we have: 
sought the LORD our God, we have: 
sought him, and he hath given us rest on’ 
every side. So they built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men that bare: 
targets and spears, out of Judah three: 

undred thousand; and out of Benjamin, 
that bare shields and drew bows, two: 
hundred and fourscore thousand: all these: 
were mighty men of valour. 

9 {And there came out against them: 
Zerah the Ethiopian with an host of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred: 
chariots; and came unto Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, and: 
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‘they set the battle in array in the valley 
‘of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the LoRD his 
‘God, and said, LORD, 2¢ is nothing with 
thee to help, whether with many, or with 
them that have no power: help us, O 
LORD our God; for we rest on thee, and 
in thy name we g0 against this multitude.

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not your 
hands be weak: for your work shall be 
rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the prophet, 
he took courage, and put away the abom- 
inable idols out of all the land of Judah 
and Benjamin, and out of the cities which 
he had taken from mount Ephraim, an 
| aia the phat ce Beet that was 
‘before the porch of the : 

*S And he gathered all Judah and 


Benjamin, and the strangers with them 
out of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out 
of Simeon: for they fell to him out of 
Israel in abundance, when they saw that 
the LORD his God was with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the LORD the 
same time, of the spoil which they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a covenant 
to seek the LORD God of their fathers 
with all their heart and with all their 


soul; 

13 That whosoever would not seek the 
LORD God of Israel should be put to 
death, whether small or great, whether 
man or woman.

smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-maim, 
and all the store cities of Naphtali. 

5 And. it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard 7, that he left off building of 
Ramah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Judah; 
and they carried away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof. where- 
with Baasha was building; and he built 
therewith Geba and Mizpah. | 

4 4 And at that time Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judah, and said unto 
him, Because thou hast relied on the king 
of Syria, and not relied on the LORD thy 
God, therefore is the host of the king of 
Syria escaped out of thine hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and the 
Lubims a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen? yet, because 
thou didst rely on the LORD, he delivered 
them into thine hand.

13 q And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year of 
his reign. \ Rue crack Aire 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for him- 
self in the city of David, and laid him in 
the bed which was filled with sweet 
odours and divers kinds of spices pre- 
pared by the apothecaries’ art: and they 
made a very great burning for him.

_ God of Israel with a loud voice on high.

26 1 And on the fourth day they as- 
sembled themselves in the valley of 
Berachah; for there they blessed the 
LORD: therefore the name of the same 
place was called, The valley-of Berachah, 
unto this day. 

27 Then they returned, every man to 
Judah and Jerusalem, and Jehoshaphat 
in the forefront of them, to go again to 
Jerusalem with joy; for the LORD had 
made them to rejoice over their enemies.

35 And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Ahaziah 
king of Israel, who did very wickedly: 

36 And he joined himself with him to 
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make ships to go to Tarshish: and they 
made the ships in Ezion-gaber. 

37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah of 
Mareshah prophesied against Jehosha- 
phat, saying, Because thou hast joined 
thyself with Ahaziah, the LORD hath 
broken thy works. And the ships were 
broken, that they were not able to go to 
Tarshish.

6 And he walked in the way of the kings 
of Israel, like as did the house of Ahab: 
for he had the daughter of Ahab to wife: 
and he wrought that which was evil in the 
eyes of the LORD. 

7 Howbeit the LORD would not destroy 
the house of David, because of the 
covenant that he had made with David, 
and as he promised to give a light to him 
and to his sons forever. 

8 {In his days the Edomites revolted 
from under the dominion of Judah, and 
made themselves a king. é 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: and 
he rose up by night, and smote the 
Edomites which compassed him in, and 
the captains of the chariots.

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their blood 
upon the altar, to make an atonement 
for all Israel: for the king commanded 
that the burnt offering and the sin offering 
should be made for all Israel. ; 

25 And he set the Levites in the house 
of the LORD with cymbals, with psalteries, 
and with harps, according to the com- 
mandment of David, and of Gad the 
king’s seer, and Nathan the prophet: for 
so was the commandment of the LORD 
by his prophets. - _ 

_26 And the Levites stood with the 
instruments of David, and the priest 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer 
the burnt offering upon the altar. And 
when the burnt offering began, the song 
of the LORD began also with the trumpets, 
and with the instruments ordained by 
David King of Israel. ; 

28 And all the congregation worshipped, 
and the singers sang, and the trumpeters 
sounded: and all this continued until the 
burnt offering was finished. 

29 And when they had made an end of 
offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, and 
worshipped. : t 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and the 
princes commanded the Levites to sing 
praise unto the LORD with the words of 
David, and of Asaph the seer.- And they 
sang praises with gladness, and they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, 
Now ye have consecrated yourselves 
unto the LORD, come near and bring 
sacrifices and thank offerings into the 
house of the LORD. And the congrega- 
tion brought in sacrifices and thank 
offerings; and as many as were of a free 
heart burnt offerings. 

_32 And the number of the burnt offer- 
ings, which the congregation brought, 
was threescore and ten bullocks, an 
hundred rams, and two hundred lambs: 
au these were for a burnt offering to the 
ORD.

33 And the consecrated things were six 
hundred oxen and three thousand sheep. 
34 But the priests were too few, so that 
they could not flay all the burnt offerings:

ys ee Hezekiah sent to all Israel and 
Judah, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, that they should 
come to the house of the LORD at Jeru- 
salem, to keep the passover unto the 
LORD God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, and 
his princes, and all the congregation in 
Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
second month. i : 

3 For they could not keep it at that time, 
because the priests had not sanctified 
themselves sufficiently, neither had the 
people gathered themselves together to 
Jerusalem. : 

4 And the thing pleased the king and 
ail the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to make 
Proclamation throughout all Israel, from 
Beer-sheba even to Dan, that they should 
come to keep the passover unto the 
LORD God of Israel at Jerusalem: for 
they had not done 7 of a long time in such 
sort as it was written. - 

6 So the posts went with the letters from 
the king and his princes throughout all 
israel and Judah, and according to the 
commandment of the king, saying, Ye 
children of Israel, turn again unto the 
LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and Israel, 
and he will return to the remnant of you, 
that are escaped out of the hand of the 
kings of Assyria. _ 

/ And be not ye like your fathers, and 
like your brethren, which trespassed 
against the LORD God of their fathers, 
who therefore gave them up to desolation, 
as ye see, d 

8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your 
fathers were, but yield yourselves unto 
the LORD, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever: and 
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for fourteen aays,: 


serve the LORD your God, that the: 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away; 
from you. : 

9 For if ye turn again unto the LoRD.,. 
your brethren and your children shall 
compassion before them that lead! 
them captive, so that they shall come: 
again into this land: for the LORD your: 
God is gracious and merciful, and. willl 
not turn away his face from you, if ye: 
return unto . 

10 So the posts passed from city to city: 
through the country of Ephraim and| 
Manasseh even unto Zebulun: but they‘

11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and| 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled | 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God was! 
to give them one heart to do the com- 
mandment of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the LORD. _ 

13 4 And there assembled in Jerusalem 
much people to keep the feast of un- 
leavened bread in the second month, a 
very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away the 
altars that were in Jerusalem, and all the 
altars for incense took they away, and 
cast them into the brook Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the second month: and 
the priests and the Levites were ashamed, 
and sanctified themselves, and brought 
in the burnt offerings into the house of 
the LORD. i ; 

16 And they stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law of 
Moses the man of God: the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they received 
of the hand of the Levites. 

17 For there were many in the congrega- 
tion that were not sanctified: therefore 
the Levites had the charge of the killing 
of the passovers for every one that was 
not clean, to sanctify them unto the LORD. 

18 For a multitude of the people, even 
many of Ephraim, and Manasseh, Issa- 
char, and Zebulun, had not cleansed 
themselves, yet did they eat the passover 
otherwise. than it was written. But 
Hezekiah prayed for them, saying, The 
good LORD pardon every one 

19 That_prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the LORD God of his fathers, though 
he be not cleansed according to the purifi- 
cation of the sanctuary. 

20 And the LORD hearkened to Hez- 
ekiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that were 
Present at Jerusalem, kept the feast of 
unleavened bread seven days with ereat 
gladness: and the Levites and the priests 
praised the LORD day by day, singing 
with loud instruments unto the LORD. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfortable

17 Both to the genealogy of the priests 
by the house of their fathers, and the 
Levites from twenty years old and up- 
ward, in their charges by their courses;

FTER these things, and the estab- 

lishment thereof, Sennacherib king 
of Assyria came, and entered into Judah, 
and encamped against the fenced cities, 
and thought to win them for himself. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that Sen- 
nacherib was come, and that he was 
purposed to fight against Jerusalem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes and 
his mighty men to stop the waters of the 
fountains which were without the city: 
and they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much people 
together, who stopped ail the fountains, 
and the brook that ran through the midst 
of the land, saying, Why should the 
kings of Assyria come, and find much 
water? : 

5 Also he strengthened himself, and 
built up all the wail that was broken, and 
raised it up to the towers,.and another 
wall without, and repaired Millo in the 
city of David, and made darts and shields 
in abundance. ‘ 

6 And he set captains of war over the 
people, and gathered them together. to 
him in the street of the gate of the city, 
and spake comfortably to them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that is 
with him: for there be more with us than 
with him: | 

8 With him 7s an arm of flesh; but with 
us 7s the LORD our God to help us, and to 
fight our battles. And the people rested 
themselves upon the words of Hezekiah 
king of Judah. apa 

9 ¥ After this did Sennacherib king of 
Assyria send his servants to Jerusalem, 
(but he himself laid siege against Lachish, 
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_ His blasphemous address, 


and all his power with him,) unto Heze- 
kiah king of Judah that were at Jerusalem, 
saying, 

10 Thus_ saith Sennacherib king of 
Assyria, Whereon do ye trust, that ye 
abide in the siege in Jerusalem? 

11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade you to 
give over yourselves to die by famine and 
by thirst, saying, The LORD our God 
shall. deliver us out of the hand of the 

ing of Assyria? é 

12 Hath not the same Hezekiah taken 
away his high places and his altars, and 
commanded Judah and Jerusalem, say- 
ing, Ye shall worship before one altar, 
and burn incense upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my fathers 
have done unto all the people of other 
lands? were the gods of the nations of those 
lands any ways able to deliver their 
lands out of. mine hand? 

14 Who was there among all the gods of 
those nations that my fathers utterly 
destroyed, that could deliver his people 
out of mine hand, that your God should 
be able to deliver you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on this 
manner, neither yet believe him: for no 
god of any nation or kingdom was able to 
deliver his people out of mine hand, and 
out of the hand of my fathers: how much 
less shall your God deliver you out of 
mine hand? 

16, And his servants spake yet more 
against the LORD God, and against his 
servant Hezekiah. ! 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on the 
LORD God of Israel, and to speak against 
him, saying, As the gods of the nations 
of other lands have not delivered their 
people out of mine hand, so shall not the 
God of Hezekiah deliver his people out 
of mine hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud voice in 
the Jews’ speech unto the people of 
Jerusalem that were on the wall, to 
affright them, and to trouble them; that 
they might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God of 
Jerusalem, as against the gods of the 
people of the earth, which were the work 
of the hands of man. - 

20 And for this cause Hezekiah the 
king, and the prophet Isaiah the son of 
Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

21 ee the LORD sent an angel which 
cut oif all the mighty men of valour, and 
the leaders and captains in the camp of 
the king of Assyria.

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of God, 
of which God had said to David and to 
Solomon his son, In this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I have chosen before 
all the tribes of Israel; will I put my name 
for ever:

8 And his princes gave willingly unto 
the people, to the priests, and to the 
Levites: Hilkiah and Zechariah and 
Jehiel, rulers of the house of God, gave 
unto the priests for the passover offerings 
thousand and six hundred small 
cattle, and three hundred oxen. _ 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hashabiah 
and, Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of the 
Levites, gave unto the Levites for pass- 
over offerings five thousand small catile, 
and five hundred oxen. : 

10 So the service was prepared, and the 
priests stood in their place, and the 
Levites in their courses, according to 
the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the priests sprinkled the blood from their 
hands, and the Levites flayed them. 

12 And they removed the burnt offer- 
ings, that they might give according to 
the divisions of the families of the people, 
to offer unto the LORD, as 7 7s written in 
the book of Moses. And so did they with 
the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover with 
fire according to the ordinance: but the 
other holy offerings sod they in pots, and 
in caldrons, and in pans, and divided 
them speedily among all the people. 

4 And afterward they made ready for 
themselves, and for the priests: because 
the priests the sons of Aaron were busied 
in offering of burnt offerings and the fat

11 { Zedekiah was one and twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and reigned 
eleven years in Jerusalem. Se 

12 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LORD his God, and humbled 


not himself before Jeremiah the prophet 


speaking from the mouth of the LORD, 
13 he also rebelled against king 
Nebuchadnezzar, who had made him 
swear by God: but he stiffened his neck, 
and hardened his heart from turning unto 


the LORD God of Israel.

5 And afterward offered the continual 
burnt offering, both of the new moons, 
and of all the set feasts of the LORD that 
were consecrated, and of every one that

willingly offered a freewill offering unto 
the LORD. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offer- 
ings unto the LORD. But the founda- 
tion of the temple of the LORD was not 
yet laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the mas- 
ons, and to the carpenters; and meat, 
and drink, and oil, unto them of Zidon, 
and to them of Tyre, to bring cedar trees 
from Lebanon to the sea of Joppa, ac- 
cording to the grant that they had of Cy- 
tus king of, Persia. 4 

8 § Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Je- 
rusalem, in the second month, began 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the rem- 
nant of their brethren the priests and the 
Levites, and all they that were come out 
of the capitivity unto Jerusalem; and ap- 
pointed the Levites, from twenty years 
old and upward, to set forward the work 
of the house of the LORD. 

9 Then stood Jeshua with his sons and 
his brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, the 
sons of Judah, together, to set forward 
the workmen in the house of God: the 
sons of Henadad, with their sons and 
their brethren the Levites. : 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lorn, 
they set the priests in their apparel with 
trumpets, and the Levites the sons of 
Asaph with cymbals, to praise the LORD, 
after the ordinance of David king of 
Israel. ; 

1] And they sang together by course in 
praising and giving thanks unto the 
LORD; becouse he is good, for his mercy 
endureth for ever toward Israel. And ail 
the people shouted with a great shout, 
when they praised the LORD, becouse the 
pation of the house of the LORD was 
aid. 

12 But many of the priests and Levites 
and chief of the fathers, who were ancient 


men, that had seen the first house, when | th 


the foundation of this house was laid 
before their eyes, wept with a loud voice; 
and many shouted aloud for joy: 

13 So that the people could not discern 
the noise of the shout of joy from the 
noise of the weeping of the people: for 
the people shouted with a loud shout, and 
the noise was heard afar off. 


CHAPTER 4.

3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and the:

said unto them, Ye have nothing to do: 
with us to build an house unto our God; 
but we ourselves together will build unto | 
the LORD God of Israel, as king Cyrus. 
the king of Persia hath commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land weakened . 
the hands of the people of Judah, and. 
troubled them in building. | 

5 And hired counsellors against them, to , 
frustrate their purpose, all the days of | 
Cyrus king of Persia, even until the reign 
of Darius king of Persia. : 

6 And in the reign of. Ahasuerus, in the 
beginning of his reign, wrote they, unto 
him an accusation against the inhabitants 
of Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 §| And in the days of Artaxerxes wrote 
Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, and the 
rest of their companions, unto Artaxerxes 
king of Persia; and the writing of the letter 
was written in the Syrian tongue, and 
mterpreted in the Syrian tongue. _ 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shimshai 
the scribe wrote a letter against Jerusalem 
to Artaxerxes the king in this sort: 

9 Then wrote Rehum the chancellor, and 
Shimshai the scribe, and the rest of their 
companions; the Dinaites, the Aphar- 
sathchites, the Tarpelites, the Apharsites, 


the Archevites, the Babylonians, the 
Susanchites, the Dehavites, and the 
Elamites. 


10 And the rest of the nations whom the 
great and noble Asnapper brought over, 
and set in the cities of Samaria, and the 
rest that are on this side the river, and at 
such a time. 

11 4 This is the copy of the letter that 
they sent unto him, even unto Artaxerxes 
he king; Thy servants the men on this. 
side of the river, and at such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that the 
Jews which came up from thee to us are 
come unto Jerusalem, building the re- 
bellious and the bad city, and have set 
ue the walls thereof, and joined the founda- 

ons. 

.23, Be it known now unto the king, that, 
if this city be builded, and the wails set 
up again, then will they not pay toll, 
tribute, and custom, and so thou shalt 
endamage the revenue of the kings. 

14 Now because we have maintenance 
from the king’s palace, and it was not meet 
for us to see the king’s dishonour, there- 
fore have we sent and certified the king; 

15 That search may be made in the book 
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_ of the records of thy fathers: so shalt thou 
find in the book of the records, and know 
‘that this city is a rebellious city, and 
hurtful unto kings and provinces, and that 
_they have moved sedition within the same 
of old time: for which Cause was this city 
destroyed. _ ; 

16 We certify the king that, if this city 
be builded again, and the walls thereof 
set up, by this means thou shalt have no 
Portion on this side the river. 

'.17 ¥ Then sent the king an answer unto 
Rehum the chancellor, and to Shimshai 
the scribe, and to the rest of their com- 
panions that dwell in Samaria, and unto 

the rest beyond the river, Peace, and at 
Such a time. é 

18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. 

19 And I commanded, and search hath 

been made, and it is found that this city 
of old hath made insurrection against 
kings, and that rebellion and sedition have 
been made therein. , : 

20 There have been mighty kings also 
over Jerusalem, which have ruled over 
all countries beyond the river; and toll, 

tribute, and custom, was paid unto them. 
21 Give ye now commandment to cause 
these men to cease, and that this city be 
not builded, until another commandment 
shall be given from me. 2 

- 22 Take heed now that ye fail not to do 

this: why should damage grow to the hurt 
of the kings? - 

'23 9 Now when the copy of king Arta- 
xerxes’ letter was read before Rehum, and 
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ve a wad we pare them bce this 
er, at are the names of the me 
that make this building? ‘ 

5 But the eye of their God was upon the 
elders of the Jews, that they could not 
cause them to cease, till the matter came 
to Darius: and then they returned answer 
by letter concerning this matter. 

6 § The copy of the letter that Tatnai, 
governor on this side of the river, and 
Shethar-boznai, and his companions the 
Aphearsachites, which were on this side the 
river, sent unto Darius the king: 

7 They sent a letter unto him, wherein 
was written thus; Unto Darius the king, 
all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, to the 
house of the great God, which is builded 
with great stones, and timber is laid in 
the walls, and this work goeth fast on, 
and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and said 
unto them thus, Who commanded you to 
build this house, and to make up these 
walls? d 

10 We asked their names also, to certify 
thee, that we might write the names of the 
men that were the chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us answer, 
saying, We are the servants of the God of 
heaven and earth, and build the house 
that was builded these many years ago, 
whee a great king of Israel builded and 
set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had pro- 
voked the God of heaven unto wrath, he 


gave them into the hand of Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon, the Chaldean, 
who destroyed this house, and carried the 
people away into Babylon. 


-Shimshai the scribe, and their com-

salem unto the Jews, and made them to 
cease by force and power. 


24 Then ceased the work of the house of

God of Israel, even unto them. 

2 Then rose up Zerubbabel the son of 
-Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
‘and began to build the house of God 
which is at Jerusalem: and with them 
were the prophets of God helping them. 
3 the same time came to them 
‘Tatnai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shethar-boznai, and their com- 
panions, and said thus unto them, Who 
‘hath commanded you to build this house, 
and to make up this wall? 


13 But in the first year of Cyrus the king 
of Babylon the same king Cyrus made a 
decree to build this house of God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of God, which Nebu- 
chadnezzar took out of the temple that 
was in Jerusalem, and brought them into 
the temple of Babylon, those did Cyrus 
the king take out of the temple of Babylon, 
and they were delivered unto one, whose 
name was Sheshbazzar, whom he had 
made governor; , 

15 And said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the temple 
that 7s in Jerusalem, and let the house 
of God be builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Sheshbazzar, 
and laid the foundation of the house of 
God which is in Jerusalem: and since 
that time even until now hath it been in 
building, and yet it is not finished. 

17 Now therefore, if if seem good to the 
king, let there be search made in the 
king’s treasure house, which is there at 
Babylon, whether it be so that a decree 
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was made of Cyrus the king to build this 
house of God at Jerusalem, and let the 
king send his pleasure to us concerning 
this matter. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Decree of Darius. 13 The temple fin- 
ished.

ee Darius the king made a decree, 
and search was made in the house of 
the rolls, where the treasures were laid 
up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Achmetha, 
in the palace that is in the province of 
the Medes, a roll, and therein was a 
record thus written: 5 

the first year of Cyrus the king the 
same Cyrus the king made a decree con- 
cerning the house of God at Jerusalem, 
Let the house be builded, the place where 
they offered sacrifices, and let the founda- 
tions thereof be strongly laid; the height 
thereof threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof threescore cubits; 

4 With three rows of great stones, and 
a row of new timber: and let the expenses 
be given out of the king’s house: _ 

d also let the golden_and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which ts at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored, and 
brought again unto the temple which ‘s 
at Jerusalem, every one to his place, and 
place them in the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor beyond 
the river, Shethar-boznai, and your 
companions the Apharsachites, which are 
beyond the river, be ye far from thence: 
7 Let the work of this house of God 
‘alone; let the governor of the Jews and 
the elders of the Jews build this house 
of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what a 
shall do to the elders of these Jews for 
the building of this house of God: that of 
the king’s goods, even of the tribute be- 
yond the river, forthwith expenses be 
given unto these men, that they be not 
hindered. ‘ 

9 And that which they have need of, 
both young bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs, for the burnt offerings of the God 
of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil, 
according to the appointment of, the 
priests which are at Jerusalem, let it be 
given them day by day without fail:

HE words of Nehemiah the son of

1 Nehemiah, commissioned by Artaxerxes, 
comes to Jerusalem. 12 His night view. 
ND it came to pass in the month 
Nisan, in the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king, that wine was before 
him: and I took up the wine, and gave it 
unto the king. Now I had not been 
beforetime sad in his presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me, 
Why is thy countenance sad, seeing thou 
art not sick? this 7s nothing else but 
sorrow of heart. Then I was very sore 
afraid, , ; 

3 And said unto the king, Let the king 
live for ever: why should not my coun- 
tenance be sad, when the city, the place 
of my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth waste, 
and the gates thereof are consumed 
with fire? : : 

4 Then the king said unto me, For what 
dost thou make request? So I prayed to 
the God of heaven. 5 : 

5 And I said unto the king, If it please 
the king, and if thy servant have found 
favour in thy sight, that thou wouldest 
send me unto Judah, unto the city of my 
fathers’ sepulchres, that I may build it. 


6 And the king said unto me, (the queen 


Commandments, and do them; though! also sitting by him,) For how long snall 
419 


Nehemiah commissioned 
thy journey be? and when wilt thou 
cetutnee nc Maio the king to send 
me; and I set him a time. 5 " 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, let letters be given me 
to the governors beyond the river, that 
they may convey me over till I come into 
Judah; 

8 And a letter unto Asaph the keeper of 
the king’s forest, that he may give me 
timber to make beams for the gates of 
the palace which appertained to the house, 
and for the wall of the city, and for the 
house that I shall enter into. And the 
king granted me, according to the good 
hand of my God upon me. 

9 7 Then I came to the governors 
beyond the river, and gave them the 
king’s letters. Now the king had sent 
captains of the army and horsemen with 
me. 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, heard 
of wt, it grieved them exceedingly that 
there was come a man to seek the welfare 
of the children of Israel. 

11 So I came to Jerusalem, and was 
there three days. { 

12 4 And I arose in the night, I and 
some few men with me; neither told I 
any man what my God had put in my 
heart to do at Jerusalem: neither was 
there any beast with me, save the beast 
that I rode upon. \ 

13 And I went out by night by the gate 
of the valley, even before the dragon well, 
and to the dung port, and viewed the 
walls of Jerusalem, which were broken 
down, and the gates thereof were con- 
sumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool: but there 
was no place for the beast that was under 
me to pass. y 4 

15 Then went I up in the night by the 
brook, and viewed the wall, and turned 


back, and entered by the gate of the|M 


valley, and so returned. 

16 the rulers knew not whither I 
went, or what I did; neither had I as yet 
told zt to the Jews, nor to the priests, nor 


to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor to the | th 


rest that did the work. 

17 { Then said I unto them, Ye see the 
distress that we are in, how Jerusalem 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are 
burned with fire: come, and let us build 
up the wall of Jerusalem, that we be 
no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of my 
God which *vas good upon me; as also 
the king’s words that he had spoken unto 
me. d they said, Let us rise up and 
build. So they strengthened their hands 
for this good work. 

19 But when Sanballat the Horonite, 
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to go to Jerusalem, , 


and Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, , 
and Geshem the Arabian, heard it, they 
laughed us to scorn, and despised us, and . 
said, What is this thing that ye do? will 
ye rebel against the king? f 
20 Then answered I them, and said. 
unto them, The God of heaven, he will 
prosper us; therefore we his servants will 
arise and build: but ye have no portion, 
nor right, nor memorial, in Jerusalem.

6 Moreover the old gate repaired. 
Jehoiada the son of Paseah, and Me-| 
shullam the son of Besodeiah; they laid. 
the beams thereof, and set up the doors. 
thereof, and the locks thereof, and the: 
bars thereof. 

7 And the next unto them repaired Mel-. 
atiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and of 

izpah, unto the throne of the governor 
on this side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
son of Harhaiah, of the goldsmiths. 
Next unto him also repaired Hananiah 

e son of one of the apothecaries, and 
et fortified Jerusalem unto the broad 
wall. 


,9 And next unto them repaired Repha- 
iah the son of Hur, the ruler of the half 
part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired Jedaiah 
the son of Harumaph, even over against 
his house. And next unto him repaired 
Hattush the son of Hashabniah. 

11 Malchijah the son of Harim, and 
Hashub the son of Pahath- moab, repaired 
the other ‘piece, and the tower of the 
furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired Shallum 
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the son of Halohesh, the ruler of the half 
part of Jerusalem, he and his daughters. 


_ 13 The valley gate repaired Hanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah: they 


built it, and set up the doors thereof, the 
locks thereof, and the bars thereof, and

16 After him repaired Nehemiah the

17 And after him repaired the Levites, 
Rehum the son of Bani. Next unto him 


repaired Hashabiah, the ruler of the half 


part of Keilah, in his part. | 

18 After him repaired their brethren, 
Bavai the son of Henadad, the ruler of 
the half part of Keilah : 

19 And next to him repaired Ezer the 


son of Jeshua, the ruler of Mizpah, 


another piece over against the going up 
to the armoury at the turning of the wall, 
20 After him Baruch the son of Zabbai 


‘earnestly repaired the other piece, from 


the turning of the wall unto the door of 
the house of Eliashib the high priest. 
21 After him repaired Meremoth the 


son of Urijah the son of Koz another 


piece, from the door of the house of 
Eliashib even to the end of the house of 
Eliashib. d f : 

22 And after him repaired the priests, 


: the men of the plain.

23 After him repaired Benjamin and 
er 
him repaired Azariah the son of Maaseiah 
the son of Ananiah by his house. 
24 After him repaired Binnui the son of 


_Henadad another piece, from the house 


of Azariah unto the turning of the wall, 
even unto the corner. ; ’ 
25 Palal the son of Uzai, over against 
e turning of the wall, and the tower 
which lieth out from the king’s high house, 
that was by the court of the prison. After 
him Pedaiah the son of Parosh. . 
26 Moreover the Nethinims dwelt in 
Ophel, unto the place over against the 


' water gate toward the east, and the tower 


that lieth out. 


Laborers are armed. 


27 After them the Tekoites repaired 
another piece, over against the great 
tower that lieth out, even unto the wall 
of Ophel. 

28 From above the horse gate repaired 
the priests, every one over against his 
house. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the son 
of Immer over against his house. After 
him repaired also Shemaiah the son of 
Shechaniah, the keeper of the east gate. 
30 After him repaired Hananiah the 
son of Shelemiah, and Hanun the sixth 
son of Zalaph, another piece. After him 
repaired Meshullam the son of Berechiah 
over against his chamber. 

31 After him repaired. Malchaiah the 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
ethinims, and of the merchants, over 
against the sate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the corner. 

32 And between the going up of the 
corner unto the sheep gate repaired the 
goldsmiths and the merchants. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Nehemiah urges work on the wall. 13 
He arms the labourers. 19 Military 
precepts. 


Bu it came to pass, that when San- 
ballat heard that we builded the 
wall, he was wroth, and took great 
indignation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before -his brethren 
and the army of Samaria, and _ said, 
What do these feeble Jews? will they 
fortify themselves? will they sacrifice? 
will they make an end in a day? will they 
revive the stones out of the heaps of the 
rubbish which are burned? |. 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonite was by 
him, and he said, Even that which they 
build, if a fox go up, he shall even break 
down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, O our God; for we are despised: 
and turn their reproach upon their own 
head, and give them for a prey in the land 
of captivity: ies. & 

And cover not their iniquity, and let 
not their sin be blotted out from before 
thee: for they have provoked thee to 
anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the wall 
was joined together unto the half thereof: 
for the people had a mind to work. 

7 { But it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat, and. Tobiah, and the Arabians, 
and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, 
heard that the walls of Jerusalem. were 
made up, and that the breaches began 
to be stopped; then they were very 
wroth, ; 

8 And conspired all of them together to 
come and to fight against Jerusalem, and 
to hinder it. 
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On account of opposition 


9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day a d night, because of them. 

10 And Judah said, The strength of the 
bearers of burdens is decayed, and there 
is much rubbish; so that we are not able 
to build the wall ‘ : 

11 And our adversaries said, They shall 
not know, neither see, till we come in the 
midst among them, and slay them, and 
cause the work to cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when the 
Jews which dwelt by them came, they 
said unto us ten times, From all places 
whence ye shall return unto us they will 
be upon you. : 

13 7 Therefore-set I in the lower places 
behind the wall, and on the higher places, 
I even set the people after their families 
with their swords, their spears, and their 


ows. : 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and said 
unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and 
to the rest of the people, Be not ye afraid 
of them: remember the LORD, which is 
great and terrible, and fight for your 
brethren, your sons, and your daughters, 
your wives, and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known unto 
us; and God had brought their counsel 
to nought, that we returned all of us to 
the wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that time 
forth, that the half of my servants wrought 
in the work, and the other half of them 
held oth the spears, the shields, and 
the bows, and the habergeons; and the 
tulers were behind all the house of Judah. 

17 They which builded on the wall, and 
they that bare burdens, with those that 
laded, every one with one of his hands 
wrought in the work, and with the other 
hand held a weapon. 

18 For the builders, every one had his 
sword girded by his side, and so builded. 
And he that sounded the trumpet was 
by me. , 

19 ¥ And I said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the rest of the people, 
The work ¢s great and large, and we are 
separated upon the wall, one far from 
another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, resort ye thither 
unto us: our God shall fight for us. 

21 So we laboured in the work: and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars ap- 
peared. _ 

22 Likewise at the satne time said I 
unto the people, Let every one with his 
servant lodge within Jerusalem, that in 
the night they may be a guard to us, and 
labour on the day. 

23 So reither I, nor my brethren, nor 
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guards are stationed. 


my servants, nor the men of the guard 
which followed me, none of us put off our 
clothes, saving that every one put them 
off for washing. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The Jews complain of debts and service. 
6 Nehemiah rebukes usurers. 


ND there was a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against 
their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up corn for them, that 
we may eat, and live. ‘ 

3 Some also there were that said, We 
have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, 
and houses, that we might buy corn, 
because of the dearth. ; 

4 There were also that said, We have 
borrowed money for the king’s tribute, 
and_that upon our lands and vineyards. 

Yet now our flesh zs as the flesh of 
our brethren, our children as ‘their 
children: and, lo, we bring into bondage 
our sons and our daughters to be serv- 
ants, and some of our daughters, are 
brought unto bondage already: neither 
is it in our power to redeem them: for other 
men have our lands and vineyards. 

6 § And I was very angry when I heard 
their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, and I 
rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, and 
said unto them, Ye exact _usury, every 
one of his brother. And I set a great 
assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We after our 
ability have redeemed our brethren the 
Jews, which were sold unto the heathen; 
and will ye even sell your brethren? or 
shall they be sold unto us? Then held 
they their peace, and found nothing to 
answer. : , 

9 Also I said, It ts not good that ye do: 
ought: ye not to walk in the fear of our 
God because of the reproach of the 
heathen our enemies? 

10 I likewise. and my brethren, and my 
servants, might exact of them money 
and corn: I pray you, let us leave off this - 
usury. f 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also 
the hundredth part of the money, and of 
the corn, the wine, and the oil, that ye 
exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore them 
and will require nothing of them; so will 
we do as thou sayest. Then I called the 
priests, and took an oath of them, that 
they should do according to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, So 
God shake out every man from his house, 
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and from his labour, that performeth not 
_ this promise, even thus be he shaken out, 
and emptied. And all the congregation 
‘Said, Amen, and praised the Lorp. 
And the people did according to this 
Promise. ' ; 
- 14 { Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in the 
d of Judah, from the twentieth year 
even unto the two and thirtieth year of 
axerxes the king, thai is, twelve years, 
‘I and my brethren have not eaten the 
bread of the governor. 
15 But the former governors that had 
_been before me were chargeable unto the 


‘People, and had taken of them bread and |p 


wine, beside forty shekels of silver; yea, 
even their servants bare rule over the 
people: but so did not I, because of the 
‘fear of God. ¥ . 
16 Yea, also I continued in the work of 
this wall, neither bought we any land: 
and all my servants were gathered thither 
unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table an 
hundred and fifty of the Jews and rulers, 
beside those that came unto us from 
among the heathen that are about us. 
_18 Now that which was prepared for me 
daily was one ox and six choice sheep; 
also fowls were prepared for me, and once 
in ten days store of all sorts of wine: yet 

for all this required not I the bread of the 
“governor, because the bondage was 
heavy upon this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for good, 
ee ans to all that I have done for this 
people. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Sanballat’s crafty opposition to Nehe- 
i miah. he wall is finished. 

OW it came to pass, when Sanballat, 

and Tobiah, and Geshem the Arab- 

jan, and the rest of our enemies, heard 
that I had builded the wall, and thai there 
‘was no breach left therein; (though at 
that time I had not set up the doors upon 
the gates; 
2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
‘unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
‘together in some one of the villages in the 
plain of Ono. But they thought to do me 
mischief. 
3 And I sent. messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so that 
I cannot come down: why should the work 
cease, whilst I leave it, and come down 
to you? ; a 
4 Yet they sent unto me four times after 
this sort; and I answered them after the 
same manner. : 
5 Then sent Sanballat his servant unto 
me in like manner the fifth time with an 
epen letter in his hand; 
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6 Wherein was written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gashmu saith tt, 
that thou and the Jews think to rebel: for 
which cause thou buildest the wall, that 
thou mayest be their king, according to 
these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed prophets 
to preach of thee at Jerusalem saying, 
Dhere is a king in Judah: and now shall 
it be reported to the king according to 
these words. Come now therefore, and 
let us take counsel together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, There 
are no such things done as thou sayest, 
but RE feignest them out of thine own 
eart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, saying, 
Their hands shall be weakened from the 
work, that it be not done. Now therefore, 

God, strengthen my hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house 
of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the son 
of Mehetabeel, who was shut up; and he 
said, Let us meet together in the house 
of God, within the temple, and let us 
shut the doors of the temple: for they will 
come to slay thee; yea, in the night will 
they come to slay thee. 

11 And I-said, Should such a man as I 
flee? and who is there, that, being as I am, 
would go into the temple to save his life? 
I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, I perceived that God had 
not sent him; but that he pronounced this 
prophecy against me: for Tobiah and San- 
ballat had hired him, 

13 Therefore was he hired, that I should 
be afraid, and do so, and sin, and that 
they might have matier for an evil report, 
that they might reproach me. - 

14 My God, think thou upon Tobiah and 
Sanbailat according to these their works, 
and on the prophetess Noadiah, and the 
rest of the prophets, that would have put 
me in fear. ; 

15 9 So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month Elul, in 
fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to pass, that when all our 
enemies heard thereof, and all the heathen 
that were about us saw these. things, they 
were much cast down in their own eyes: 
for they perceived that this work was 
wrought of cur God. 

17_4 Moreover in those days the nobles 
of Judah sent many letters unto Tobiah, 
and the letters of Tobiah came unto them. 

18 For there were many in Judah sworn 
unto him, because he was the son in law 
of Shechaniah the son of Arah; and his 
son Johanan had taken the daughter of 
Meshullam the son of Berech 


iah. 

19 Also they reported his good deeds 
before me, and uttered my words to him. 
And Tobiah sent letters to put me in fear,

and sent letters unto all the Jews that 
were in- all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuerus, both nigh and far, 

21 To stablish this among them, that 
they should keep the fourteenth day of : 
the month Adar, and the fifteenth day of - 
the same, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the month 
which was turned unto them from sorrow 
to joy, and from mourning into a good day: 
that they should make them days of 
feasting and joy, and of sending portions 
one to another, and gifts to the poor.

6 Therefore go thou, and read in the

5 They shall ask the way to Zion with 
their faces thitherward, saying, Come, 
and let us join ourselves to the LORD 
in a perpetual covenant that shall not 
be forgotten. 

6 My people hath been lost sheep: 
their shepherds have caused them to 
go astray, they have turned them away 
on the mountains: they have gone from 
mountain to hill, they have forgotten 
their restingplace. 

7 All that found them have devoured 
them: and their adversaries said, We 
offend not, because they have sinned 
against the LORD, the habitation of 
justice, even the LORD, the hope of 
their fathers. : 

8 Remove out of the midst of Babylon, 
and go forth out of the land of the Chal- 
deans, and be as the he goats before 
the flocks. : : 

9 4 For, lo, I will raise and cause to 
come up against Babylon an assembly 
of great nations from the north country: 
and they shall set themselves in array 
against her; from thence she shall be 
taken: their arrows shall be as of a mighty 
expert man; none shall return in vain. 

10 And Chaldea shall be a spoil: all 
that spoil her shall be satisfied, saith 
the LORD. 


11 Because ye were glad, because 
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ye rejoiced, O ye destroyers of mins 
heritage, because ye have grown fat a:

Babylon round about: all ye; tha: 
bend the bow, shoot at her, spare na 
arrows: for she hath sinned agains:

15 Shout against her round aboutt 
she hath given her hand: her foundations 
are fallen, her walls are thrown down1 
for it 7s the vengeance of the LORD) 
take vengeance upon her; as she hatk 
done, do unto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylom 
and him that handleth the sickle it 
the time of harvest: for fear of tha 
oppressing sword they shall turn ever: 
one to his people, and they shall flee 
every one to his own land. 

17 {Israel is a scattered sheep; tha 
lions have driven him away: first tha 
king of Assyria hath devoured him: 
and last this Nebuchadrezzar king o 
Babylon hath broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the LORI 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
will punish the king of Babylon ana 
his land, as I have punished the kin 
of Assyria. 

19 And I will bring Israel again té 
his habitation, and he shall feed op 
Carmel and Bashan, and his soul- shal 
be satisfied upon mount Ephraim ane 
Gilead.

23 How is the hammer of the whol 
earth cut asunder and broken! hov 
is Babylon become a desolation amon: 
raere ar ne: , 

ave laid a snare for thee, an’ 
thou art also taken, O Babylon, an 
thou wast not aware: thou art founc 
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and also caught, because thou hast 
Striven against the LORD. 

25 The LORD hath opened his ar- 
moury, and hath brought forth the 
weapons of his indignation: for this 
gs the work of the Lord GOD of hosts 
in the land of the Chaldeans. 

26 Come against her from the ut- 
most border, open her storehouses: 
cast her up as heaps, and destroy her 
utterly: let nothing of her be left. 
27 Slay all her bullocks; let them 
go down to the slaughter: woe unto 
them! for their day is come, the time 
of their visitation. 

28 The voice of them that flee and 
escape out of the land of Babylon, to 
declare in Zion the vengeance of the 
LORD our God, the vengeance of his 
temple. 

29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon: all ye that bend the bow, 
camp against it round about; let none 
thereof escape: recompense her ac- 
cording to her work; according to ail 
that she hath done, do unto her: for 
‘she hath been proud against the LORD, 
against the Holy One of Israel. 

30 Therefore shall her young men 
all in the streets, and all her men of 
‘war_shall be cut off in that day, saith 
the LorD. ’ 

31 Behold, I am against thee, O thou 
most proud, saith the Lord Gop of 
hosts: for thy day is come, the time 
that I will visit thee.

5 Also out of the midst thereof came the 
likeness of four living creatures. 
this was their appearance; they had the 
likeness of a man. 

6 And every one had four faces, and 
every one had four wings. | 

And their feet were straight feet; and 
the sole of their feet was like the sole of 
a calf’s foot: and they sparkled like the 
colour of burnished brass. 

8 And they had the hands of a man under 
their wings on their four sides; and they 
four had their faces and their wings. 

9 Their wings were joined one to ano- 
ther; they turned not when they went;

12 And they went every one straight 
forward: whither the spirit was to go, 
they went; and they turned not when

13 As for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their appearance was like 
burning coals of fire, and like the appear- 
ance of lamps: it went up and down 
among the living creatures; and the fire 
was bright, and out of the fire went forth 
lightning. itt 

14 And the living creatures ran and re- 
turned as the appearance of a flash of 
lightning. 

15 {| Now as I beheld the living creatures, 
behold one wheel upon the earth by.the 
living creatures, with his four faces. 

io The appearance of the wheels and 
their work was like unto the colour of a 
beryl: and they four had one likeness: 
and their appearance and their work was 
as it were a wheel in the middle of a 
wheel. 

17 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides: and they turned not

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, whereas 
none followeth thee to commit whore- 
doms: and in that thou givest a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee, there- 
fore thou art contrary.

the utter court; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side 
and on that side: and the going up to 
it had eight steps. : 
38 And the chambers and the entries 
thereof were by the posts of the gates, 
where they washed the burnt offering.

2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten cubits; and the sides of the door 
were five cubits on the one side, and 
five cubits on the other side: and he 
measured the length thereof, forty cubits:

4 So he measured the length thereof, 
twenty cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits, before the temple: and he said 
unto me, This 7s the most holy place. 

After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
every side chamber, four cubits round 
about the house on every side. ) 

6 And the side chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which 
was of the house for the side chambers 
round about, that they might have hold, 
but they had not hold in the wall of 
the house. : 

7 And there was an enlarging, and a 
winding about still upward to the side 
chambers: for the winding about of the 
house went still upward round about 
the house: therefore the breadth of the 
house was still upward, and so increased 
from the lowest chamber to the highest 
by the midst. 3 

8 I saw also the height of the house 
round about: the foundations of the 
side chambers were a full reed of six 
great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which 
was for the side chamber without, was 
five cubits: and that which was left was 
the place of the side chambers that 
were within. 

10 And between the chambers was the 
wideness of twenty cubits round about 
the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side chambers 
were toward the place that was left, one 
door toward the north, and another 
door toward the south: and the breadth 
of the place that was left was five cubits 
round about. 

12 Now the building that 
the separate place at the 
€ west was seventy cubits broad: and 
the wall of the building was five cubits 
thick round about, and the length thereof 
ninety cubits. 

13 So he measured the house, an 
hundred cubits long; and the separate 
place, and the building, with the walls 
thereof, an hundred cubits long; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of the 
house, and of the separate place toward 
the east, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of 
the building over against the separate 
place which was behind it, and the gal. 
leries thereof on the one side and on the 
other side, an hundred cubits, with the 
mner temple, and the porches of the 
court; 

16 The door posts, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round about 
on their three stories, over against the 
door, cieled with wood round about,

17 To that above the door, even unto 
the inner house, and without, and by 
- all the wall round about within and 
-’ without, by measure. b 1 

18 And it was made with cherubims 
and palm trees, so that a palm tree 
was between a cherub and a cherub; 
and every cherub had two faces; 

- 19 So that the face of a man was 

- toward the palm tree on the one side 
and the face of a young lion toward 
_ the palm tree on the other side: zit was 
made through all the house round about. 

20 From the sround unto above the 
door were cherubims and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were squared, 
and the face of the sanctuary; the appear- 
pace of the one as the appearance of the 
other. 

22 The altar of wood was three cubits 
high, and the length thereof two cubits; 
and the corners thereof, and the length 
thereof, and the walls thereof, were of 
wood: and he said unto me, This is 
the table that is before the LorRD. 

23 And the temple and the sanctuary 
had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves apiece, 
two turning leaves; two leaves for the 
one door, and two leaves for the other

26 And there were narrow windows

HEN he brought me forth into the 

utter court, the way toward the 
north: and he brought me into the cham- 
"ber that was over against the separate 
place, and which was before the building 
toward the north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north door, and the breadth 
was fifty cubits. { ; 

3 Over against the twenty cubits which 
were for the inner court, and over against 
the pavement which was for the utter 
court, was gallery against gallery in 
three stories. 

4 And before the chambers was a 
walk of ten cvbits breadth inward, a 
way of one cubit; and their doors toward 
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the north. 

5 Now the upper chambers were shorter: 
for the galleries were higher than these, 
than the lower, and than the middlemost 
of the building. : 

6 For they were in three stories, but 
had not pillars as the pillars of the courts: 
therefore the building was straitened more 
than the lowest and the middlemost 
from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without over 
against the chambers, toward the utter 
court on the forepart of the chambers, 
the length thereof was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers that 
were in the utter court was fifty cubits; 
and, lo, before the temple were an hundred 
cubits. 

9 And from under these chambers was 
the entry on the east side, as one goeth 
into them from the utter court. i 

10 The chambers were in the thickness 
of the wall of the court toward the east, 
over against the separate place, and over 
against the building. : 

11 the way before them was like 
the appearance of the chambers which 
were toward the north, as long as they, 
and as broad as they: and all their goings 
out were both according to their fashions, 
and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the south 
was a door in the head of the way, even 
the way directly before the wall toward 
the east, as one entereth into them. 

13 { Then said he unto me, The north 
chambers and the south chambers, which 
are before the separate place, they be 
holy chambers, where the priests that 
approach unto the LORD shall eat the 
most holy things: there shall they lay 
the most holy things, and the meat 
offering, and the sin offering, and the 
trespass offering; for the place 7s holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the holy 
place into the utter court, but there 
they shall lay their garments wherein 
they minister; for they are holy; and 
shall put on other garments, and shall 
approach to those things which are for the 
people. 

15 Now when he had made an end 
of measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth toward the gate whose pros- 
pect is toward the east, and measured 
it round about. ; ; 

16 He measured the east side with 
the measuring reed, five hundred reeds, 
with the measuring reed round about. 

17 He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. : 

18 He measured the south side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring ree?- 
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19 § He turned about to the west 
side, and measured five hundred reeds 
with the measuring reed. : 

20 He measured it by the four sides: 
it had a wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, to 
make a separation between the sanctuary 
and the profane place.

Israel for ever, and my: holy name, shall 
the house of Israel no more defile, neither

8 In their setting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and their post by my 
posts, and the wall between me and 
them, they have even defiled my holy 
name by their abominations that they 
have committed: wherefore I have con- 
sumed them in mine anger.

15 So the altar shall be four cubits; and 
from the altar and upward shall be four 

orns. 

16 And the altar shall be twelve cubits 
long, twelve broad, square in the four 
squares thereof. 

1 d the settle shall be fourteen cubits 
long and fourteen broad in the four 
Squares thereof; and the border about 
it shall be half a cubit: and the bottom 
thereof shall be a cubit about; and his 
stairs shall look toward the east. 

18 { And he said unto me, Son of man, 
thus saith the Lord Gop; These are the 
ordinances of the altar in the day when 
they shall make it, to offer burnt offerings 

ereon, and to sprinkle blood thereon. 

19 And thou shalt give to the priests 
the Levites that be of the seed of Zadok, 
which approach unto me, to minister 
unto me, saith the Lord Gop, a young 
bullock for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of the blood 
thereof, and put it on the four horns 
of it, and on the four corners of the 
settle, and upon the border round about: 
thus shalt thou cleanse and purge it.

one shall shut the gate. 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt 
offering unto the LORD of a lamb of the 
first year without blemish: thou shalt 
prepare it every morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the sixth 
part of an ephah, and the third part of an 
hin of oil, to temper with the fine flour; a 
meat offering continually by a perpetual 
ordinance unto the LORD. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the lamb, 
and the meat offering, and the oil, every 
morning for a continual burnt offering. 

16 { Thus saith the Lord GoD; if the 
prince give a gift unto any of his sons, the 
inheritance thereof shall be his sons’; it 
shall be their possession by inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his inheritance 
toone of his servants, then it shall be his

3 He_ and other 
princes are selected by Ashpenaz. 17

N the third year of the reign of Jeho- 

iakim king of Judah came Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon unto Jerusalem, 

and besieged it. 5: 

2 And the LORD gave Jehoiakim king 
of Judah into his hand, with part of the 
vessels of the house of God: which he 
carried into the land of Shinar to the 
house of his god: and he brought the 
vessels into the treasure house of his god. 

3 7 And the king spake unto Ashpenaz 
the master of his eunuchs, that he should 
bring certain of the children of Israel, 
and of the king’s seed, and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no blemish, 
but well favoured, and skilful in all 
wisdom, and cunning in knowledge, and 
understanding science, and such as had 
ability in them to stand in the king’s 
palace, and whom they might teach the 
learning and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

5 And the king appointed them a daily 
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provision of the king’s meat, and of the 
wine which he drank: so nourishing them: 
three years, that at the end thereof they; 
might stand before the king. . 

6 Now among these were of the childrem 
of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, Mishaei, 
and Azariah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eunuchs: 
gave names: for he gave unto Daniel the 
name of Belteshazzar; and to Hananiah, 
of Shadrach; and to Mishael, of Meshachs 
and to Azariah, of Abed-nego. . 

8 { But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with the 
portion of the king’s meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank: therefore he 
requested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself, _ 

9 Now God had brought Daniel inte 
favour and tender love with the prince 
of the eunuchs. | 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, I fear my lord the king: 
who hath appointed your meat and yous 
drink: for why should he see your faces 
worse liking than the children which are 
of your sort? then shall ye make me 
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Thrive on pulse and water. 


endanger my head to the king. 

| 11 Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom 
‘the prince of the eunuchs had set over 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, 
) 12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us pulse to 
eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the countenance 
of the children that eat of the portion of 
the king’s meat: and as thou seest, deal 
with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 
yIS And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter 
in flesh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the portion 
of their meat, and the wine that they 
should drink; and gave them pulse. 

17 4 As for these four children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions and dreams. 
18 Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them in, 
then the prince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Nebuchadrezzar. 

19 And the king communed with them; 
and among them all was found none like 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah: 
therefore stood they before the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king enquired of 
em, he found them ten times better 
an all the magicians and astrologers 
at were in all his realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto the 
st year of king Cyrus. 


CHAPTER 2. 

! Nebuchadnezzar forgets his dream. 14

ND in the second year of the reign of 
Nebuchadr ezzar Nebuchadr ezzar 
eamed dreams, wherewith his spirit 
ras troubled, and his sleep brake from 


2 Then the king commanded to call the 
jagicians, and the astrologers, and the 
rcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to shew 
the king his dreams. So they came and 
tood before the king. 
3 And the king said unto them, I have 
eamed a dream, and my spirit was 
oubled to know the dream. ; 
4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the king 
Syriack, O king, live for ever: tell thy 
ervants the dream, and we will shew the 
terpretation. } 
5 The king answered and said to the 
‘haldeans, The thing is gone from me: 
‘ye will not make known unto me the 
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Nebuchadnezzar forgets his dream. 


dream, with the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall be cut in pieces, and your houses 
shall be made a dunghill. 

_6 But if ye shew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall receive 
of me gifts and rewards and great honour: 
therefore shew me the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof. 

They answered again and said, Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interpretation of it. 

8 The king answered and said, I know 
of certainty that ye would gain the time, 
because ye see the thing is gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, there is but one decree for 
you: for ye have prepared lying and 
corrupt words to speak before me, till 
the time be changed: therefore tell me 
the dream, and I shall know that ye can 
shew me the interpretation thereof. 

i0 4 The Chaldeans answered before 
the king, and said, There is not a man 
upon the earth that can shew the king’s 
matter: therefore there is no king, lord, 
nor ruler, that asked such things at any 
magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And 7 is a rare thing that the king 
requireth, and there is none other that 
can shew it before the king, except the 
gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to 
destroy all the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that the 
wise men should be slain; and they sought 
Daniel and his fellows to be slain. 

14 { Then Daniel answered with counsel 
and wisdom to Arioch the captain of the 
king’s guard, which was gone forth to 
slay the wise men of Babylon: — 

15 He answered and said to Arioch the 
king’s captain, Why is the decree so 
hasty from the king? Then Arioch made 
the thing known to Daniel. ; 

16 Then Daniel went in, and desired of 
the king that he would give him time, and 
that he would shew the king the inter- 
pretation. : 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, ana 
made the thing known to Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah, his companions: 

18 That they would desire mercies of 
the God of heaven concerning this secret; 
that Daniel and his fellews should not 
perish with the rest of the wise men of 
Babylon. 

19 4 Then was the secret revealed unto 
Daniel in a night vision. Then Daniel 
blessed the God of heaven. . 

20 Daniel answered and said, Blessed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: 
for wisdom and might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and the 
seasons: he removeth kings, and setteth 
up kings: he giveth wisdom unto the 
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wise, an dnowedse to them that kno 
understanding : 

22 He revealeth the deep. and secret 
things: he knoweth what zs in the dark- 
ness, and the light dwelleth with him. 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, O 
thou God of my fathers, who hast given 
me wisdom and might, and hast made 
known unto me now what we desired of 
thee: for thou hast now made known unto 
us the king’s matter. | j 

24 4 Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained to 
destroy the wise men of Babylon: he 
went and said thus unto him; Destroy 
not the wise men of Babylon: bring me 
in before the king, and I wiil shew unto 
the king the interpretation. : 

25 Then  Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus 
unto him, I have founda man of the 
captives of Judah, that will make known 
unto the king the interpretation. . 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, 
Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have seen, and the 
interpretation thereof? 

7 Daniel answered in the presence of 
the king, and said, The secret which the 
king hath demanded cannot the wise 
men, the astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, shew unto the king; 

28 But there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and maketh known to 
the king Nebuchadrezzar what shall be 
in the latter days. Thy dream, and the 
visions of thy head upon thy bed, are 


ese; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh known 
to thee what shall come to pass. _ 

30 But as for me, this-secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I 
have more than any living, but for their 
sakes that shall make known the inter- 
pretation to the king, and that thou might- 
est know the thoughts of thy heart. 

31 4 Thou, O king, sawest, and behold 
a great image. This great image, whose 
brightness was excellent, stood before 
thee; and the form thereof was terrible. 

32 This image’s head was of fine gold, 
his breast and his arms of silver, his 
belly and his thighs of brass, 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part of iron 
and part of clay. | 

34 Thou sawest till that.a stone was 
cut out without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron and 
clay, and brake them to pieces. : 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken 
to pieces together, and became like the 
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chaff of the summer threshingfloors; anc 
the wind carried them away, that no place 
was found for them: and the stone tha; 
smote the image became a great moun 
tain, and filled the whole earth. 

36 {| This zs the dream; and we will tell 
the interpretation thereof before the king: 

37 Thou, O king, art_a king of kings; 
for the God of heaven hath given thee ¢ 
kingdom, power, and strength, and glory) 

38 And wheresoever the children o) 
men dwell, the beasts of the field.and the 
fowls of the heaven hath he given intc 
thine hand, and hath made thee ruler 
over them all. Thou art this head of gold 

39 And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall bean 
rule over all the earth. | 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron: forasmuch as iron breaketh 
in pieces and subdueth all things: and ag 
iron that breaketh all these, shall it break 
in pieces and bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the feez 
and toes, part of potters’ clay, and. part 
of iron, the kingdom shall be divided 
but there shall be in it of the strength 03 
the iron, forasmuch as thou sawest the 
iron mixed with miry clay. 

42 And as the toes of the feet were part 
of iron, and part of clay, so the kingdom 
shall be partly strong, and partly broken: 

43 And whereas thou sawest iron mixec¢ 
with miry clay, they shall mingle them. 
selves with the seed of men: but they 
shall not cleave one to another, even as 
iron is not mixed with clay. 

44 And in the days of these kings shall 
the God of heaven set up a kingdom: 
which shall never be destroyed: and the 
kingdom shall not be left to other people: 
but it shall break in pieces and consume 
all these kingdoms, and it shall stanc 
for ever. 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that the 
stone was cut out of the mountain withou: 
hands, and that it brake in pieces the 
iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, anc 
the gold; the great God hath made knowr 
to the king what shall come to pass here: 
after: and the dream 7s certain, and the 
interpretation thereof sure. 

46 { Then the king Nebuchadnezzar fel 
upon his face, and worshipped Daniel 
and commanded that they should offer as 
oblation and sweet odours unto him.

14 Nebuchadrezzar spake and 
unto them, Js it true, O Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, do not ye serve 
my gods, nor worship the golden image 
which I have set up? x 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what time 
ye hear the sound of the cornet, flute, 
harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and 
all kinds of musick, ye fall down and 
worship the image which I have made; 
well: but if ye worship not, ye shall be 
cast the same hour into the midst of a 
uring fiery furnace; and who is that 
God that shall deliver you out of my 
hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
answered and said to the king, O Nebu- 
chadrezzar, we are not careful to answer 
thee in this matter. " 

17 Ifit be so, our God whom we serve is 
able to deliver us from the burning fiery 
furnace, and_he will deliver us out of 
thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto thee, O 
king, that we will not serve thy gods, nor 
worship the golden image which thou 
hast set up. 

19 { Then was Nebuchadrezzar full of 
fury, and the form of his visage was 
changed against Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego: therefore he spake, and com- 
manded that they should heat the furnace 
one seven times more than it was wont 
to be heated. ; 

20 And he commanded the most mighty 
men that were in his army to bind Shad- 
rach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, and to 
cast them into the burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in their 
coats, their hosen, and their hats, and 
their other garments, and were cast into 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the flame of the fire slew 
those men that took up Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and. Abed-nego. 

23 And these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. : 

24 Then Nebuchadrezzar the king was 
astonied, and rose up in haste, and 
spake. and said unto his counsellors, Did 
not we cast three men bound into the 
midst of the fire? They answered and 


they 
said 
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said unto the king, True, O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst of 
the fire, and they have no hurt; and_the 
form of the fourth is like the Son of God. 

26 § Then Nebuchadrezzar came near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery furnace, 
and spake, and said, Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, ye servants of the most 
high God, come forth, and come hither. 
Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, came forth of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellors, 
, being gathered together, saw these men, 
upon whose bodies the fire had no power, 
nor was an hair of their head singed, 
neither were their coats changed, nor the 
smell of fire had passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadrezzar spake, and 
said, Blessed be the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath 
sent his angel, and delivered his servants 
that trusted in him, and have changed 
the king’s word, and yielded their bodies, 
that they might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God. 

29 Therefore I make a decree, That 
every people, nation, and language, which 
speak any thing amiss against the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
shall be cut _in pieces, and their houses 
shall be made a dunghill: because there 
is no other God that can deliver after 
this sort. , 

30 Then the king promoted Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, in the province 
of Babylon.

18 This dream I king Nebuchadr ezzar 
have seen. Now thou, O Belteshazzar, 
declare the interpretation thereof, foras-.

19 | Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one hour;

Nebuchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom of 
abylon. , : 
30 The king spake, and said, Is not this 
great Babylon, that I have built for the 
ouse of the kingdom by the might of my 
ower, and for the honour of my majesty? 
31 While the word was in the king’s 
outh, there fell a voice from heaven, 
aying, O king Nebuchadnezzar, to thee 
it is spoken; The kingdom is departed

/32 And they shall drive thee from men,

33 The same hour was the thing ful- ~ 
filled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and he was 
driven from men, and did eat grass as 
oxen, and his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven, till his hairs were grown like 
eee feathers, and his nails like birds’ 
claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I Nebu- 
chadnezzar. lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine understanding returned 
unto me, and I blessed the most High, 
and I praised and honoured him that 
liveth for ever, whose dominion is an 
everlasting dominion, and his kingdom is 
from generation to generation: 

35 all the inhabitants of the earth 
are reputed as nothing: and he doeth 
according to his will in the army of 
heaven, and among the inhabitants of the 
earth: and none can stay his hand, or 
say unto him, What doest thou? 4 
36 At the same time my reason returned 
unto me; and for the glory of my kingdom, 
mine honour and brightness’ returned 
unto me; and my counsellors and my 
lords sought unto me; and I was estab- 
lished in my kingdom, and excellent 

majesty was added unto me. 

37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise and 
extol and honour the King of heaven, all 
whose works are truth, and his ways 
judgment: and those that walk in pride 
he is able to abase.

6 Neither have we hearkened unto thy 
servants the prophets, which spake in 
thy name to our kings, our princes, and 
pe teers and to all the people of the 
and. 

7 O LORD, righteousness belongeth unto 
thee, but unto us confusion of faces, as 
at this day; to the men of Judah, and to 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto 
all Israel, that are near, and that are far 
off, through all the countries whither 
thou hast driven them, because of their 
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trespass that they have trespassed agains: 
thee.

O LorpD, hearken and do; defer ne 
for thine own sake, O my God: for tf 
city and thy people are called by thy nam 

20 {| And whiles I was speaking. at 
praying, and confessing my sin and tl 
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sin of my people Israel, and presenting 
Iy supplication before the LORD my God 
}for the holy mountain of my God; 

; 21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in prayer, 
even the man Gabriel, whom I had seen 
i” the vision at the beginning, being 
caused to fly swiftly, touched me about 
the time of the evening oblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talked with 
me, and said, O Daniel, I am now come 
forth to give thee skill and understanding. 
| 23 At the beginning of thy supplications 
the commandment came forth, and I am 
come to shew thee; for thou art greatly

upon the face of the earth: The LORD 7s 
his name: ; t 

9 That strengtheneth the spoiled against 
the Stone: 20 that the spoiled shall come 
against the fortress. 5 

10 They hate him that rebuketh in the 
gate, and they abhor him that speaketh 
uprightly. 

11 Forasmuch therefore as your tread- 
ing 7s upon the poor, and ye take from 
him burdens of wheat: ye have built 
houses of hewn stone, but ye shall not 
dwell in them; ye have planted pleasant 
vineyards, but ye shail not drink wine 
of them. 

12 For I know your manifold trans- 
gressions and your mighty sins; they 
afflict the just, they take a bribe, and 
they turn aside the poor in the gate from 
their right. 

13 Therefore the prudent shall keep 
silence in that time; for it 7s an evil time.

23 Take thou away from me the noise 
of thy songs; for I will not hear the melody 
of thy viols. 

24 But let judgment run down as waters, 
and righteousness as a mighty stream. 

25 Have ye offered unto me sacrifices 
and offerings in the wilderness forty

8 And she, being before instructed of 
her mother, said, Give me here John 
Baptist’s head in a charger. 

d the king was sorry: nevertheless 
for the oath’s sake, and them which sat 
with him at meat, he commanded 7 to 
be given her. 3 

10 And he sent, and beheaded John in 
the prison. | ; 

11 And his head was brought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel: and 
she brought 7¢ to her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, and took up 
the body, and buried it, and went and 
told Jesus. _ 

13 { When Jesus heard of it, he departed 
thence by ship into a desert place apart: 
and when the people had heard thereof, 
they followed him on foot out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion toward them, and-he healed 
their sick. : E ;

3 And said, Verily I say unto you, 
Except ye be converted, and become 
as little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. : 

4 Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same 
is greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 

5 And whoso shall receive one such 
little child in my name receiveth me. 

6 But whoso shail offend one of these 
little ones which believe in me, it were 
better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and thai he were 
drowned in the depth of the sea. 

7 J Woe unto the world because of 
offences! for it must needs be that offences 
come; but woe to that man by whom 
the offence ccmeth! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off, and cast them 
from thee. it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed, rather than 
having two hands or two feet to be cast 
into everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out, and cast it from thee: it is better 


for thee to enter into life with one eye, 


rather than having two eyes to be cast 
into hell fire. 2 

10 Take heed that ye despise not one 
of these little ones; for I say unto you, 
That in heaven their angels do always 
behold the face of my Father which is 
in heaven. ? 

11 For the Son of man is come to save 
that which was lost. 

12 How think ye? if a man have an 
hundred sheep, and one of them be gone 
astray, doth he not leave the ninety and 
nine, and goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray? _ 

3 And if so be that he find it, verily 
I say unto you, he rejoiceth more of 
that sheep, than of the ninety and nine 
which went not astray.

38 {Be it known unto you therefore 
men and brethren, that through this man 
is preached unto you the forgiveness of 


sins: 

39 And by him all that believe are just- 
ified from all things, from which ye could 
not be justified by the law of Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in the pro- 
phets; :

4 And I persecuted this way unto the 
death, binding and delivering into prisons 
both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth bear me 
witness, and all the estate of the elders: 
from whom also I received letters unto 
the brethren, and went to Damascus, to 
bring them which were there bound unto 
Jerusalem, for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I made 
my journey, and was come nigh unto 
Damascus about noon, suddenly there 
shone from heaven a great light round 
about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and heard 
a voice saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me? 

8 And I answered, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said unto me, I am Jesus of 
Nazareth, whom thou persecutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw 
indeed the light, and were afraid; but 
they heard not the voice of him that 
spake to me. | 

10 And I said, What shall I do, Lord? 
And the Lord said unto me. Arise, and 
go into Damascus; and there it shall be 
told thee of all things which are appointed 
for thee to do. 

11 And when I could not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the hand 
of them that were with me, I came into 
Damascus.

I prayed in the temple, I was in a trance; 

18 And saw him saying unto me, Make 
haste,.and get thee quickly out of Jeru- 
salem: for they will not receive thy 
testimony Concerning me. 

19 And I said, Lord, they know that I 
imprisoned and beat in every synagogue 
them that believed on thee: 

20 And when the blood of thy martyr 
Stephen was shed, I also was standing by, 
and consenting unto his death, and kept 
the raiment of them that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart: for I 
will send thee far hence unto the Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto 
this word, and then lifted up their voices, 
and said, Away with such a fellow from 
fe earth: for it is not fit that he should 
ive. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast off 
their clothes, and threw dust into the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded 
to be brought into the castle, and bade 


that he should be examined by scourging: | b 


that he might know wherefore they cried 
So against him. : : 

25 And as they bound him with thongs, 
Paul said unto the centurion that stood 
by, Is it lawful for you to scourge a man 
that is a Roman, and uncondemned? 

26 When the centurion heard that, he 
went and told the chief captain, saying, 
Take heed what thou doest for this man 
is a Roman. s . 

27 Then the chief captain came, and 
said unto him, Tell me, art thou a Roman? 
He said, Yea. : 

28 And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this freedom. 
And Paul said, But I was free born.

24 And provide them beasts, that they 
may set Paul on, and bring him safe unto 
Felix the governor. ; 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 


manner: : 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most excel- 
lent governor Felix sendeth greeting. 

27 This man was taken of the Jews, 
and should_have been killed of them: 
then came I with an army, and rescued 
him, having understood that he was a 
Roman. 

28 And when I would have known the 
cause wherefore they accused him, I 
brought him forth into their council: 

20 Whom I perceived to be accused of 
questions of their law, but to have noth- 
ing laid to his charge worthy of death or 
of bonds. ‘ 

30 And when it was told me how that 
the Jews laid wait for the man, I sent 
straightway to thee, and gave command- 
ment to his accusers also to say before 
thee what they had against him. Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com- 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the horse- 
men to go with him, and returned to the 
castle: 

33 Who, when they came to Caesarea, 
and delivered the epistle to the governor, 
presented Paul also before him. 

34 And when the governor had read 
_the letter, he asked of what province he 
was. And when he understood that he 
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was of Cilicia; 

35 I will hear thee, said he, when thine 
accusers are also come. he com- 
manded him to be kept in Herod’s 
judgment hall. 


CHAPTER 24. 


1 The charge of Tertullus. 10 Paul’s 
defence.

Ax®® after five days Ananias the high 

priest descended with the elders, 
and with a certain orator named Tertullus, 
who informed the governor against Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, 
Tertullus began to accuse him, saying, 
Seeing that by thee we enjoy great 
quietness, and that very worthy deeds 
are done unto this nation by thy provi- 
dence, , J 

3 We accept it always, and in all places, 
most noble Felix, with all thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not further 
tedious unto thee, I pray thee that thou 
wouldest hear us of thy clemency a few 
words. ; 

5 For we have found this man a pesti- 
lent fellow, and a mover of sedition among 
il the Jews throughout the world, and a 
ringleader of the sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to profane 
the temple: whom we took, and would 
have judged according to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence took him 
away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom thyself 
mayest take knowledge of all these things, 
whereof we accuse him. : 

9 And the Jews also assented, saying 
that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the governor 
had beckoned unto him to speak, an- 
swered, Forasmuch as I know that thou 
hast been of many years a judge unto 
this nation, I do the more cheerfully 
answer for myself: 

11 Because that thou mayest under- 
stand, that there are yet but twelve days 
since I went up to Jerusalem for to wor- 


ship. 

12 And they neither found me in the 
temple disputing with any man, neither 
raising up the people, neither in the 
synagogues, nor in the city: ; 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that 
after the way which they call heresy, so 
worship I the God of my fathers, believ- 
ing all things which are written in the 
law and in the prophets: . 

15 And have hope toward God, which 
they themselves also allow, that there 
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shall be a resurrection of the dead, both 
of the just and unjust. : 

16 And herein do I exercise myself, to 
have always a conscience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years I_ came to 
bring alms to my nation, and offerings. | 

i8 Whereupon certain Jews from Asia 
found me purified in the temple, neither 
with multitude, nor with tumult. 

19 Who ought to have been here before 
thee, and object, if they had ought 
against me. : 

20 Or else let these same here say, if 
they have found any evil doing in me, 
while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, that 
I cried standing among them, Touching 
the resurrection of the dead I am called 
in question by you this day. : 

22, And when Felix heard these things, 
having more perfect knowledge of that 
way, he deferred them, and said, en 
Lysias the chief captain shall come down, 

will know the uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, 
and that he should forbid none of his 
aeduaintance to minister or come unto 

im. 

24 And after certain days, when Felix 
came with his wife Drusilla, which was a 
Jewess, he sent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning the faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to come, 
Felix trembled, and answered, Go thy 
way for this time; when I have a con- 
venient season, I will call for thee. 

20 He hoped also that money should 


have been given him of Paul, that he| th 


might loose him: wherefore he sent for 

him the oftener, and communed with him. 
27 But after two years Porcius Festus 

came into Felix’ room: and Felix, willing 

fo shew. the Jews a pleasure, left Paul 
ound.

New when Festus was come into the 
Province, after three days he as- 
cended from Caesarea to Jerusalem.

But. Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Caesarea, and that he 
himself would depart shortly thither.

6 And when he had tarried among them 
more than ten days, he went down unto 
Caesarea; and the next day sitting om 
the judgment seat commanded Paul tod 
be brought. ~ 

7 And when he was come, the Jewss 
which came down from Jerusalem. stood: 
round about, and laid many and grievou 
complaints | against Paul, which theyy 
could not prove. i 

e he answered for himself,’ 
Neither against the law of the Jews,, 
neither against the temple, nor yet againstt| 
Caesar, have I offended any thing at all.., 

9 But Festus, willing to do the Jews ail 
pleasure, answered Paul, and said, Wiltt 
thou go up to Jerusalem, and there be: 
judged of these things before me? 
.10 Then said Paul, I stand at Caesar’ss 
judgment seat, where I ought to be: 
judged: to the Jews have I done noi 
wrong, as thou very well knowest. 

11 For if I be an offender, or have} 
committed any thing worthy of death, I 
refuse not to die: but if there be none of f 
these things whereof these accuse me,, 
no man may deliver me unto them. fff 
appeal unto Caesar. 

12 Then Festus, 
with the council, | 
appealed unto Caesar? unto Caesar shaltt! 
thou go. : ‘ : 
13 And after certain days king Agrippa || 
and Bernice came unto Caesarea to} 
salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there many '| 
days, Festus declared Paul’s cause unto|| 

e king, saying, There is a certain man i} 
left in bonds by Felix: | 

15 About whom, when I was at Jeru-. 
salem, the chief priests and the elders of || 
the Jews informed me, desiring to have | 
judgment against him. | 

16 To whom I answered, It is not the | 
manner of the Romans to deliver any | 
man to die, before that he which is | 
accused have the accusers face to face, 
and have licence to answer for himself. 
concerning the crime laid against him. _ 

17 Therefore, when they were come | 
hither, without any delay on the morrow 
I sat on the judgment seat, and com- 
manded the man to be brought forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusation — 
of such things as I supposed: 

19 But had certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and of one 
Jesus, which was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive, 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him whether 
he would go to Jerusalem, and there be 
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judged of these matters. 

21 But when Pau! had appealed to be 
reserved unto the hearing $f Augustus, 
I commanded him to be kept till I might 
send him to Caesar. | 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, I 
would also hear the man myself. To 
morrow, said he, thou shalt hear him, 

23 And on the morrow, when Agrippa 
was come, and Bernice, with great pomp, 
and was entered into the place of hearing, 
with the chief captains, and principal 
men of the city, at Festus’ commandment 
Paul was brought forth. _ ‘ 

4 And Festus said, King Agrippa, and 

Ii men which are here present with us, 
ye see this man, about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews have dealt with 
me, both at Jerusalem, and also here, 
crying that he ought not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had com- 
mitted nothing worthy of death, and that 
he himself hath appealed to Augustus, I 
have determined to send ; i

to write unto my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, and spec- 
ially before thee, O king Agrippa, that, 
after examination had, 
somewhat to write.

2 And entering into a ship of Ad- 
ramyttium, we launched, meaning to 
sail by the coasts of Asia: one Aris- 
farchus, a Macedonian of Thessalonica, 
being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteously entreated 
Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto 
his friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because 
the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came 
to Myra, a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion found a ship 
of Alexandria sailing into Italy; and he 
put us therein. 

7 And when we had 
days, and scarce were come over against 
Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we 
sailed under Crete, over against Salmone;

37 And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out the 
wheat into the sea. 

30 And when it was day, they knew not 
the land: but they discovered a certain 
creek with a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were possible, to 
thrust in the ship. 

40 And when they, had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves unto 
the sea, and loosed the rudder bands, 
and hoised up the mainsail to the wind, 
and made toward shore.

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I 
profit you, except I shall speak to you 
either by revelation, or by knowledge, or 
by prophesying, or by doctrine? | 

7 And even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, except they 
give a distinction in the sounds, how shall 
it be known what is piped or harped? .

7 But the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was 
glorious, so that the children of Israel 
could not stedfastly behold the face of 
Moses for the glory of his countenance; 
which glory was to be done away: 

8 How shall not the ministration of the 
spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of condemna- 
tion be glory, much more doth the ministra- 
tion of righteousness exceed in glory. 

10 For even that which was ‘made 
glorious had no glory in this respect, by 
reason of the glory that excelleth. 

11 For if that which is done away waz 
glorious, much more that which remaineth 
¢s glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such hope, 
we use great plainness of speech:

6 For though I would desire to glory, 
I shall not be a fool; for I will say the 
truth: but now I forbear, lest any man 


should think of me above that which he 
seeth me to be, or that he heareth of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance of the 
revelations, there was given to me a 
thorn in the flesh, the messenger of 
Satan to buffet me, lest -I should be 
exalted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought tae Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My grace is 
sufficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness. Most gladly 
therefore will I rather glory in my infir- 
mities, that the power of Christ may rest 
upon me.

THE END OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. 
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7 HE Bible is a storehouse of whose contents no 
+ one can afford to be ignorant. It repays read- 
mg and study whether it be approached merely 
because of its literary value, or its ethicel teachings, 
w its practical bearing on everyday life, as, for 
mstance, in the Book of Proverbs. While such 
reading may bring a measure of blessing, however, 
M accordance with the Scripture—‘‘Blessed is he 
that readeth, and they that hear the words of this 
prophecy” (Rev. 1:3),—I believe that God reveals 
His deeper truths to the eye of faith. Those who 
some to the Bible in a devotional spirit, seeking 
fo know more of God and His will regarding us, are 
the most blessed. 
- Hence it is necessary, at the very beginning, 
that the reader shall be a partaker of that new life 
which alone can digest heavenly food: The natural 
man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God, 
for they are foolishness unto him; neither can he 
know them, because they are spiritually discerned 
(1 Cor. 2: 14). But they that are after the Spirit, 
who have been born of the Spirit, do mind the 
things of the Spirit, and the Spirit-breathed Word 
is sweeter to them than honey and the honeycomb. 
I believe further that the reader must have faith 
in the Bible, and a love for it, before he will receive 
much good from it. As Pascal said: “Human 
imowledge must be understood to be loved, but 
divine knowledge must be loved to be understood,” 
Those who are full of doubts will never be much 
blessed. ‘The Book comes to us as a whole with 
the same authority, and no man has a right to cut 
out any portion. Did you ever notice that the 
things that men cavil about most are the very 
things that Christ set His seal to? The story of 
Noah and the flood; of Lot’s wife; of the brazen 
serpent; of Jonah and the whale—Christ taught 
them all, and if I give them up, I must give up all 
Christ’s teaching. What we want is a faith that 
believes in the Bible from cover to cover. 
¥ 

' SUGGESTIONS AS TO BIBLE STUDY 


1. Read the Bible as intelligently as you would 
read anything else. 

Tf I receive a letter from my wife eight pages 
long, and read the fourth page to-day, the last 
page to-morrow, then turn back to the first page, 
t will be unintelligible to me. To grasp it intelli- 
rently I must begin at the beginning and read 
through it in order. 

Now the Bible is not only a book in itself, with 
mne distinct purpose running through it from 
Genesis to Revelation, but it is also a collection

of sixty-six books, each complete in itself. There- 
fore it is only fair and reasonable, if you want to 
understand it, that you should read them through. 

2. Do not read too fast or too much. Butterilies 
cover more ground, but bees gather more honey. 
Imitate the bees. 

Studying goes deeper than mere reading. There 
are surface nuggets to be gathered, but the best of 
the gold is underneath; and it takes time and labor 
to-secure it. Skimming over large areas of truth is 
not so profitable as the careful turning of every 
passage. 

3. Have some definite object. in view. 

Tf a friend should see me searching about a room 
and should say: ‘‘Moody, what are you looking 
for? have you lost something?” and I should reply: 
“No, I haven’t lost any thing; I’m not looking for 
anything in particular,” he would think me very 
foolish. But if I tell him I am looking for some- 
thing, I may expect him to help me find it. 

Numbers of people take the Bible without any 
definite desire to receive anything out of it. We 
should hunt it thoroughly for its great truths, and 
not read at random. 

In private devotions or for family prayers, 
select passages as carefully as for public services. 
All the medicines in a druggist’s shop may be 
helpful, but they have different properties that 
make them suitable for different cases. In the 
Bible there is a word for every condition and 
circumstance of life. Every case is met; but 
passages should be selected according to the needs 
of that case. For instance, in time of: trouble, 
read Ps. 91. For consolation in bereavement, 
turn to John 14 or 1 Cor. 15. For devotional 
reading, turn to the Psalms or epistles. 

4. Learn to feed yourself. The great trouble 
with most church members is that they don’t 
know how to do this. They have to be fed with 
an ecclesiastical spoon, If they happen to have a 
minister who feeds his flock, they get on pretty 
well; but otherwise their souls are not fed at all, 
and become lean and starved. 

Obtain for use a good Bible, a concordance, and 
a topical text-book. Any Teacher’s Bible em- 
praces the two latter, or they can be obtained 
separately. They form a complete library, and by 
their aid the Bible can be studied with profit. 


METHODS OF BIBLE STUDY 


Every man cannot fight in Saul’s armor, and 
perhaps my methods may not suit you; but if one 
method does not help and interest you, try another. 


BIBLE STUDY 


1. First, the telescopic method; that is, taking a 
grand sweep of a book or chapter, and trying to 
find out the main outline. Thus, there are seven 
leading men in Genesis: Adam, Enoch, Noah, 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and Joseph. They stand 
out like mountain peaks in the course of the history. 
Study their lives and times, and you will have a 
fair grasp of the whole book. Similarly, there are 
ten great sermons in the Book of Acts—five 
preached by Peter, one by Stephen, and four by 
Paul. When you know the circumstances under 
which these were preached, etc., you will have a 
general idea of the Book of Acts. 

2, Another method is the very opposite of this— 
the microscopic method, when you take a verse or 
section and analyze it. 

Take, as an example, Gal. 6:7: ‘‘Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap.’”” The text naturally 
divides into three sections. (1) ‘‘Be not deceived.” 
Now take a topical text-book and see what the 
Bible says about deceiving; who deceives us; how 
we are deceived, etc. (2) ‘‘God is not mocked.” 
What is the Bible meaning of ‘“‘mocking;” do men 
ever try to mock God; can He be deceived; etc. 
(3) ““Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.”” Note the certainty of the reaping— 
“snall;”” the two kinds of sowing and reaping— 
sowing to the flesh and a harvest of corruption, or 
sowing to the Spirit and a harvest of everlasting 
life; that a man reaps the same kind as he sows, 
and more than he sows—some thirtyfold, some 
sixtyfold, some an hundredfold, etc. 

3. Study of subjects or topics. It has been well 
said that we must not read the Bible by the blue 
light of Presbyterianism, or by the red light of 
Methodism, or by the violet light of Episcopalian- 
ism, but by the light of the Spirit of God. Between 
conflicting opinions, most Christians are in dense 
ignorance regarding the most fundamental doc- 
trines of our religion. What they should do is— 
take the Bible and study for themselves. 

For instance, consider the doctrine of the atone- 
ment. A great many say that it is folly to claim 
that men are saved by simply trusting in the 
atoning blood of Jesus Christ. When you meet 
that objection, go to the Bible and find out all it 
says about.the blood. We have the first reference 
in the third chapter of Genesis, where blood must 
have been shed before Adam and Eve could have 
been clothed with the skins of beasts. Follow the 
doctrine through the sacrifices of Abel and Noah 
and Abraham; the ceremonies and sacrifices of the 
Mosaic dispensation; the prophecies of Isaiah and 
Daniel. Pass from the Old Testament to the New, 
and see how the cleansing power of the blood of 
Christ is emphasized, until we reach the last chapter 
of Revelation, where we read about the Lamb of 
God, by the merits of whose shed blood alone we 
can hope to enter into that new Jerusalem, 

Other fertile subjects are: Fulfilled prophecy; 
Old ‘Testament types; the meaning of proper 
names; the promises; prayer; heaven; the attri- 
butes of God, Father, Son and Holy Ghost; faith, 
love, hope, etc. 


4. The study of words and expressions. Here 


you take a word or expression and follow it throo 
the whole Bible, or through some particular bo 
or section, with the help of a concordance.

s From MALACHI TO MATTHEW 
a 3 BY B. J. FERNIE, PH. D. 


_Sacred history leaves a blank leaf between the 
Old Testament and the New, but it would be an 
error to infer that the period between the two was 
short or uneventful. Four hundred years passed 
after Malachi had uttered his last word before the 
beginning of the period of which Matthew writes. 
In some respects it was the most glorious epoch in 
Jewish history, resplendent with heroic struggle, 
fierce conflict, and brilliant achievements. The 
history of that period is full of momentous events, 
which changed political, social and religious con- 
ditions. A knowledge of these events and the 
influence they had on the people, is necessary to a 
clear understanding of the situation at the time of 
Christ’s birth, of the forces which antagonized 
‘him, and the causes which led a nation, passionately 
a for the coming of the Messiah, to reject 
him when he appeared, and to put him to death. 
The Jew who listened to Christ was a very different 
man from his ancestor, who had sat under the 
pulpit of Ezra, and had heard from the lips of the 
later prophets the promises of his coming; and for 
the causes of that difference we must look to the 
thrilling experiences which the nation passed 
through in the interval between the time of Malachi 
and that of Matthew. 

_ The last scenes in the Old Testament narration 
are beautifully pathetic. They represent the little 
band of Hebrews, newly released from. captivity 
in Babylon, striving to re-establish, among the 
tuins of their beloved city, their national existence. 
Nehemiah draws a vivid picture of the harassed 
men laboring on the walls, with a tool in one hand 
and a weapon in the other, watching night and day 
against jealous foes who might attack them at 
any moment. Some among the returned exiles 
were disposed to be friendly with the surrounding 
ations, and there were many intermarriages 
among them; but Ezra .and Nehemiah perceived 
that such practices would lead to absorption, 
which, in their view, was more to be dreaded than 
extinction, and they rigorously suppressed the 
movement. But how could the feeble colony, sur- 
rounded by hostile races, maintain itself without a 
friend or ally? The answer of the two leaders 
‘showed their faith and piety. Let the people be 
¢rue to their God, and obey his laws, and he would 


protect them from their foes. Nevertheless, as the | 


curtain falls from the hand of the inspired historian, 

the prospect looks ominous, and the reader wonders 
“what will be the issue. But the voice of the sacred 
chronicler is silent, and we have to turn to the 
pages of secular history for the story. 


NATIONAL REORGANIZATION 


The community appears to have been practi- 
cally self-governing. The waning power of Persia, 
under whose auspices the Hebrews had returned, 
was not exerted, either for their control or their 
protection. The high priest, as the interpreter of 
the law and the representative of Jehovah, was in 
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supreme authority, supported by a council of 
elders. Left thus to themselves, and conscious of 


| their own weakness, the people were careful to 


give their enemies no pretext for attack, and still 
more careful not to offend God by neglect of his 
laws and ordinances. The Temple services were 
resumed and the feasts and fasts were duly ob- 
served. The little colony grew in numbers and in 
wealth, and served God with more fidelity than at 
any previous period of their history. There were 
no idols now; no sacrifices to strange gods. The 
people had come back from Babylon with a pro- 
found conviction that there was only one God, and 
that they were his peculiar people. 

The fall of Persia before the all-conquering 
legions of Alexander made little difference in the 
political situation. The Jew cheerfully accepted 
the new ruler, indifferent whether Greek, or Persian 
claimed suzerainty as long as he was left in peace 
to live his own life. There was, however, a social 
and philosophic result of Greek domination, which 
had a momentous effect. Alexander’s policy was 
to plant Greek cities in conquered lands, and fill 
them with Greek colonists. Many were established 
in Palestine, and their influence soon made itself 
felt in the Jewish community. The Jew was 
susceptible to Greek thought and cuiture, which 
the strict adherents of the law perceived to be 
antagonistic to Hebrew civilization. Gradually 
the conflict between Hellenism, the Greek phil- 
osophy, and Hebraism, the Jewish cult, began, and 
continued through a long period. Politically, 
however, the Jew had as much liberty under 
Greece as under Persia until the death of Alexander 
in 323 B. CG. In the struggle which followed the 
partition of his empire among his generals, the 
strategic importance of Palestine was quickly 
recognized. Ptolemy, to whom Egypt had fallen, 
was prompt to take action. In 320 B. C. he took 
possession of Jerusalem. The Seleucid king, who 
ruled Syria, also claimed it, and in 315 B. C, 
succeeded in taking it, A few years afterwards 
Ptolemy again seized the city and during a whole 
century the struggle for the possession of it was 
hotly contested, with varying success by the kings 
of Syria and Ptolemy’s successors, 


THE GREAT PERSECUTION 


The great crisis in the history of the J ewish people 
in Palestine came in 175 B. C., when Antiochus 
Epiphanes became King of Syria. He determined, 
not only on the complete subjugation of Palestine, 
but on rooting out Jewish faith and practice, and 
making the Greek cult paramount throughout his 
empire. He captured Jerusalem and proceeded to 
desecrate the sacred places. An altar to the Greek 
deity, Zeus, was set up in the Temple, swine were 
offered in sacrifice and their blood was sprinkled 
on the holy place. To make the work complete, 
all the copies of the law that could be fovnd were 
burned. Nor was the tyrant satisfied vith these 
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outrages. He demanded that the Jewish priests 
should take part in the desecration, by offering 
sacrifice to Zeus. 

In the course of his journeys through the country, 
the representative of Antiochus came to Modein, 
a little town twenty miles northwest of Jerusalem. 
An aged priest named Mattathias lived there with 
his five sons. The family was known by the name 
of Hasmonean, from Hasmon, their ancestor, 
though they were afterwards more famous as the 
Maccabees or Hammerers. Mattathias was 
required to offer sacrifices to Zeus. He indignantly 
refused, and being threatened by the representative 
of Antiochus, he slew him. Like the Egyptian, 
whom Moses slew in Egypt, the blood of that man 
became the signal for a struggle for deliverance. 
Antiochus took fierce vengeance for the death of 
his servant, but he failed to punish Mattathias, 
who, with his five sons, fled to the mountains. 
They were soon joined by a host of desperate men, 
who preferred death to the service required by 
Antiochus. 

From that time, a struggle was waged unparalleled 
for heroism in history. “Mattathias died almost 
before it began, but his third son, Judas, took 
command of the insurgents and held aloft the 
standard of resistance to Antiochus. Knowing 
the country thoroughly, he was able to take posses- 
sion of defiles in which a handful of men could hold 
an army at bay. He was too astute to meet 
Antiochus in the open field, but he harassed the 
Syrian army, slaughtering detached divisions and 
inflicting severe losses. Soon, the enemy was so 
decimated and dispirited, that Judas felt strong 
enough to fight a pitched battle. The Syrian army 
was utterly routed and Judas marched in triumph 
to Jerusalem. The Temple was cleansed and the 
service of Jehovah resumed. Again and again did 
Antiochus invade the country, but the genius and 
courage of Judas drove him back in ignominious 
defeat. Once only, the Syrian forces penetrated 
to the walls of Jerusalem and in a fierce engage- 
ment in which the Jews were hepelessly outnum- 
dered, Hleazar, the youngest brother of Judas, 
was slain. But before an assault could be made 
on the walls, news reached the Syrian general from 
Antioch, the capital of Syria, which affected his 
interests more deeply than did the conquest of 
Jerusalem. His presence in Antioch was essential 
to his own fortunes and he was eager to return. 
He offered terms of peace which Judas gladly 
accepted and he departed, leaving the Jews in 
possession of their capital. The Syrian monarchs, 
however, were a persistent race, and were irritated 
at the opposition offered by so despicable an 
enemy. Once more, an attempt was made to 
subjugate the brave little people, and this time on 
a gigantic scale. In 161 B. C. a huge army was 
collected for the invasion of Judea, and in a des- 
Perate battle at Il’asa, near Bethoron, the Jews 
were defeated, and Judas, their valiant and heroic 
leader, one of the noblest characters in history, 
was slain. 


THE MACCABEAN BROTHERS 
Gloomy indeed was the situation of the Jewish 


people, bereft of their valiant leader and confronted 
by a powerful and victorious foe. The Syrid 
general believed that the spirit of the people w. 
broken and their subjugation secured. Never wy 
aman more mistaken. Jonathan, the youngest, 
the Maccabaean brothers, aided by his eldd 
brother, Simon, rallied the defeated army, ati 
falling suddenly on the Syrian camp, utter!

The advent of the third generation of the Hasmo- 

nhean house marked the beginning of a decadence 
as rapid as its rise. Aristobulus, the son of Hyr- 
canus, took the title of king, which was peculiarly 
offensive to the people, who clung to the doctrine 
that God alone was their king. - He and his brother, 
Alexander Jannaeus, who succeeded him, were 
men. of different mould from the sons of Mattathias. 
‘They had neither their ability nor their personal 
piety, and Jannaeus, especially was a man so 
dissolute as to make his appearance as High Priest 
a mockery. 
_ The influence of such a man as Janaaeus in the 
office of High Priest had a debasing effect on the 
nation. There could no Jonger be in any heart 
that. profound conviction that Israel was Gud’s 
chosen people, which had supported the sons of 
Mattathias and given power to their arms in their 
struggle. The God-fearing element could not 
exult in the extension of the national boundaries, 
or in the growing power and wealth of the nation, 
while vice flourished in the high places. Two 
great parties divided the people: the Sadducees, 
the aristocratic party, who believed that man had 
no life beyond the grave; and the Pharisees, whose 
veligion. soon became mechanical, a matter of 
forms and ceremonies. The old faith, the con- 
fidence in God, was nowhere to be found. This 
was the situation when a civil struggle precipitated 
a national crisis. 


ROMAN SUPREMACY 


- Alexander Jannaeus died in the year 78 B. C., 
leaving two sons. The elder, Hyrcanus, a man of 
weak character, and Aristobulus, a restless, am- 
pitious schemer. Hyrcanus succeeded, but in a 
short time Aristobulus had a sufficient following 
to wrest the government from his brother’s hands. 
Hyrcanus would have passed peacefully into 
oblivion had not persons interested in having a 
weak man on the Jewish throne offered him their 
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help. Prominent among these was Antipater, 
Governor of Idumea, the father of Herod t! 
Great. He encouraged Hyrcanus to resist his 
brother’s usurpation and raised an army to assist 
him. Soon the country was plunged in the horrors 
of civil war. The conflict was at its height when 
Pompey, the Roman General, appeared on the 
scene. He perceived that in the divided condition 
of the country, its conquest would be easy. He 
laid siege to Jerusalem in 65 B. C., and, after a 
fierce struggle, captured it. To the horror of 
picus Jews, the irreverent Gentile forced his way 
into the Holy of Holies to ascertain what it was 
that the Jews worshipped. He found it absolutely 
empty, and was not a little mystified at the dis- 
zovery. 

Unequal as the struggle with Syria had been, a 
century before, resistance had been successful, but 
now it was with the might of imperial Rome that 
the feeble and distracted Jewish nation would have 
had to contend, and it had no brave leaders like 
the Maccabees to raise the standard of revolt. 
The people sullenly submitted to the inevitable. 
Aristobulus was sent a captive to Rome, and 
Hyrcanus was restored to the High Priest’s office, 
with Antipater as his mentor. Gradually the 
mentor became the real ruler, and his son, Herod, 
by cultivating, on the one hand, the favor of Rome, 
and on the other the confidence of the Jews, soon 
attained the chief power. The country was stripped 
of the territory it had conquered and became an 
insignificant Roman province. Thus ended the 
kingdom established with so valiant and heroic a 
struggle by the Maccabees. It was an inglorious 
fall, but in the minds of the people the hope lived 
that when the Messiah of whom their prophets had 
written, appeared, he, like Judas Maccabaeus, 
would challenge the power of the oppressor and 
would restore the kingdom to Israel. The hope 
was most vivid when Jesus was born, ap@ if he 
would have consented to become a military chief, 
thousands would have flocked te his standard. 
His refusal exasperated the people, who would 
have ‘‘taken him by force and made him a king”. 


JEWISH SECTS AND THEIR BELIEFS 


BY GEORGE H. SANDISON, PH. D. 


I—THE SCRIBES 


Up to the close of the Babylonian captivity, the 
Jewish religion was not marked, as afterward, by 
sectarianism. In the post-exilian period, however, 
when the people found themselves once more in 
their native land, but with their glorious temple in 
ruins and public worship extinct, there grew up a 
deep national longing for the re-establishment of 
the Mosaic constitution, to which they were now, 
more than ever, reverently attached. The leaders 
in this agitation devoutly believed that unless the 
nation returned to the Lord, and to the faithful 
observance of the statutes of Moses and the 
prophets, the glory and grandeur of *he Jewish 


race could not be rehabilitated, and its destiny 
would remain forever unfulfilled. It was their 
mission to revitalize the religious life of the nation. 


‘This sentiment received wide encouragement. But 


the law was written in a language that had long 
ceased to be spoken. To the written command-: 
ments of the Pentateuch had been added many _ 
oral and traditional requirements. It was a 
necessity of the times that there should be a class 
of men, learned in the law and capable of inter- 
preting it with authority, and this class was found 
in the Scribes or Sopherim, under whose teaching, 
in the course of time, the ancient law—the Thorah 
—was so far re-established tbat it became once 
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more the statute book of the Jewish people and 
their guide in the affairs of daily life. Houses of 
Assembly were set up throughout the land for 
worship. and instruction, and in these the Scribes 
officiated. They embraced in their calling the 
Tanaim, or teachers of the law; the Amoraim, or 
doctors of the law (whose work is comprehended 
in the Talmud); the Saboraim, teachers who fol- 
lowed after the conclusion of the Talmud; and the 
Gaonim, or later doctors. Amid such a multiplicity 
of teachers, questions of casuistry arose, with the 
resultant differences of interpretation and opinion, 
Telative to the observance of the Sabbath, to various 
ceremonials and ordinances, and as to the tradi- 
tions. 


II—THE PHARISEES 


Among the religious sects or divisions which 
sprang into existence as the result of this conflict 
of opinion concerning matters of the law, the 
Pharisees were, in many respects, the most im- 
portant. Their name was derived from the Hebrew 
word, perushim [separatists]. After the Captivity, 
a certain number of those who had been most 
ardent in their advocacy of complete religious 
restoration, attached themselves to the tribe of 
Levi, the priesthood being the centre of the new 
national lite. These pious reformers, who reso- 


lutely oppused all Greek and Gentile influences, 
were identical with the Chasidim, who were dis- 
tinguished in the second century B. C. for the 
inspiration they gave to the heroic Maccabees. 
Later, their separatist ideas became pronounced, 
and they were known as Pharisees. They believed 
in the rigorous observante of the ancestral laws, 
and in separating themselves from the common 
people (Ezra 6. 21 and Nehemiah 9. 2 and 10. 28), 
and from whatsoever was Leyitically impure. 
Their sect attracted to itself not only students of 
the law, but many who were in sympathy with its 
doctrines. The Pharisees, by their system of 
“‘taboo,’”’ made themselves a sacred caste. Before 
being admitted to membership among the Chaberim 
or associates, each candidate was required to give 
pledge that he would set apart tithes on all the 
produce of his land; that he would eat nothing 
that had not been duly tithed; that he would avoid 
ceremonial pollution, rigidly observing all the laws 
relating to purity. He must not be the guest of an 
Am-ha-aretz {non-Pharisee] or receive him as a 
guest, and must have no dealings with Gentiles. 
From the earliest post-exilian period, the Pharisees 
represented the national orthodoxy of the Jewish 
people, whom they wished to realize that they were 
chosen as a holy and a priestly nation. They held 
that by study of the law, by careful self-prepara- 
tion and by pure living, anyone might occupy a 
position as important and influential as that of a 
priest, though he were not descended from Aaron. 
They were specially punctilious with regard to the 
Sabbath, as to meals, journeyings, sacrifices, etc., 
their repasts on that day, and on other holy days 
haying a sacrificial character, like that of the 
Passover. They emphasized fore-ordination, and 
Implicitly believed that as long as they kept 
faithful to their trust as guardians of the ancient

laws and customs, not only would they themselvy 
be divinely protected, but the holy heritage 
the nation would be impregnable. They liv« 
temperately, seeking neither riches nor pleasun 
and holding, as declared in the Talmud, thd 
“he who acquires a knowledge of the divine lay 
acquires for himself life in the world to come.’’ ] 
their beliefs there was much that was at once nobij 
and inspirational. This life they held to be a condd 
tion of probation, in which man was to a grea 
extent master of his own destiny. That tha 
believed in a future state and a resurrection, | 
evident from their comment and interpretatic 
of the law and the. traditions, though the doctrizit 
could not be found in the law itself. For mar 
generations they were held in high respect by tk 
Jewish people, but their doctrine ultimateb 
degenerated into a cold and selfish formalism 
abounding in minute and often absurd observance 
and regulations, and with a selfish assumption « 
superior virtue and a harsh judgment of othes 
that made them less popular. Their numbers,

IV—THE ESSENES

-ascetics, whose origin is not definitely known, even

named after them; yet their doctrines seemed 


never to have been popular among the Jews. The 
sect is not even mentioned in the New Testament; 


put considerable light is shed upon their creed 


and practices by the early authoritative religious 
writers. They were celibates and semi-monastics, 
living in great austerity. They rejected the Temple 
sacrifices and abhorred the use of animals for that 
purpose. They believed in the transmigration of 


_ souls, and held other tenets derived, it is supposed,

from the Persians. They were strict vegetarians. 
In their regard for the law and for ceremonial 
purity, they outrivalled the Pharisees. They 
were credited with being 
visionaries and with the possession of prophetic 
powers. Moses was to them a holy prophet and 
his inspired law their sacred rule. They subdued 
all fleshly lusts and passions, and by leading pure 
lives, sought to come into such communion with 
Deity that they might receive the gifts of prophecy 
and miracles. They lived in isolated communities, 
tilled the ground, herded their flocks, raised bar 
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A Cor. 7th chapter, and other passages). 


things they had in common. They abjured all 
pleasures, denounced war and slavery, and refused 
earthly distinctions. They believed in the im- 
mortality of the soul, but not in a bodily resurrec- 
tion. They rose before sunrise. They prayed 
together, then/labored till noon; then washed, and 
putting on white garments, sat down to a common 
sacramental meal. After the meal, all returned, 
put off the white robes and resumed their labor 
till evening, when all again dined together as before. 
On the Sabbath, which they observed scrupu- 
lously, they were instructed in the ordinances in 
classes. Their ranks were recruited from the 
children of the Jewish communities. By the Jews 
generally the Essenes were rejected as a fraternity 
of suspicious mystics, to be discouraged, yet many 
of their doctrines were recognized as true and 
useful. Though not mentioned by the Saviour by 
name, they were referred to, not without approval, 
as “those who abstain from marriage for the king- 
dom of heayen’s sake’? (Matt. 19: 12. See alse 
Like 
them, the early Christians sold their lands and 
houses, and lived in community, and John the 
Baptist, in his ascetic life, clearly followed some of 
their teachings. Still, it cannot be said that the 
sect exerted any marked influence upon Christian- 
ity, since so many of their tenets were absolutely 
opposed to the spirit and letter of the Christian 
doctrine. “When the Essenes at last withdrew 
themselves from the body of the Jewish people, 
they settled on the shores of the Dead Sea. A few 
of their descendants still remained as late as the 
fifth century, A. D. 


V—THE ZHALOTS 


At a time when oppression weighed most heavily 
upon the Jews, about 27 B. C., the Zealots came 
into existence as a nationalistic party, combining 
intense patriotism with a fervent zeal for the law, 
They refused to recognize any human authority, 
and adopted as a watchword, ‘‘No Lord but Je- 
hovah; no tax but that of the Temple; no friend 
but the Zealots.’’ Their leader, Judas of Galilee, 
aimed to become a second Judas Maccabaeus. 
His death is referred to in Acts 5. 37. The Zealots 
absorbed the Galileans, a sect which was charged 
by Josephus with causing much sedition and 
trouble in the Jewish nation. The Galileans taught 
that all foreign control was unscriptural, and they 
would neither acknowledge nor pray for foreign 
princes. Their successors, the Zealots, emphasized 
and broadened these principles. Josephus styled 
them the ‘‘fourth sect of Jewish philosophy,” and 
they were famed for their undying love of liberty, 
their contempt of danger and their splendid cour- 
age. After the death of Judas, his sons successively 
became the leaders, and they, being slain, were in 
turn succeeded by Eleazar, a descendant of Judas. 
The feats of valor done by the Zealots are preserved 
in Jewish history. They resisted the Roman power 
to the utmost, and opposed the census. Holding 
to the principal religious tenets of the Pharisees, 
they added an implacable hatred of the Gentile 
power, refused to pay tribute and defied the 
Roman governors. They looked for an earthly 
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Messiah, who would restore the glory of Israel, and 
their adherents endeavored to persuade Jesus, 
early in his ministry, to ally himself with them. 
Simon, one of his disciples, was originally a Zealot. 
The Zealots were ultimately exterminated by 
Rome, about 6 or 7 A. D. 


VI—THE NAZARITES 


The Nazarites, who derived their name from 
the Hebrew word ‘Nazir’ [separated | were (1) 
those individuals of either sex who were, in infancy, 
devoted by their parents to the Lord, and (2) those 
who by their own voluntary act, placed them- 
selves under a solemn vow to God, either for life 
or for a certain period. By the Jews themselves, 
the order was regarded.as being of Divine institu- 
tion (seé Numbers, 6th chapter). They were also 
known as ‘‘the crowned ones,’’ from the fact that 
the distinguishing badge of the sect was a profuse 
mass of hair, which was regarded as ornamental, 
and. the cutting or shaving of which would have 
been accounted as defilement. This custom dated 
back beyond the sojourn in the desert and has 
been thought by some to be of Egyptian origin. 


PROVING THE OLD TESTAMENT 


BY REV. T. F. WRIGHT, PH. D. 


The way by which one may prove the truth of 
the Old Testament history can be best shown by 
an illustration. Suppose that a book comes into 
our hands for the first time. We examine it, and 
observe the title to be, ‘“‘Guide to London.” Ina 
doubtful state of mind we say ‘‘I have never seen 
London, and how do I know that there is such a 
place; and how do I know that all that is said here 
about it is true?’”’ There is a friend standing by 
who knows London well, and knows the book to 
be a reliable guide, and he says: ‘“‘You can prove 
that book by taking passage for London, and 
going up and down the streets as they are laid out 
on this map, and visiting the buildings which are 
described.” Suppose that his advice be taken and 
the journey made. At every turn the book is 
verified, and you come home and say: ‘‘I know that 
every word of it is true; the London in that book 
and the London which I have seen exactly corre- 
spond.’’ 

Now, the Old Testament is a book naming very 
many countries and towns and telling what was 
done there. It describes many places over which 
you can walk with the Bible as your guide. It tells 
of cities, and you can visit them—Jerusalem, 
Damascus, Hebron, Tyre. ‘‘But,” some one may 
ask, “‘can we visit most of the places? Are they 
not destroyed?” The answer is easy, that, though 
destroyed, they can still be visited if we have the 
patience to dig into the ruins. 

For example, the little hill called Teil-es-Safi. 
Tell means a hill made of or containing ruins, 
Think of a town standing on a little eminence three 
thousand years ago! Its houses were built of 
bricks of mud dried in the sun. The size of these

Special care was takenn 
to avoid participation in any ceremony involvingg 
contact with the dead. Many took the vow fort 
life; others renewed it again and again for a fixedd 
period. At different times, the number of Naza- 
rites were considerable. John the Baptist andi 
James the Just, according to tradition, weree 
Nazarites, and it is recorded that St. Paul joined 
himself to them for a time while he sojourned ati 
Jerusalem.

- yielded at once, but Lachish held out two days. 

_ That it had a very strong position we can see at 
once, and what a wall it must have had! 

Indeed, Lachish once stood a long siege that is 
described on a great slab of stone fouad by Layard 
in the palace of Sennacherib, the mighty king of 
Assyria. That siege is also referred to in 2 Chron- 
icles 32. 9, where we read that Sennacherib besieged 
Lachish “with all his power;” and there the king 
was directing the siege when he sent his messengers 
to Hezekiah to demand the surrender of Jerusalem, 

- 2 Kings 18. 17. 

‘The question may be raised as to how we know, 
when there were several towns on one hill, what 
remains represent the Lachish of Joshua’s time and 
what the Lachish of Hezekiah’s time. The age of 
the layers can be approximately told from the 

' objects found, but especially from the fragments 
of pottery, which passed through marked stages 
of development. Professor Flinders Petrie has 
made a specialty of the study of pottery, and is 
‘called ‘‘King of Pots’ among archaeologists. Of 
course, writing is the most definite indication of 
date, and a very little writing is worth a great 

~ many other objects. 

Lachish yielded, about thirty feet below the 
present surface, a little lump of clay, at first mis- 

_. taken for a stone, but seen by washing to be a 
tablet covered with writing. The characters are 
the wedge-shaped Babylonian. ‘This letter was an 
appeal for help to be given to Lachish by the king 

' of Egypt, because of a sudden invasion of an 
enemy who was besieging Lachish and ravaging 

- its fields. But the enemy was too quick, and the 

- letter never left Lachish until after it had been 

_ written more than three thousand years. It was 
found by Dr. F. J. Bliss, of the Palestine Explora- 
tion Fund, and was handed over by him to the 
museum at Constantinople. 

* But of all the two hundred ¢ells in Palestine only 

a half dozen have been excavated, and those not 

_ thoroughly, so that, instead of having exhausted 

this means of proving the Old Testament, we have 

really only begun. 

Of course, the chief interest centres in Jerusalem, 
and for most of its history it was built of stone and 
was walled with great stones. Instead of occupy- 
ing a single hill it covered four, and thus it cannot 
be excavated as Lachish was. Moreover, the old 
ground is mostly covered with buildings of the 
present era. What then can we do? We can do 
three things. 

We can find a -clue somewhere and follow it 
along, laying bare old walls which have not seen 
- the light for centuries. That was done by Dr. 


Bliss, who went down upon the hill of Zion about 
twenty feet, and laid bare an ancient ‘‘tower,” as 
the Bible calls it. Perhaps we should call it a 
“pastion,’’ or projecting structure strengthening 
and also defending the wall. This south wall, a 
part of which is exposed, was that which Nehemiah 
described, and along which he went in his night 
ride (chapter 2. 12-16). Dr. Bliss followed it all 
along for half a mile, and found gates and streets 
and drains, every one of which must be followed up. 

Another thing can be done in Jerusalem. A 
shaft can be sunk into the debris of centuries, 
which has accumulated in the deeper places. Such 
a shaft was sunk just outside the present wall 
near its south-eastern angle. As the shaft de- 
scended, galleries were run to the wall to learn if 


its bottom had been reached, but the bottom was 


not reached until the shaft had gone down eighty 
feet, and then the lowest course was found with 
the red paint put on by the Phoenician masons 
still bright. Many more such shafts are needed. 
Yet one other way of proving the accounts of 
the greatness of the city in the day of Solomon lies 
in water passages cut through the rock, which men 
have explored at peril of their lives, finding in the 
Siloam conduit an inscription showing where the 
workmen met from either end. This was in the 
days of Hezekiah, of whom it is written that ‘“‘he 
made a pool and a conduit and brought water 
into the city,” 2 Kings 20. 20, with Nehemiah 3. 16. 


This work of excavation, which is nearly all in 


the future, will be the proof of the Bible as a guide- 
book, and this is as true of the other Bible lands as 
of Palestine. All hold treasure concealed long and 
needed now to prove the Old Testament. In Baby- 
lonia an enormous work is being carried on and 
records are accumulating at a rapid rate. Clay 
cylinders, tablets and slabs, all are closely written 
over and can be read, only it will take much time 
to assort and separate them. Receipts, agree- 
ments to buy or sell, deeds of real estate, and the 
like, are of little importance and need not be 
published. What is wanted is the general history, 
the accounts of the lives of the kings, the stories 
of their wars with Palestine, and all that directly 
corroborates our Scriptures. 

A place which interests us much is Ur of the 
Chaldees, the birthplace of Abraham, mentioned 
in Genesis 11: 28-31. The present view has a 
different look from that of the Palestine tells, be- 
cause the walls were so high and strong and the 
climate so dry, that portions of the wall crop out 
on the surface. The explorer has no difficulty 
therefore in getting to work, but he has heavier 
work and must move great quantities of sand. 
This excavation has lately begun under Dr. Banks. 

The easiest digging of all is in Egypt, and other 
difficulties are less, so that this great task of recov- 
ering the past and verifying the Bible will probably 
be finished there first. Professor Petrie has traced. 
the Egyptians from the beginning, when the people 
used flint instruments only. Then came a race 
tilling the soil, then a race knowing metals; and 
then a period of decay set in, and what he calls the 
“first cycle”. was completed. Next came a “‘race 
from the Red Sea,’ whose first king was Mena, 
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and Petrie has found his tomb and body. Some 
account of all this is given in the Report of the 
Egyptian Exploration Fund for 1900. Some of the 
earliest attempts in art are most interesting. 

Long after Mena the Israelites were in Egypt, 
and here belongs the hard face of Rameses II., who 
was the oppressor of Israel. His body, found a 
few years since, lies in the museum at Cairo, and 
confirms, by its very look, the account of the hard 
master who set taskmasters over the children of 
Israel, and compelled the people to build for him the 
forts or treasure cities of Pithom and Raamses. 

Not only has the body of Pharaoh been found, 
but we can go to the treasure city of Pithom, 
mentioned in Exodus 1. 11, and see the thick walls 
built of both kinds of brick, with and without 
straw. 

A very striking Egyptian confirmation of 
Scripture has been found at a place called Tah- 
panhes. Jeremiah, when forced to go to Egypt 
with the Jewish fugitives, declared that they 
would not be thus saved from the Babylonians and 
that the king of Babylon would some day place 
his throne or some flat stones which the prophet 
placed in front of the Temple. Many of Jeremiah’s 
prophecies were given in this graphic way. No 
one believed in the prophecy, but the king did 
come and do as Jeremiah predicted in chapter 
forty-third. Now this pavement has been found, 
and we can go and stand upon it. 

As we find that the earliest races did not have 
writing and did not build the great structures, the 
Tuins of which remain, there cannot be the same 
mode of proof of the early chapters of Genesis as 
of the rest of the Old Testament; but there is a 
proof, and it is the tradition of all races that in 
their far past lies an Eden, ‘‘a delight,”” when men 
Were at peace and life was childlike and innocent; 
this tradition was strongly held by Chaldeans, 
Phoenicians, Phrygians, Persians, Indians, Chinese 
and Mexicans, and is distinctly set forth by the 
Greek poet Hesiod, in his Works and Days, and by 
the Latin poet Ovid in his Fables. ‘Of their own 
accord, without laws, they practiced faith and 
rectitude. Punishment, and the fear of it, did not 
exist. All were in safety. Mortals knew no shores 
beyond their own. The minds of men enjoyed an 
easy tranquility. The earth of itself produced 
everything. It was eternal spring, and gentle 
zephyrs caressed the flowers.”

THE DISCUSSION 


“1. The Sunday school is a school with one text- 


book— the Holy Scriptures; therefore, the Sunday- 
school teacher must use the Bible. Whatever 
other works he consults, his final authority is the 
Bible. Whatever helps he employs, they must be, 
in every case, helps to the better understanding 
and use of the Word of God. 

2. This is the more evident when one considers 
the relation of the truth as revealed in the Holy 
Scriptures to the work of the Holy Spirit in the 
hearts and lives of men. No man can say in what 
way or how far the Spirit of God acts immediately 
upon the human spirit without the intervention 
of revealed truth, nor to what extent other truth 
not found in the Bible, but set forth in nature and 
in the constitution of man, has its influence in 
promoting the gracious work of God in the human 
soul; but this much is plainly set forth in the book 
of divine revelation: The processes of divine 
grace in the life of man are performed through the 
truth of God as contained in the written Word 
of God. 

Tt is the word of God that ‘‘auickens” the soul 
(Ps. 119: 50). It is the “entrance” of the word of 
God that giveth “light” (Ps. 119: 130). The word 
is the “‘sword of the Spirit’? (Eph. 6: 17) which 
Christ used with the adversary in the wilderness 
(Matt. 4: 1, 7, 10). It is the “Jaw of the Terd’s 


(6) He should illustrate | 


that is ‘‘perfect, converting the soul,” (Ps. 19: 7). 
It is the “word of God which effectually worketh 
also in you that believe” (I. Thes. 2: 13). It is the 
word of God which is able to build up believers 
and to give them ‘‘an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified,’ (Acts 20: 32). Through the 
“exceeding great and precious promises’’ of the 
Word, believers are made ‘‘partakers of the 
divine nature” (II. Pet. 1: 4). Spiritual enlarge- 
ment comes from running in the way of God’s 
commandments (Ps. 119: 32). 


If God’s Word be so goodly and mighty a thing 
as these scriptures declare, no wonder that they 
who knew best its source and mission should 
account the truth it contains like ‘‘seed’’ (Luke 
8: 11), like a “sword” (Heb. 4: 12), like a ‘‘fire” 
and a “hammer” (Jer. 23: 29), like “rain” and 
“dew”? (Deut. 32: 2), like “honey” and the ‘“‘honey- 
comb” (Ps. 19: 10), like ‘‘silver’” (Ps. 12: 6), like 
“‘sold” (Ps. 19: 10), like ‘“‘thousands of gold and 
silver’ (Ps. 119: 72), and, finally, like ‘‘all riches” 
(Ps. 119: 14). No wonder that the Psalmist made 
it his song in the house of his pilgrimage (Ps. 119: 
54), and that his delight was in the law of the 
Lord, in which he meditated day and night (Ps. 
1: 2). No wonder that we are exhorted to take 
earnest heed what we hear (Mark 4:24), and how 
we hear (Luke 8: 18). No wonder that earnest 
Jews searched the Scriptures (John 5: 39), and 
that the Bereans were commended as being ‘‘more 
noble than those in Thessalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readiness of mind, and 
searched the Scriptures daily” (Acts 17: 11). 


3. It is this wonderful Word which the Sunday- 
school teacher, as one of the servants and officers 
of thé church, must use in all his work. Parents 
at home, like the mother of Timothy (II. Tim. 
1: 5; 3: 15) men like Aquila; women like Priscilla, 
in their own places of abode (Acts 28: 26),—all 
church members, from apostles and prophets to 
deacons and unofficial disciples, are to set forth 
the word of life. Here among divinely called and 
appointed teaching-disciples stand the Sunday- 
school teachers. 


4. But since it is the “church of the living God,” 
(I. Tim. 3: 15) in which the teacher serves, he 
may trust in divine aid. ‘Not by might, nor by 
power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts” 
(Zech. 4: 6). And the best use to which the 
Sunday-school teacher can put his Bible is to find 
in it doctrine and promise on which he can rest. 

5. In the use of his Bible the Sunday-school 
teacher must remember that while his work is 
spiritual, and dependent upon divine co-opera- 
tion, he is to observe all natural laws of teaching 
which are based upon a wise human psychology. 
By the best. processes of instruction, which repre- 
sent the most advanced thought of modern edu- 
cators, the Sunday-school teacher must use his 
text-book in gaining access to his pupils, winning 
and holding their attention, exciting curiosity, 
eliciting questions and statements of their own, 
training memory, encouraging rigid analysis, 
developing self-activity and self-application. In 
the use of his Bible the Sunday-schocl teacher 
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should seek to be at his human best in his personal 
qualifications and in his method of work. 

6. It will, therefore, easily appear that there 
is a twofold use to be made of the Bible by the 
Sunday-school teacher, the one personal and the 
other professional. He must know, and be 
possessed by, the truth; and he must be able 
rightly to divide and wisely to apply it. The 
first is necessary to the second. 

7. As a means to this the teacher must under- 
stand the relation of the personal. Christ to the 
Scriptures. Are they not the ‘‘word of Christ?” 
(Col. 8: 16). Old Trapp says: ‘“‘The Babe of 
Bethlehem is wrapped up in the swathing bands 
of both Testaments.” The whole book is full of 
him. He is the keystone of the arch; the heart 
of the Holy Scriptures; the Sun of righteousness 
among the planets that shine in Psalms, Prophets, 
Gospels, and Epistles. ‘The teacher begins the 
proper use of Scriptures when he begins with 
Christ. Since the teacher rightly handling the 
Word is bringing Christ to his pupils, with what 
loving tenderness, what scrupulous care, what 
holy reverence, should he use it! 

8. There is another feature of the divine revela- 
tion to man which the Sunday-school teacher 
must remember. Not only does Christ dwell in 
the Word which the teacher is to use, but Christ 
may dwell in the heart of the teacher himself. 
He may sit before his class with the Word of 
Christ in his hand, and with the very life and 
personal force of Christ in his heart. Here is the 
Sunday-school teacher’s best preparation for using 
his Bible. He not only knows, he zs. 

9. Among the effects of such use of the Bible 
as one makes who finds Christ in it and draws 
Christ from it into his own life, will be ry peculiar 
earnestness; an ardent love for the pupil, a love 
for the very soul life, regardless of social position, 
personal attraction, or intellectual gifts; so that 
no stone will be left unturned, no page or text will 
be left unexamined, no device unemployed, for the 
. bringing of Christ and the redeemed soul together. 

10. Certain important facts are to be remem- 
bered by the teacher, lest he be too easily dis- 
heartened in his great work. 

(1) The Bible is in one sense a human book, 
and there are many human marks about it. The 
divine treasure has been given to us in earthen 
vessels. God has revealed himself through human 
eyes and ears, intellect and hearts, tongues and 
pens. The book is God’s book, but he has used 
men in the making and completing of it, and by 
this process man is immensely helped, and is still 
further to be helped, as the original gift of God 
in the most ancient tongues is gradually unveiled 
and set forth through human investigation and 
scholarship. 

(2) The Bible is full of difficulties—the ancient 
languages—the references to almost obsolete 
usages, the idiosyncrasies of the Bible writers, 
the Oriental imagery employed, the divine inter- 
positions in miraculous deeds, the mysteries of 
divine providence, the severities and apparent 
cruelties of the divine administration, the gross 
inconsistencies of certain Scripture characters, 


whose lives are recorded, and who, in spite of tha} 
sins, receive proof in words and in official promy 
tion of the divine commendation. Again, t# 
Bible is, in fact, a book so different from the iddé 
revelation. It is not at all a systematic and can 

fully classified series of plain and applied principled 
It is a book of ancient history, full of hard nama¢ 
indefinite chronologies, unattractive genealogid( 
bloody battles and transactions, some of which) 
is painful and almost impossible to read to lit 

children. The Sunday-school teacher in Th 
casual and professional reading, in his converss 
tion in parlor and class, must meet these embad 
Tassments. He cannot refuse to consider the¢ 
as unworthy of his notice. What shall he do? | 

(3) The old commentator Trapp says, co) 
cerning the difficulties of Scripture, ‘‘Plain plac, 
therein are for our nourishment, hard places fff 
our exercise.’”’ The Bible as a true history } 
tugged times must reflect the features of the agg 
it represents. It was not meant to be ‘‘an eaal 
book.” ‘To the man who really desires to kno) 
love, and obey the truth, there are no insti 
mountable obstacles in the Holy Scripture 
Difficulties that there appear speedily vaniij 
before his spirit of surrender to the will of Ga 
“If any man will do his will,” saith the Chris 
“he shall know the doctrine, whether it be of Go 
or whether I speak of myself,” (John 7: 17). 

11. Let us therefore present certain rules 
govern the teacher in his use of the Bible: : 

(1) It will at once appear that the most impop 
ant work of the teacher is to present to his pupiii 
with much urgency, the spiritual and ethic 
claims of the book. They must accept Christ | 
their righteousness, but they themselves for thi 
reason must be righteous. 
__ (2) The teacher may find in the Bible abundaal 
illustrations of the true principles and methods | 
teaching; processes adepted by patriarchs, prophed 
and apostles, in the proclaiming, upholding, applik 
ing, and enforcing of truth; plans for arresting au} 
Tiveting attention; for illuminating doctrine. aii 
ethics; for answering objections; for enlightenizi 
and quickening the conscience; for exciting feaq 
kindling desire, and bringing to decision. 
fundamental teaching process finds clear ani 
attractive illustration somewhere in this greg 
text-book, so “‘profitable for doctrine, for reproos 
for correction, for instruction in righteousness 
(I. Tim. 3: 16). In Jesus we have the perfecticid 
of teaching. To understand him, to master bk 
methods, to possess his spirit, is to become }| 
teacher of the highest order. Therefore let tlt 
Sunday-school teacher use his Bible to gath! 
from it lessons in teaching, and especially from tl 
great Model. Study carefully every word he use 
every conversation he conducted, every figure 
speech, every method of arresting attention, ever 
argument, every reference to his own times, ali 
every quotation which he made from the O: 
Testament. 

(3) The teacher must study his Bible ind! 
pendently, going to it alone before consultini 
commentaries or other human helps. The appetii 
for the truth will be whetted, intellectual freshneid 
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and vigor increased, and with enlarged capacity 

he will turn to the library for the help which other 
men have provided. 

(4) The teacher must study his Bible systemat- 
ically. He must, first of all, collate every passage 

from the entire book bearing upon the subjeci in 

hand, all parallel accounts of the same events, 

Iniracles, conversations, sermons, with all inci- 
dental references. This will form his body of 

piblical authority. He should then critically 

analyze the text material thus provided, by some 

_ such series of questions as the following: 

_ First. Some person here writes, and he writes 
to or for some other person or persons. Who 
writes? To whom? He writes concerning some 
“person or persons, meaning or referring to them. 

_ Who are they? What do we know about them? 

Second. These persons speaking, acting, writing, 
or written to, named, orsimplyreferred to, musthave 
lived in some country, city, or other locality 
Named or implied. Where are the places of this 
lesson—the topographical elements of it? Can 
we find them on the map? What can we find out 

about them—their connection with other biblical 
events, and the accounts given of them by travelers? 

Third. All persons who here sustain a relation 
to place, also sustain a relation to time. There- 
fore we ask: When did these people in these 
places do or say the things here recorded? Or 

when were they recorded? What references do 
we find here to days, hours, seasons, festivals, 

* months, years? 

_ Fourth. And now we come to the historical 
questions. What things are here written con- 

‘cerning these persons, in these places, at these 
times? What did they do? What did they say? 
Who had the most to say or do? How far did the 
words or acts of one person or class of persons 
influence the words or acts of other persons intro- 
- duced in this scripture? 

Fifth. Through this passage, biographical, his- 
‘torical, didactic, runs a divine thought. There 
‘are some direct teachings or truths to be inferred, 

concerning God, man, sin, personal character, the 
past, the present, the future.. What are these 
teachings or doctrines? 

Sixth. All this history, biography, doctrine, has 
an ethical significance and design. It is intended 
in some way to lay down laws of practical life. 
There are here some duties specifically stated or 
easily inferred, which every student of Scripture 

“should be able to know and obey. What are these 
duties? For the teacher? For the pupil? 

Seventh. All ancient history, especially that 
which records an extinct civilization, is sure to 
contain many things which are obscure and which 
perplex the student—references to obsolete cus- 
toms, to eccentricities of conduct and government, 
to relations of individuals, and to administration of 
divine government. There occur verbal and gram- 
matical difficulties in the text, apparent discrep- 
ancies of various kinds, affecting the very founda- 
tions of faith. What are these difficulties? What 
added difficulties are likely to present themselves 

“to the youthful student, who, hearing of them from 


irreverent skeptics, may come to his teacher at 
any time with his hard questions? 

(5) The teacher having then analyzed his lesson, 
and having transferred the whole subject to his own 
mind, that he may have it well in hand for further 
study, should again and again look at it from the 
point of view occupied by his pupils. A vivid con- 
ception of their condition and necessities will 
present the subject to his own mind in a new light. 
He should therefore form the habit of thinking 


‘intently and sympathetically upon each scholar 


in his class, his home life, hindrances, faults, perils, 
most immediate need, and then review the already 
carefully prepared lesson with this thought burning 
in his heart: ‘How shall I make this lesson most 
profitable to this pupil?” 

(6) The teacher must employ the illustrative 
element in his class work. The open eyes of wide- 
awake youth must be arrested, the imagination 
stimulated. Objects, incidents, comparisons, 
similes, metaphors, parables, facts of this busy 
everyday world, historical anecdotes, mental 
pictures, must be employed to place the truth 
vividly and attractively before the learner. 

(7) The Sunday-school teacher, like all success- 
ful teachers, must master the ‘art of questioning. 
This is necessary to find out what the scholar 
knows; to stimulate his desire to know more; to 
give him knowledge by making him seek it; and 
finally, to test the teacher’s own work. Attention 
is necessary to success in teaching and in learning, 
and attention which is simply the stretching of 
the pupil’s mind with desire and purpose, will 
break out into numberless questions. When this 
end is attained, the success of the teacher is 
assured. 

(8) The teacher should awaken within the pupil, 
first, an interest in the subject matter of the 
lesson for the ensuing Sabbath, an interest suffi- 
cient to secure some advance preparation; and 
second, an interest in his own spiritual and eternal 
welfare that he may apply to his heart and life the 
truths which he finds. 

12. To save his scholars from all evil, by leading 
them to know Christ, in whom abides all good; 
to develop within them, through the divine grace 
and truth, the love of God and the love of men; 
to make conscience tender and intelligent, faith 
simple and strong, the will prompt and firm, and 
the outward life consistent and useful,—this is the 
varied and divine mission of the Sunday-school 
teacher. That he may do his work well the teacher 
must be a Christian in experience as well as in 
profession; a consistent Christian in life and 
deportment; a Christian teacher in life and tact, 
and a Christian friend in sympathy and helpful- 
ness.. What he is and does will be a living proof 
of the truth he teaches, and he may then say in 
all sincerity and humility to those who are under 
his care, ‘Follow me as I follow Christ.”

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“common. people,” as the title indicates, was made 
about the year 400 A. D. It is the standard Bible 
of the Roman Catholic Church. It was the first 
book ever printed. 4. The ‘‘Authorized Version”’ 
of the Holy Scriptures—the English translation 
otherwise known as “‘the King James Bible,” and 
that which is now in common use— was undertaken 
in 1607, and first published in 1611. The Revised 
Version of the King James Bible, ‘‘set forth A. D. 
1611,” was published in 1881. This is a revision 
of the translation called the ‘‘Authorized Version,”’ 
and not a new translation. 

In A. D. 1250 the Holy Scriptures were divided 
into chapters by Cardinal Hugo de Sancto Caro. 
The division into verses, as we find the arrange- 
ment today, was made about the year 1550 by 
Robert Stevens, a printer of Paris, who executed 
the task while making a horseback journey from 
Lyons to Paris. In 1557 the first versified New 
Testament in English was published. This was 
followed in 1560 by the publication of the entire 
Bible in this form. 


PECULIARITIES OF CHAPTERS 


The Bible is divided into 1,189 chapters, of 
which number 929 belong to the Old Testament 
and 260 to the New. Calling the Psalms chapters, 
for the sake of convenience, the 117th Psalm is the 
yaiddle chapter of the Bible. The number of this 
chapter among the 1,189 is 595, so that both before 
and after it there are 594 chapters. It is at once a 
singular and an interesting fact that this chapter 
is the middle and the shortest chapter in the Bible. 
It consists of 2 verses, which contain 33 words, 
numbering 133 letters. Further than this, it is 
interesting to know that the longest chapter in 
the Bible, the 119th Psalm, and the shortest, are 
separated by only one intervening number. It 
would almost seem that the occurrence of the 
shortest chapter in the middle of the Bible were a 
matter of set purpose. 

The 119th Psalm consists of 176 verses. It is 
divided into 22 sections of 8 verses each. The 
letters of the Hebrew alphabet form the captions, 
or titles, of the several sections. ‘The entire compo- 
sition contains, including the titles mentioned, 
2,445 words, numbering 10,146 letters. 

The longest chapter in the Bible, exclusive of 
the 119th Psalm, is the 7th of Numbers. It contains 
89 verses, numbering 1,939 words. Under the 
caption ‘‘Verses’” may be found some interesting 
observations concerning the versification of this 
chapter. 

Only 3 chapters of the Bible contain as many as 
80 verses each. They are, Numbers, chapter 7, 89; 
1 Chronicles, chapter 6, 81; St. Luke, chapter 1, 80 
verses. 

The 29th chapter of Job is the middle chapter 
of the Old Testament. Its number among the 929 
chapters is 465, so that there are 464 chapters both 
before and after it. 

The 13th chapter of Romans is the 130th chapter 

| of the New Testament. There being 260 chapters 
in the book, this chapter forms the last one in the 
first half of it. 

There are 14 chapters in the Bible whose contents 


are not summarized, namely, the 11th to the 24tl 
chapters, inclusive, of the book of Proverbs. Thera 
are no chapter headings. These chapters treat op 
“moral virtues, and their contrary vices.” 
The 2ist chapter of Acts ends with a commaa 
the subject-matter remaining unbroken by tha 
introduction of the succeeding chapter. . This is 
the only chapter in the Bible that does not ena 
with a period. This chapter is peculiar, moreover: 
in that it is not paragraphed. | 
Two chapters of the Bible are nearly alikee 
namely, 2 Kings 19 and Isaiah 37. The former isi 
divided into 37, the latter into 38, verses, verse 1&4 
of the former constituting verses 15 and 16 of tha 
latter. There are 16 verses which read precisely 
alike in both chapters. 
The New Testament is composed, as has beer 
stated, of 260 chapters. Observe that this is exactly. 
5 times 52, the number of weeks, and accordingly. 
5 times the number of Sundays in the year. By, 
reading 5 chapters on each and every Sunday ona 
would therefore accomplish the reading of tha 
New Testament in just one year. Subtracting tha 
52 Sundays from the 365 days in the year leaves 
313 secular or ‘‘week”’ days. Now, the Old Testa: 
ment contains 929 chapters. Accordingly, by: 
reading 3 chapters on each and every week dayy 
beginning with the first week day in January, ona 
would complete the Old Testament on Decembe=| 
28, two chapters only remaining to be read on thaa 
day. If it were a leap year, the reading would bea 
finished on December 27. The same result, how-j 
ever, would attend the reading of 3 chapters on 
the week days and 5 on Sundays without confining: 
one’s self to the order above mentioned concerning# 
the two Testaments. 
There is a striking similarity between the 14th} 
and the 53rd Psalms. Psa. 40. 13-17 and the 70tk} 
Psalm read almost exactly the same. Psalms 577) 
60, and 108 are strikingly similar in many passagesig 
The 119th Psalm has marked peculiarities, tc 
some of which allusion has already been made. TI) 
remains to be said, however, that each of the 17¢¢ 
verses comprising this composition begins with} 
the same Hebrew letter which designates thal 
division to which it belongs. Further than thisi¢ 
in this Psalm ‘“‘the divine oracles are set forth unde 
ten different characteristic and descriptive terms¢ 
namely, testimonies, commandments, 
word, law, ways, j 
statutes. But five verses occur in the whole Psalm 
(the Jews say but one verse 122) in which one o> 
other of these words does not occur.’—F. 
Hibbard. 
In the Revised Version of the Bible the: 19tl 
chapter of John, which is the 1,016th chapter o: 
the volume, is composed of 1,016 words. 


PECULIARITIES OF VERSES 


The text of the Bible is divided into 31,109 
verses. The Old Testament contains 23,144 
verses, the New Testament 7,957. 

The middle verse of the Bible is Psa. 103.22 
that is, among 31,101 it is verse 15,551. Tha 
middle verse of the Old Testament is 2 Chronit 
18.30, and of the New Testament, Acts 7.7. 
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__The shortest verse in the Bible is, “Jesus wept,” 
John 11. 35. It embraces two words, numbering 
9 letters. 

The shortest verse in the Old Testament is 

1 Chron. 1.25. It contains 3 words, aggregating 
_ 12 letters, and reads thus: ‘‘Eber, Peleg, Reu.” 
~ The longest. verse in the Bible is Esth. 8. 9. 

It consists of 90 words, numbering 426 letters, 

and reads as follows: ‘“Then were the king’s scribes 

‘called at that time in the third month, that is, 
the month Sivan, on the three and twentieth day 
thereof; and it was written according to all that 
"Mordecai commanded unto the Jews, and to the 
lieutenants, and the deputies and rulers of the 
provinces which are from India unto Ethiopia, 

an hundred and twenty and seven provinces, 

unto every province according to the writing 
thereof, and unto every people after their language, 
and to the Jews according to their writing, and 
according to their language.” 
- The longest verse in the New Testament is 
Rey. 20.4. It embraces 68 words, aggregating 

284 letters, and reads thus: ‘And I saw thrones, 
and they sat upon them, and judgment was given 

unto them: and I saw the souls of them that were 

beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and ‘for the 
word of God, and which had not worshipped the 
beast, neither his image, neither had received 

‘his mark upon their foreheads, or in their hands; 
and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand 

years.” 

One verse in the Bible contains all the letters 

of the alphabet excepting j, namely, Ezra 7.21. 

It reads as follows: ‘And I, even I Artaxerxes 

the king, do make a decree to all the treasurers 
“which are beyond the river, that whatsoever 

Ezra the priest, the scribe of the law of the God 

of heaven, shall require of you, it be done speedily.” 


The Lamentations of Jeremiah consists of 5 | 


chapters, num ering, in the aggregate, 154 verses. 

The versification of the chapters in their numerical 
order presents this striking arrangement: 22, 22, 
mp6, 22, 22. 

There are 8 verses in the Bible each of which 
is connected with the verse succeeding it without 
punctuation marks of any kind whatever. They 

are, Gen. 23.17; 1 Chron. 21.11; 2 Chron. 31.18; 
Psa. 96.12; 98.8; Rom. 11.7; Eph. 3.4; Col. 1.21. 

The name “Jesus” occurs in both the first and 
last verses of the New Testament. 

The famous inscription on the “Liberty Bell” 
in Independence Hall, Philadelphia, was borrowed 
- from Ley. 25. 10. It reads as follows: “Proclaim 

liberty throughout all the land unto: all the 
inhabitants thereof.” In the Bible the first 
“all” in the sentence is rendered in italic letters; 
the Revised Version omits it altogether. 

The 136th Psalm contains 26 verses, each one 
of which ends with the words, “For his mercy 
endureth for ever.” 

The 107th Psalm contains 4 verses which read 
precisely alike. They are verses 8, 15, 21, and 31. 

In some editions of the Bible, Luke 22.66 ends 
with the word “saying; in the “International” 

_ series and in most issues of the book it forms the 
* initial word of verse 67. 
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The versification of the longest chapter in the 


Bible, exclusive of the 119th Psalm, namely, ~ 


Num. 7, is an interesting study. Of the 89 verses 
which it contains, verses 15, 21, 27, 33, 39, 45, 
51, 57, 63, 69, and 75 are alike; likewise verses 
16, 22, 28, 34, 40, 46, 52, 58, 64, 70, 76, and 82; 
likewise verses 26, 32, 38, 44, 50, 56, 62, 68, 74 and 
80; likewise verses 25, 37, 49, 61, 67, 73, and 79; 
likewise verses 31 and 55. Verse 43 differs from 
verses 31 and 55 in only one word; where verse 
43 reads ‘“‘a’’ verses 31 and 55 read ‘‘one.” 


PALESTINE 


ITS BOUNDARIES, EXTENT, 
AND DIVISIONS 


The word Palestine occurs only once in the 
Bible (Joel 3.4); Palestina, three times (Hxod. 
15.14; Isa. 14. 29, 31). In every instance the 
Hebrew is Pelesheth, a word which is translated 
“Philistia,’’ or ‘Philistines.’ In modern usage, 
“Palestine”? and ‘“‘the Holy Land” are used 
synonymously. The latter term, mentioned in 
Zech. 2.12, is comprehensive of a much larger 
area of territory than ‘‘Philistia,” or “the land 
of the Philistines,” embraced. The ‘Holy Land,” 
or “Land of Promise,” embraces territory on the 
east of the Jordan, as well as on the west, whereas 
some writers limit the application of the word 
Palestine to the country bounded on the east 
by the river Jordan, on the west by the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and extending from Dan on the north 
to Beersheba on the south. 


The territory included in the promise to Abra- 
ham (Gen. 12.7; 13. 14, 15) is afterward described 
as follows: ‘‘Unto thy seed have I given this land, 
from the river of Egypt unto the great river, the 
river Euphrates’ (Gen. 15.18). More definite 
still is the promise: ‘‘I will set thy bounds from 
the Red Sea even unto the sea of the Philistines 
[the Mediterranean], and from the desert fof 
Sinai] unto the river’ (Zxod. 23.31); that is, to 
the river Euphrates. 

Still another description, and of more limited 
application, is recorded in Num. 34. 1-12. Later 
the boundaries of the territory allotted to the 
twelve tribes of Israel are described in Num. 32 
and in Josh. 13. 8-32, and likewise in chapters 
15 and 18. Palestine is bounded as follows: On 
the north by Syria, on the east and south by 
Arabia, and on the west by the Mediterranean 
Sea. In extent, Palestine is about 140 miles in 
length, and in breadth about 70 miles on the 
south and 40 on the north, about the size of the 
State of Massachusetts. : 

Four historic periods mark the political geogra- 
phy of Palestine: 1. From its original settlement 
to the ‘conquest of Canaan,” 470 years. 2. From 
the conquest to the establishment of the divided 
monarchy, 476 years. 3. From the establishment 
of the divided monarchy to the restoration of 
the kingdom of Judah from captivity in Babylon, 
566 years. 4. From the restoration of Judah to 
the destruction of Jerusalem by Titus (A. D. 70), 


490 years. *. 
At the commencement of the Christian era, 
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Palestine was divided into three provinces, namely, , 


Judea, the most southerly; Samaria, the middle; 
Galilee, the most northerly, all on the west of 
the Jordan, and Perea on the east. The division 
of the territory west of the Jordan into the three 
provinces named was made .n the time of the 
Maccabees. 


JEWISH FEASTS AND FESTIVALS 


I. The Feast of the Passover. This was cele- 
brated annually ‘‘in the fourteenth day of the 
first month’ of the Hebrew sacred year—the 
month Nisan—‘‘at even,” or “between the two 
evenings,’”” as the Hebrew reads (Exod. 12.6, 
marginal note). It was, strictly speaking, confined 
to the sacrifice and eating of the paschal lamb, 
though the word Passover is not infrequently 
used comprehensively to denote— 

II. The Feast of Unleavened Bread. This followed 
the Passover service. It commenced on the 
morning of “‘the fifteenth day of the same month” 
(Lev. 23. 5, 6), and lasted ‘‘seven days.” 

III. Phe Feast of Weeks, or Pentecost. This 
was celebrated annually, fifty days after the 
Passover, and is accordingly sometimes termed 
by Jewish writers ‘‘the feast of the fifty days’ 
(Exod. 23.16; Ley. 23.15-22). 

IV. The Feast of Trumpets. This was annually 

celebrated on the first day of the seventh month 
(Num. 29.1-6), or Tishri, that is, on the first day 
of, the civil year. 
V. The Day of Atonement. This was observed 
annually on the tenth day of the seventh month 
of the sacred year, that is, the month Tishri, 
the first of the civil year, from the evening of 
the ninth to the evening of the tenth, five days 
before the Feast of Tabernacles. It was instituted 
as a “day of annual expiation for national sin’’ 
(Lev. 16; Num. 29. 7-11). 

VI. The Feast of Tabernacles. This was observed 
annually from the fifteenth to the twenty-second 
of the seventh month, or Tishri. It was some- 
times called the ‘‘Feast of Ingathering’ and the 
“Feast of Harvest.” It commemorated the exodus, 
and during its observance the people were required 
to live in tabernacles (Lev. 23.43; Deut. 31.10-13). 

VIL. The Festival of Purim. This annual festival 
was instituted by Mordecai to commemorate 
the deliverance of the Jews in Persia from the 
destruction threatened by Haman (Hsth. 9). It 
was observed on the fourteenth and fifteenth of 
the month Adar, the sixth of the civil and the 
twelfth of the sacred year. 

VIII. The Feast of Dedication. This feast is 
first alluded to in Num. 7.10. The last reference 
to it is in John 10.22. It was an occasion of great 
festivity among the Jewish people. 

IX. The Sabbatical Year. The sabbatical year 
was likewise called “‘the seventh year” (Deut. 15. 
9), because it was to be observed every seventh 
year; “the year of release” (Deut. 15. 1, 2, 9), 
because in it all debts were to be remitted; “ a 
sabbath of rest” (Lev. 25.4), because it was a 
year of rest for the soil. 

X. The Year of Jubilee. This festival was 
celebrated after the lapse of seven sabbatical

SABBATH 
The Jewish Sabbath ended at six o’clock ona 
Saturday evening. The first Christian Sabbath] 
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is introduced to us in the passage, “In the end 
‘of the (Jewish) Sabbath, as it began to dawn 
toward the first day of the week (or the Christian 
Sabbath), came Mary Magdalene,” etc. (Matt. 
28.1). It is called ‘‘the Lord’s day’ (Rev. 1.10). 
From this starting point the recognition and 
observance of the first day of the week, the day 
on which Jesus rose from the dead, may be traced 


through Apostolic times (Acts 20.7; 1 Cor. 16. 1, 2), 
and in the literature of the Church Fathers, among 
whom we may mention Clement of Rome, Ignatitis, 
Justin Martyr, Irenaeus, Clement of Alexandria, 
and Tertullian.

THE LORD’S PRAYER. 
By REV. HUGH MACMILLAN, D.D., LL.D., F.R.S.B.

The Lord’s Prayer is the true model of prayer 

“After this manner,” etc.; ‘When ye pray, 
say,”’ etc. It lays down the lines on which we 
should frame our petitions; removes the dis- 
tance and ceremoniousness of our approach to 
God; counteracts the selfishness of our desire 
and enlarges our horizon so as to comprehend 
the welfare of the whole world. It was given 
by Christ to his disciples on two different occa- 
sions: the first in connection with the Sermon 
on the Mount; the second after two years, when 
the disciples asked Jesus to teach them how to

pray. It is the Ten Commandments turned in 
prayer, the commandments to keep God’s lai 
being converted into prayers to enable us 
keep that law. There is a striking correspon‘ 
ence between each clause of the Lord’s Pra; j 
and one of the commandments, and the ord 
in which they mutually occur. 


It consists, first, of an invocation or mode 
address to God. The word “Our” indicates tl 
great change which Christ introduced into + 
whole conception of worship. There was no s' 
cial worship in the Jewish temple. The prie 
went alone into the holy place, while the peo

stood outside. But in the Christian church the 
worship of God is for all the people, with one 
heart and one voice; and in private prayer we 
cannot be accepted if we come in a selfish and 
exclusive spirit. 

_ Our “Father.” The relation of God as a Father 
belongs to all men alike by right of creation and 
providence; but it is by the grace of God in con- 
version that we receive the spirit of adoption 
whereby we cry, ‘‘Abba, Father.” 

_ he words ‘“‘which art in heaven’? imply that as 

- our Father is in heaven, so our desires and affec- 

- tions should ascend beyond earth. 

The order of the petitions is very remarkable. 
It begins with the recognition of God’s rights as 
Maker, Sovereign, Proprietor,—‘thy name,” 

“thy kingdom,” ‘‘thy will;’”? and then it goes on 

to the recognition of man’s needs—our bread, 
our debts, our temptations, and our deliverance. 
The essence of sin is the inversion of this divine 
order, putting the creature first and the Creator 
last, giving precedence to man’s need over God’s 
rights. 

“* Hallowed be thy name” teaches us that as chil- 
dren we are to treat with a holy love and fear 
the name and relation of Father in which we 
stand to God. 

“Thy kingdom come’ is a petition that God’s 

“reign of righteousness and peace and joy may be 
set up in our hearts, and that we may be enabled 
to extend it by our character, conduct, and work 
in the world around. 

“Thy will be done in earth, as it is in heaven” 
shows to us that God’s will is the highest ultimate 
good of all his creatures; that all his laws have 

~ been devised to bring about this result; and that 
in proportion as we obey this will is our true 
welfare promoted. When our will and the Father’s 
are absolutely one, we shall know that all things 
work together for our good. 

“Give us this day our daily bread.” At first sight 
referring to the most urgent want of man, we 
find that this petition is only one out of several 

others; not the first as the most important, not 
the last as the longest remembered, but enclosed 
among those which refer to spiritual things, to the 

‘establishment of God’s kingdom and the over- 
throw of Satan’s. If we hallow God’s name and 
submit to his reign and seek to do his will, then we 
can with confidence ask him for the blessings 
which our natural life requires for its support and 


fi 
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welfare. God gives us that for which we ourselves 
have to toil; not arbitrarily, but by wise and 
beneficent law; not all at once, but day by day. 


“Forgive us our debts, as we forgive our debtors.” 
The word ‘forgive,’ being made up of the prep- 
osition “from,” means literally ‘‘allow our debts 
to be put away from us.” The word ‘‘debt” has a 
very close remembrance to the word ‘‘duty;” and 
our debts are therefore our failures in duty. We 
ask God to take away from us the carelessness and 
indifference in which such failures originate; not 
to save us from our obligations or the consequences 
of our sin, but from our sin itself. Forgive us, not 
in proportion as, but lke as, we forgive others. 
If we forgive others slowly, grudgingly, coldly, so 
shall we be treated. . 


“And lead us not into temptation.” It is by 
temptation that we are tried and educated; yet 
we are justified in praying to our Father not to 
lead us into temptation so long as we leave, with 
childlike submission, to his loving will the means 
by which our faith is to be strengthened and our 
spiritual life purified and ennobled. We are not 
to go willingly into temptation. The temptation 
itself is not sin, but we fear that we may sin 
through it. And therefore this petition is linked 
along with the next, so as to make of the two one 
petition. Knowing God’s power, we ask him to 
deliver us from the evil that is in the temptation, 
relying upon his promise that he will not suffer us 
to be tried above what we are able, but with every 
temptation will provide a way of escape. The 
Revised Version has the reading, ‘“‘deliver us from 
the evil one;” but the usage of the Greek language 
requires that the original should be translated, 
not as a personal word, but as meaning moral 
evil in its totality. 


The doxology, ‘For thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory, for ever,” is not found in St. 
Luke, and is omitted in many manuscripts. But 
it is an appropriate ending of the Lord’s Prayer, 
giving us good grounds of encouragement to pray, 
and at the same time ascribing all the praise to 
God. It is for his glory that all worship is carried 
on, therefore he will hear our prayer, and do for 
us exceeding abundantly above all that we can 
ask or think. ‘‘Amen.”
